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PREFACE. 



HAVING reason to tliink tliat an impartial account of the 
treatment now adopted in diseases of the skin by the 
most eminent practitiouers in this branch, would be acceptable 
to the profession, I have endeavoured to supply the want 
of such a work. I believe I am only giving expression to 
a general feeling when I say, that a book is required which 
will present rather the collective experience of those who are 
looked up to as authorities, than the views of any individual 
writer, however experienced or zealous. How far the sketch 
now before the reader will fulfil this requirement, is for him 
and not for me to say. 

My principal object has been to gather together into one focus 
the numerous improvements made of late years in the treatment 
of these complaints. So many and valuable are these, that 
diseases which a few years ago often bafllcd the most expe- 
rienced seem now stripped of nearly all their terrors. At the 
end of this volume will be found a table of two thousand cases, 
one-half drawn from the practice of Mr. Erasmus Wilson, the 
other from the case-book of St. John's Hospital ; thus pretty 
fairly representing the experience of both public and private 
practice. If the reader will look at this list, he will find one great 
group,including quite five hundred cases, beginning with alopecia 
and ending with verruca. The management of these has never 
in modern times been a very difficult matter, and hence I h;ivc 
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not much to say about their treatment. Next to these, how- 
ever, follows a group including some of the most obstinate and 
formidable diseases, and comprising nearly seven-tenths of the 
whole. It is in this great field that the labours of our con- 
temporaries have been crowned with such marvellous success. 
It is not half a century since treatment was chiefly directed to 
palliating the sufferings they occasioned, and few were so 
sanguine as to hold out hopes of a cure when the case was 
severe and the constitution of the patient weakly; yet now it 
may be safely said that as incurable maladies they have ceased 
to exist. The third group is reserved for those diseases which 
only too frequently even now set at defiance all efforts to cure 
them. This group contains, it will be seen, only about a twelfth 
of the entire number, and there is every reason to believe that 
before long even this proportion will be very materially 
lessened. 

It is gratifying to think that the impulse to this immense 
progress is due to an Englishman — Mr. Startin. That others 
have done much, I do not for one moment wish to deny; 
on the contrary, I have endeavoured as well as I could to give 
to each author the praise he has merited by his labours; 
but to Mr. Startin belongs, in my estimation, the honour of 
having effected so great a revolution. Those who are familiar 
with the state of the treatment of these diseases before 
Mr. Startin delivered his celebrated course of lectures will, 
I think, quite agree with what I say. 

The reader may object to these tables, and I admit that such 
a calculation is opeu to objections. Men differ widely in their 
opinions U to the curability of diseases, and here opinion can 
alone be trusted ; an estimate of severity or amenability to 
treatment cannot be made without much more copious data. 
Still, though a rough calculation, it will, 1 trust, serve the only 
purpose it is intended to fulfil — that of being a guide respecting 
improvement in treatment. 

As the work is devoted almost exclusively to the Mibject of 
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treatment, no attempt has been made to construct n new noso- 
logy, or to extend the classifications of foregoing authors. I 
presume that the reader is familiar with the names and symptoms 
of the disorders spoken of; and that, if not, he knows where to 
look for them. I have, therefore, confined myself to well-known 
terms, and have not merely introduced no fresh ones, but 
have sought rather to contract tho number and enlarge the 
meaning of those in general use. For the purpose of teaching 
a highly accurate diagnosis, or a purely scientific pathology — of 
dwelling upon the same subject under many different forms till 
the outline is graven upon the mind, it may sometimes be 
essential to divide a disorder of the skin into so many different 
varieties or species, according as it invades the head or the 
hand, a bend of the thigh or a fold of the skin ; or as au 
eruption offers some difference in hue or outline ; but as the 
treatment is usually the same, as it is most important first of 
all to master the leading rules of treatment, I think that, in a 
mere sketch such as I propose to offer, simplicity cannot be too 
strictly kept in view. Besides, any imported matter would be 
superfluous here. The pathology and diagnosis of diseases of 
the skin have been so ably worked out in the writings of 
Wilson, Cazenave, Hardy, and many others, that I could only 
give an epitome of their labours, and this has already been 
done as respects classification. The question has also been 
very careftdly handled by Dr. Buchanan, in a paper iu the 
Edinburgh Medical Journal, and Hebra is at present re- 
casting the entire framework of pathology, as accepted in 
the Vienna school. 

On two or three poiuts only have I strayed from the 
subject of treatment — on the pathology of eczema and con- 
tagious impetigo, and on the subject of parasitic diseases of 
the skin ; hut this was because a discussion of these subjects 
was uecessary in order to lay down rules nf treatment. 

The paper from which the part on eczema is now reprinted. 
was read before the Medico-Cliiniigieal Society almost fcwt 
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year? ago ; > indeed I authorised the late Mr. Davics to 
uuuounce a reprint of it in his forthcoming list of books, 
but the great demand made upon my time by writing 
another work (" The Stream of Life "), which I have but very 
recently completed, entirely prevented me from giving it that 
care which I thought absolutely required by the nature and 
importance of the subject. I am sorry this delay should have 
occurred, as Mr. Davics more than once informed me that 
several members of the profession had applied for copies ; but 
I can only express my regret, as I still consider it better that it 
should not have appeared than have come before the world 
in an imperfect form. When read before the Medico- 
Chirurgical Society, it was too condensed to bear reprinting 
except as a pamphlet. 

The parasitic nature of some diseases of the skin could not 
be ignored in a work devoted to treatment. Some supporters 
of the vegetable theory contetid that in certain of these affec- 
tions there is no necessity for general treatment of an active 
kind, often for no general treatment at all, and that a speedy 
and lasting cure can be effected by local means alone; whereas 
when these means are neglected, or made merely auxiliary to 
constitutional measures, progress must ever be slow and success 
uncertain. On the other hand, snch eminent writers as Wilson, 
Carpenter, and Erichsen, deny the vegetable nature of these 
diseases; Wilson even considering local remedies as of 
secondary importance, and, when not conjoined with means 
calculated to improve the health, as too often powerless. 

I have previously said that certain disorders are entirely 
omitted from consideration on account of their rare occurrence. 
Another reason was my own inability to say anything new with 
regard to treatment. Out of quite three thousand cases noted 
at St. John's and other hospitals, not a single instance pre- 
sented itself of kclis, elephantiasis, bucnemia, homy ichthyosis, 
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cancerous impetigo, mid many other rare forms described in 
works ; I therefore thought time was better spent over diseases 
which, after all, must ever form the principal part of the 
surgeon's care. Mr. Wilson's experience, drawn entirely from 
private practice, is however so widely opposite, examples of 
several uuusual varieties of disease having beeu seen within the 
limits of only a thousand cases, that I did not think fit to 
exclude all these forms. 

The order in which the disorders treated of are made to 
follow each other, is borrowed, with some very slight modi- 
fications, from the arrangement of Willau. Systems far more 
complicated there are in abuudauce, but which of these 
various fabrics is to rise to general favour on the ruins of the 
simple and almost perfect structure erected by Willan, wc have 
yet to learn; for at present it may be safely said that 
no other yet iuvented promises to find universal favour. 
Slight faults there may be iu it, as in all such works; 
yet the merits must be immeasurably greater, or it would not 
have been accepted by Startin, Neligan, and Hunt, and have 
been admired by TIebra and Ca/.enave. It may be reproached 
as artificial, but in clearness and simplicity it far surpasses the 
Datura] systems proposed in its stead. It may be incomplete 
here and there, for Willan was not spared to finish what lie had 
so well begun. Yet such was the genius of this man, that in 
tpite of these blemishes, the fabric which he raised out of 
■ confusion like chaos, bids fair, despite all assaults, to reach 
the hundred years of life which confer on it the coveted laurel 
n ri-.ith.

Strophulus rarely requires active treatment. 8ometime8 the 
bowels are a gcxxl deal disturbed, and then mild doses of antacids 
and aperient*, such, for instance, as a short course of soda, magnesia 
and mercury with chalk, may be given. To this, some carminative, 
like dill-water or compound cinnauion-water, may be added. 
Strophulus is by no means necessarily counocted with dentition, but 
if (.here I'" .'in) irritation xe( up from thi-i e.ui-.e it MUDOl be t©0 
soon removed by lancing the gums. When the surface is dry and 
chapped, or wheu an ichorous secretion is poured out, Mr. Wilson 
recommends the use of uu ointment containing hull' a drachm of 
liquor plumbi to the ounce, or an ounce of oxide of zinc oiutineut 
rubbed down with a drachm of spirit of camphor. 

Lichen. — In simple lichen it is usually not necessary to do 
more than keep the patient quiet and give a febrifuge and brisk 
aperient. Citrate of potass or soda, taken effervescing every hour 
or two, acta vory well in theso cases, nn<l now and then it may be 
requisite to give a mild sedative at bedtime, such as live grains of 
extract of poppy or lettuce with a little opium, or tincture of 
hyoscyamus may be prescribed to he taken in camphor mixture. 
80 soon U convalescence is established, a grain or two of quiniuo 
dissolved in dilute sulphuric acid may be givon two or three times 
daily. 

My business, however, lies principally with the chronic forms of 
lichen, the remedied for which may be arranged in the following 
Order, tod provided the leading indications they afford be careful ly 
looked to, tin- form in which they are given D« J Eh left to the taste 
ami judgment of the Rageon, 
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Mode of giving Arsenu 

These remedies then are, Bret a tonic, such as nitric acid, whi'h 
may be given in some bitter infusion fur two or three weeks. It is 
always well to give an aperient along with the acid. Secondly, any 
particular disorder of the health, as rheumatism, gout, or wasting, 
for instance, or of a function affecting the health, such as indigestion, 
will require to be treated, and this treatment may begin after the 
nitric acid ban been given. Lastly, in all refractory cases a course of 
arsenic should be ordered J and as bo very much depeuds upon the 
way in which arsenic is given, I shall once for all venture to bring 
forward what I believe to be the conditions essential for its successful 
use ; for if arsenic is to do any good, it must be used properly. By 
this I mean, that whether Mr. Hunt's plan of prescribing it in large 
doses at first, or the old method of using it in Bniall doses gradually 
increased, be adopted, the plan ouce decided upou must be regularly 
and consistently carried out ; and if any interruptions to it be thought 
requisite, they should only be made upon really valid grounds, and 
be as systematic as the rules for takiug tho mineral. If the patient 
is to give up arsenic whenever he is going out to see his friends or 
when he has friends coming to see him ; when he is away on business 
or at the seaside ; when ho is tired of medicine or fancies it may not 
agree with him ; in short, if he be going to take it any way but the 
l'ight way, he had better not take it at all. Properly employed, arsenic 
is quite as safe a medicine as mercury or antimony, if indeed it be not 
much siil'er. though some practitioners who give these freely enough 
seem to regard arsenic with a. special horror ; but it is only safe, as it 
is only useful, when given in thi* way. 

To my thinking, there is no plan equal to that introduced by Mr. 
Hunt, who always directs his patients to take each dose at meal-time, 
aud 1 consider that Mr. Hunt merits the thanks of the world for the 
Courage and industry with which ho has worked out this subject. 
After an ample trial, I have found no formula superior to the simple 
solution in water. I have no faith in arsenic in tho form of pills, OF, 
indeed, in auy solid form whatever. Besides, some persons object 
to pills, especially when many have to be taken, and they are not at all 
Suited for children. . The faint mawkish taste of Fowler's solution is 
far more repulsive to many patients than anything bitter or sour. 
Donovan's solution proved useless in my bauds. I never saw any 
danger arise from the use of it, but it would seem that others have. 
Mr. Hunt says, "if there be one medicine more dangerous than 
another, it is the villainous compound of ai°scnic, iodine, and mercury 
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known by the name of ' Donovan's Solution.' " I doubt, myself, if 
any combination of iodine or mercury with arseuic is likely to be 
of service ; an occasional use of either coalil do no liuriu when the 
am'iiie is suspended, but while it is being taken, the less its action 
is interfered with by such powerful medicines the better. For all 
these reasonB the liquor arseuicalis made witiioxt the .y-irit oj lavtitaer 
has always appeared preferable to me, and 1 am glad to find that both 
Wilson and Hardy sanctiou the omission, of this nauseous and uselesB 
ingredient. Perhaps the most convenient way of prescribing it U in 
mixture with simple water, in such proportion that a mounted 
drachm contains the proper dose. 

Most grown persons can take five minims of this solution, and it ib 
only in very exceptional cases that more is required ; but children can 
bear much larger doses in proportion. An infant may begin with one 
or two drops twice a day, aud a child a year old may take two or 
■ vi n three minims for a dose. I have often given these quantities to 
children with the vory best effects. Mr. Hunt ' looks upon a pricking 
sensation iu the conjunctiva as a sign that the curative actiou of tin: 
iir.-i'iiic has been set up, and he considers that if just enough of the 
mineral be given to keep up this action, we shall get all the good we 
can from the remedy, with the least amount of disturbance. In some 
persons arseuic bringB on a dirty-browu staining aud scaling of tin: 

kin wherever it is hiddeu from air and light, aud Mr. Huut finds 
that, "when the primary dose is diminished on the appearance of 
conjunctivitis, the eyelids may be allowed to get well ; yet if the 
patient's akin be kept brown, the disease will vanish just as rapidly us 
though the conjunctiva were kept sore." Mr. Hunt, a most careful 
surgeon, continues arsenio for " weeks or months after all disposition 
to morbid action appears to have subsided," aud this is really the way 
to extinguish an unheal thy tendency in the system. I believe, myself, 
that one of the best guides we can have is the action of the bowels. 
When there is one loose stool a day, the arsenic is exertiug its curative 
action, and it is rarely necessary to make any change in the mode of ad- 
ministering it. I have repeatedly found that after a short course with 
three doses daily, one single dose of five minims every day would cure 
the relics of an obstinate skin disease, and at the same time kc«tp the 

bowels in perfect order; aud I quite ugrce with Mr. Hunt that arsenic 
exerts a decidedly soothing influence over an irritated state of tho 

bowels.

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Mr. IIiiDt, after* large experience with Fowler's flotation, now gives 
the preference to the solution of the chloride of arsenic, 6ve minims 
of whicb are equal to two of Fowler's solution. Of coarse we may 
assume that the reason* which induced Mr. Mont to change were 
valid enough, and it might i>e advantageous to prescribe the chloride 
for children and delicate per*ous. I have never had reason to regret 
having adhered to the tasteless solution of arsenic. 

With some persona arsenic in very small doses, as small as five 
minims daily or even less, will bring on nansea, irritability of the 
stomach, sickness, purging, and a general feeling of being very much 
out of sorts. Perhaps the bent method of meeting these disagreeable 
symptoms is the following. The arsenic ia interrupted for one clear 
day, a mild pill is given the niglit.previous, and a dose of magnesia in 
the morning : the patient may lie in bed, if he can, during the early 
pact of tlur day, nud take only very light food. The arsenic may 
then be resumed the day following, and if after one or two trials it 
still produces wckness and irritation, the dose must be still further 
rwtaced j fin there is always a point at which arsenic will do good 
without inducing disorder of the health. Some surgeons in such a 
case add opium, hydrocyanic acid, Sic., to diminish the irritation, but 
my opinion !■ '|Utte adverse to this practice. I have always found 
that arsenic answers best when its action is uot masked, and when " 
i* given in Hitch quantities as not to require any adjuncts to allay the 
ii in iy excite. 

i iont-1 often get tired of the mere repetition of medicine however

I believe this to be i" every instance a mistake to which tho surgeon 

imiiIi! never yield ; mini a hold gained over the disease, it should 

"ii bo relaxed; patients suffering under ooinplaiut* for which 

lo ia required generally derive much less benefit from change of 

air tlmii they expect, certainly fas lea than oompenutea for inter- 
rupting a course of arsenic, and having to go through tho whole 
nroeea again ; ami travelling, unless it can be continued for a very 
long time indeed, and nnder very favourable circumstances, will not 
niir a bad case of skin disease. 

Mr. Slurtiu bleeds for Una affection ; for the lichen sparsns he uses 
B lotion of bichloride of mercury and creosote water to allay the 
itching, In CBBSe of liohen pilaris, accompanied by asthenic look and 
languid circulation, he prescribes the persulphate of iron in iofuaion 
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of quassia, ail J ointment of white precipitate of mercury and levigated 
sulphur. For the feverishuess of lichen agrius he gives purgatives 
and diaphoretic diluents, with a very strictly regulated diet ; after 
these a quarter of a grain of iodine, with twenty minims of liquor 
potassie and ten of colcbicum wine three times a day, with creosote 
ointment, and a very free use of baths. He then gives calomel aud 
opium at bedtime ; Co which succeed bichloride of mercury in doses of 
one-sixth of a grain, and lotions of bisulphuret and bichloride of 
mercury applied warm. Finally come aperient ohalybeutes aud 
lotions of borate of soda and glycerin. For the livid form (L. lividus) 
Mr. Startin uses acid chalybeate*, hot-air baths, aud sulphur fumiga- 
tions. Lichen tropicus, which Mr, Startin considers to be the same 
complaint as pellagra, is not marked out by him as requiring any 
particular line of treatment. For strophulus coiifcrtns he [inscribes 
the internal use of biniodide and bichloride of mercury, aud directs 
the irritated surface to be bathed in yolk of egg mixed with tepid 
water. 

Prurico. — In all forms of this justly dreaded affection the 
mediciues which seem to have succeeded best are four — 

1. An Alkali. — Soda for instance, seems always to have been a 
favourite ingredient in the proscriptions of the most successful practi- 
tioners. I do not attach much importance to the form in which it is 
given ; perhaps the carbonate, or a mixture of carbonate and sulphite, 
answers best. If there be much indigestion or acidity, it may be given 

two or three times a day just after rneals, either in >: bitter infusion, 

such as caluinba or gentian, with which a little tincture of cinnamon 
or spirit of nutmeg is combined, or it may be given with aromatic 
confection and a little dilute prosaic acid. These remedies should 
be given till indigestion is removed ; anil when uo indigestion is 
present, it will not often bo requisite to continue them more than ten 
days or a fortnight.* 

2. A remedy is n- Inch will act on the skin. — Next to 
the turki-h ot roin.-m bath, or when this cannot be procured 1 1 1 < ■ 
hot bath, sulphur in some form or other is perhaps the mildest and 
moat certain. Antimony, however, in such a form and dose as will 
Hot DMBOOts lad dopna the patient, may also be prescribed with 
benefit, -««■■! I sec no objection to combining these remedies with 
n little nitrate of potass. When the skin is very dry aud harsh, a 
powder containing these ingredients may be taken on going to bed, 
in a little gruel or warm whey ; an aperient pill may be given at thu 
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same time. I believe, however, little reliance is to be placed on 
ami. .lilies in any affection of the skin ; the grand sudorific is restoration 
of a healthy state of the skin itself; next to this the roman bath. 

3. The use of these means should be accompanied or followed by 
a course of medicine which will act gently on the liver and 
bowels, as fur the most part the functions of these organs must be 
promoted rather than retrained. Here mercury, nitric and nitro- 
unii'uitio acid, and rhubarb, are among our most valuable means. 
Mercury in best given in a mild form ; for instance, blue pill may be 
prescribed with soap, henbane, and rhubarb, or it may be given 
ID grey powder along with nitrate of potass. I have never seen it 
do the least harm, though Mr. Startin places it under interdict. 
Where the taste of it is not objected to, rhubarb may be given in 
infusion along with nitric or nitro-muriatic acid ; it is always as well 
to add a good carminative to obviate any griping. 

4. In all obstinate cases, and particularly in the prurigo of old 
people, it is scarcely worth while to wait for the action of these 
medicines, and 1 would advise that immediate recourse should be had 
to a course of strychnia, and after this a course of arsenic. The 
strychnia may be given iu doses of a sixtieth or sixty-fourth of a grain 
iu solution every three or four hours till a decided effect is produced 
upon the disease, or till nervous symptoms Bhow themselves, when it 
may be left off : a vigorous course of arsenic should follow it. Nux 
vomica was a favourite remedy with Neligau, but I believe we are 
indebted to Dr. Burgess for this mode of exhibiting its active 
principle. These remedies sometimes act like a specific upon the 
pruritus, and when this symptom is once thoroughly quelled we shall 
generally have little trouble iu dealing with any change iu the 
aMo. 1 niu i|iiite of Mr. Hunt's opinion that prurigo is not such an 
Intractable disease when properly -treated, although such an opinion 
may bo looked upon as a modern heresy. Under the old plan of treat- 
ment it seems to have resisted every attempt to subdue its malignity, 
and perhaps there were more suicides from prurigo than from all other 
diseases of the eJdB put together. Mr. Hunt says, "of the entire re- 
covery of a patient thus afflicted, or even of considerable alleviation of 
raftering, not one single gleam of hope can be gathered from any 
author who has writteu on the subject. And yet there is no truth 
in the whole circle of medical science more vividly impressed on my 
own mind, than that, under proper management, arsenic ia ait 
effectual remedy lor this diseasr." .Mr. Hunt bleeds to famines* iu 
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refractory cases before giving the arsenic ; in que case lie took about 
seventy ounces of blood from the arm, and probably lifteen additional 
ounces by leeches ; and certainly his success in cases which but a few 
years ago were given up to despair, seems quite to justify his con- 
fidence in this powerful means of treatment. He also gives cod liver 
oil with the greatest ndvautage. Lisfranc, in cases where the itching 
was connected with difficult menstruation, used to bleed the patient 
a little each time, which always proved an effectual cure in the 
long run. 

Mr. Startin's treatment of prurigo is that of lichen ; ho relics 
greatly upou mineral acids, chalybeates, opium, and ammonia, and 
has never found benefit from mercury or arsenic ; on the coutrary, 
they rather do harm. In a very severe case of prurigo formicans 
recorded by this gentleman, tweDty drops of dilute sulphuric acid 
and ten of Bsttley's sedative three times a day, followed by tincture 
of muriate of Iran in infusion of quassia and an opiate at bedtime, 
proved perfectly successful. These meaus. however, were powerfully 
seconded by the use of au ointment of white precipitate of mercury 
and creosote, ten grains of the salt and a few drops of the fluid to an 
ounce ; and after this a weak solution of bichloride of mercury in 
creosote water used warm; later on, the ointment was entirely 
discontinued, aud bisulphuret of mercury was added to the lotion. 
A strict diet, consisting of milk, bread, and boiled meat, was observed. 
Mr. Simtiii Soda hot-air baths and cinnabar fumigations of great 
service. Dr. Neligau used to prescribe iron in [oftuion of hops, with 
the juice of Milium, of which he used to order pretty large doses, 
lb- found great benefit from the use of tins remedy along with mag- 
nesia in senile prurigo. 

In some coses, particularly where pnirign attneks the pudendum, 
scrotum, or anus, the itching is so intolerable that something must 
be done for it, Mr. Wilson recommends iu a geueral way that the 
skin RnOttld be frequently rubbed with a damp sponge dipped in fine 
oatmeal ; after this the tincture of croton (made by steeping au 
miner uf i.ruisrd en. ton we,!:, lor a week in four ounces of spirit), is 
applied, tad niter this has been done a few times, a lotion of bichlo- 
ride of mercury in almond emulsion, fifteen or twenty grains to a 
pint, will often complete the cure. The tnrkish bath is also said to 
have entirely cured prurigo.' Painting the surface with iodine is 
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useful, as is also glycerin applied with a sponge. Blooding will oftwi 
net like a charm in allaying the horrible itching, but Mr. Wilson 
fVnnldy admits, that at times nil remedies fail to subdue it, so that 
his experience is rather different from that of llunt, who treats 
prurigo as a very trifling matter. For the affection of the pudendum 
Bateman recommends a lotion made of two grains of bichloride (oxy- 
muriate) of mercury in one ouuee of lime-water. Mr. Wilson says 
the juniper-tar oiutmeut is peculiarly valuable in this variety. In 
pruritus of these parts, injections of very hot water, juniper-tar oint- 
ment, blisters to tlio thighs, and small bleedings seem, from nil accounts, 
to be the most reliable remedies. Mr. Wilson has found an opium 
injection relieve the irritation after all other means had failed. .Strong 
nitrio oxide of mercury ointment, and pudnphyllin in doses of one-sixth 
of a grain, are said to have proved of great service in prurigo of the 
anus. Mr. Startin, in a case related iu his lectures, where the scrotum 
was also affected, directed mucilaginous hip-baths, daily ablutions 
with yolk of egg and tepid water, tlio application twice a day of wry 
dilat6 mercurial ointment, with a few minims of creosote, strict diet, 
and one-sixth of a grain of bichloride of mercury in cold infusion of 
hops three times a dny. Tlie case was very severe, and occurred in 
an old man, but a cure was effected in little more than two months. 
In the prurigo of old people generally Mr. Startin's prescription for 
external use is a liniment of glycerin and trisuitrate of bismuth, or 
powdered talc rubbed in with a flesh-brush. Dr. Frazer recommends 
for trial fiuely -powdered camphor, mixed with six or eight parts of rice 
or potato starch, and a small quantity of acetate or carbonate of lead. 
This is dusted on the skin three or four limes a day, aud calomel oint- 
ment is UBed at the same time. Latterly Dr. Neligan confined him- 
self almost entirely to chloroform ointment, which seems oue of the 
best, if not the best, ever introduced. It is made by mixing half n 
drachm with an onnce of cold cream. 

Possibly I have had a long series of mild cases ; but, as I have 
already said, I have not generally had much difficulty in treating 
prurigo, though my prescriptions for external applications are confined 
to pure soft soap of the pharmacopoeia well rubbed in, aud bathing 
diroctly after with very hot water, or getting into a very hot bath. 
If nothing else be gained, free perspiration is promoted, and though 
this is no panacea, yet it is attended with relief. Prurigo often arises 
in persons who have nothiug to reproach themselves with in regard to 
cleanliness. Mr. Startin, indeed, says that this neuralgic itching is 
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perhaps more frequently met with in the respectable walks of life than 
nny other cutaneous affection. 1 Such persons often seem surprised at 
being told to make a five use of hot baths, but they forget that they 
do not take sufficient exercise to keep the skin in a healthy state. 
Elderly people iu good circumstances, and people who have retired 
from business, often seem to think that it is hardly respectable to go 
beyond a steady walk, and that while their appetite retunins good 
and their bowels are open, nothing more is needed; but prurigo won't 
yield to such gentle meaus, and till regular active exercise has become 
a settled habit the action of the skin must be eucouragod. Iu all 
cases 1 think no woollen ought to be worn next the skin. 

Hebra views prurigo iu the gloomiest light ; the picture is filled in 
with the darkest and most sombre tints that utter despair of success 
can lend. The patieut is doomed — the relentless malady ouly leaves 
him in the grave. The complaint is not difficult to cure — it U 
rabla ! and all the physician can do is to make his condition a little 
more tolerable. He seems, however, to have never made trial of M r. 
Hunt's plan, and I cannot see how success is to be expected from 
merely local means. The only remedies which have ever been shown 
to possess certain control over prurigo are arsenic and cod-liver oil, 
and these ought to have a fair trial in every case before it is pro- 
nounced incurable. Hebra says placing the patient in a tur or buI- 
phur bath renders his condition mote endurable. 

Lei'RA (and Psoriasis). — If I were to rely exclusively on my own 
experience, I should say that time was lost in trying any remedy but 
arsenic in this complaint (for psoriasis ia really only a form of lepr.'i), 
or any preparatory treatment for the arsenic, which should be begun 
with at once, and taken in the largest doses the patieut can bear. If 
any sickness set in, the dose may be lessened, but the medicine should 
never be given up till a decided effect is produced upon the skin ; 
then further measures are often most beneficial. At one time I used to 
relinquish the arscnio altogether so soon as ever it began to occasion 
nausea, and I too frequently reaped the result in seeing the patient 
get much worse so soon as ever this was done. Now I always con- 
tinue it. Given in proper doses, arsenic is a perfectly harmless 
remedy, the sickness often yields of itself, often we can relieve it by 
the aid of an effervescent and sedative, or as a last resource, we may 
diminish the dose. We cau always reduce it so far that the medicine 
in some dose or other cau be continued.

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As to the dose, I believe that mostly five minims of Fowler's solu- 
tion are the most the human stomach can boar for a length of time ; 
cases, however, may occur in which it is well to leave the beaten path, 
and try what amount of this potent mineral can be supported, as only 
that maximum amount will do good. Dr. Moriarty, 1 in a case of 
inveterate psoriasis, gave teu miuim-doses of Fowler's solution four 
times a day, and effected a complete cure, though the disease had 
lasted seven years and four months. 

Suppose, however, it should be absolutely necessary to suspend the 
arseuie, are there any other reliable remedies 1 I know, by OXpwi 
ence at least, of none ; but several huve been recommended, and after 
areenic has produced ft certain amount of effect, it will improve the 
health, and contribute to the disappearance of the eruption ; for 
iustancc, iodide of potassium in tincture of bark, accompanied by 
small doses of biniodide of mercury, almost exactly as is laid down 
for chronic eczema accompanied by rheumatism ; the nitro-muriatic 
acid in tincture of cinnamon aud gentian, or infusion of caluuiba ; 
galium apariue, a remedy which has been highly praised by Dr. Winn, 
but which I suspect can never be employed among the middle and 
lower classes, on account of its cost ; dulcamara, which was considered 
by Bate man aa one of the most effectual remedies in all varieties of 
lepra ; the great dock of ludia,'- 1 discovered by Playfair, possessed of 
such extraordinary power over the true leprosy of the East ; the grout 
marsh-wort of Asia, 3 and cod-liver oil. Psoriasis has also been cored by 
the Turkish bath, by the use of mineral waters, such as those of Harro- 
gate, Purtou Spa, Bareges, and is said to huve disappeared under the 
influence of vaccination, tincture of cantharides, sulphur, frictions 
with juniper tar, with which Buzin says he has cured cases which hud 
resisted every kind of treatment (toutes los medications), ifcc. 
.Mi'. Hunt says, that " many cases have occurred in which patients 
who, when pursuiug a sedentary life, were martyrs to lepra, became 
comparatively free from the disease when engaged in active 
occupation in the open sir." Psoriusis is suid by 1 lardy to have 
yielded to the use of copaiba, but Boziu finds it fur inferior to 
arsenic.

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Mr. Startin treats lepra with a great variety of remedies, rolying 
little upon arsenic alone ; but there are so many ingredients in his 
prescriptions that an analysis of them is difficult. Cbalybeates, both 
internally and in baths, araeniate of mercury dissolved in hydrochloric 
acid, iodide of mercury and opium, persulphate of iron and hydriodic 
acid, arseniate of potass with aperients, such as sulphate of magnesia, 
constitute the general features of his treatment. When inflammation 
runs high, sulphate and carbonate of magnesia, with colchicum and 
Plnramer's pill , for indigestion, liquor potaswc, aud mercury when 
the patient was suffering from clay-coloured stools. Dr. Wiltshire, 
in bad lepra, gives decoction of elm bark as a vehicle for some 
more active remedy, such as bichloride of mercury. He also gives 
lemon-juice and tincture of cantharides. Dr. Willshire keeps his 
patients on a very strict diet, forbidding meat, and limiting them to 
milk and bread, eggs aud water- cresses, &c. In Mr. Hunt's practice, 
also, an exclusively vegetable diet has sometimes been found necessary. 
Dr. Bazin, in arthritic psoriasis, gives a tablespoonful of alkaline 
syrup (four to ten parts of carbonate of soda in five huudred of toln, 
tfco.) ; some alkaline mineral water at meals. He also applies, the /mi/c 
tie cade to the parts, and orders weak alkaline lotions with a little 
glycerin every threo or four days, with alkaline aud vapour baths. 
For the herpetic form, frictionB with oil of juniper tar, and internally 
arseniate of iron aud soap-wort in the form of plasm. 

Complications of any kind must of course be sedulously attended 
to. Of the alterative remedies, however, just mentioned I know little, 
except by repute; cod-liver oil is the only one I have tried, and in 
that I have great confidence. The marsh-wort cannot, I beliove, at 
present be had in England, and I have not been able to find any 
person who had tried the asclepiaa. With regard to some of the simple 
means suid to have cured lepra and psoriasis, it is to be remembered 
that these complaints will at times disappear quickly when means are 
taken to improve the health. I am, I confess, somewhat sceptical 
about their power, and strongly disposed to believe that, with atten- 
tion to the health, arsenic would subdue any case likely to yield to 
Simple means. In such a case then I should unhesitatingly, for the 
saku of the efficiency and certainty the latter plan ensures us, prefer 
the arsenic. 

Of the galium sparine I am disposed to think favourably. At one 
time, in consequence of Dr. Winn's recommendation, 1 gave it pretty 
freely, and though I never removed undoubted lepra with it, yet 
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certainly the eruption, and the health too, improved under its use. 
Id those cases then, where it is thought fit to suspend the use of 
arsenic, I fancy it maybe prescribed with advantage. Bfo Hunt 
gave it a very fair trial in about twenty cases of skin disease, in six of 
which he procured the green and fresh herb from the fields near 
Kentish Town, and had it boiled down. Considerable benefit eusued 
in all these six cases, bat in every one it was only temporary. 

From a conrse of cod-liver uil 1 have often seen the best effects ; 
after arseuic I should assign it the first place. Not muny mouths 
ago I was consulted respecting a fine yonng lad whom I had 
viously relieved of lepra with arsenic. I prescribed it for bio n^iin. 
but this time with much less success. It seemed to have lost its 
power, and after giving it for a longer time than on the picvion . 
occasion had sufficed to remove the eruption, the patches were as 
large as ever. De Jongh's cod-liver oil in doses of two teaspoon fills 
three times a day was then ordered, and the oniptiou disappeared 
without anything further being dune. 

Mr. Wilson considers the white precipitate ointment very useful 
in this complaint ; the calomel ointment is also very suitable. Gly- 
cerin is prescribed by some practitioners, and oatmeal gruel has been 
extensively used instead of soap. Mr. Startin prescribes tris-uitrate 
of bismuth when there is much inflammation, five grains to an ounce 
of water used warm ; later on he employs alkaline baths nud oint- 
ment of the iodide of mercury. lie also makes use of the sulphur 
fume bath and creosote ointment. For the solitary form of lepra he 
employs blistering. 1 

Mr. Wilson is not satisfied with the position lepra holds. He 
thinks the term should be restricted to the elephantiasis of tho 
<! rocks, the true old leprosy, while the disease which we now rank as 
lepra should be called by its ancient and appropriate name of alphos ; 
psoriasis being applied to the dry, thickened, cracked and scaly state 
of the skin, seen sometimes in the third stage of eczema. 

Lepra is considered incurable by some writers, and I should say 
that where arsenic was left out it would ulways prove so. By other 
writers we are told that the nature of the disease is to return. Very 
probably it is; but at any rate a long immuuity can be procured. I 
possess notes of cases where the patient has remained well for eight 
to ten years ; and Mr. Hunt mentions two cases, one of which had 
remained sixteen and the other eleven years free from relapse. 
' Molir.il Tina, vi.l. vm. p. 334. 
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Hebra breaks out in a perfect anathema against the drugs recom- 
mended for psoriasis — root and leaf, bark and flower, acid and alkali, 
sulphurets and muriates, old messes and new-fangled compounds, are 
all included under one common ban. The anthrocokali, which was 
to cure every complaint iu the skin, is jnst aa powerless as the 
Chinese Ethiop's mineral, or the stibium with which the old 
greek ladies painted their eyebrows — I am disposed to take part with 
Hebra in bis crusade. There are positively hundreds of remedies 
recommended fos diseases of the skin, of which it is doubtful whether 
our. h:id put been subjected to such a test as it ought to have 
guiio through before being admitted even to the honour of having 
a word said in its favour ; yet once it gains a footing no power can 
banish it ; and when an honest able investigator, like Hunt or 
Hebra, seta fairly to work to see what will do good and what will 
not, be has to waste years in useless or dangerous experiments before 
he can make viaimn ns.Uo of all this rubbish. 

Hubra uses arsenic internally in all the usual modes of giviug it, 
but he also places great reliance upon local means ; such as the old 
method employed by Priessuitz, of packing the patients iu wet 
cloths and plunging tbcm into cold water; the U8e of potass soap, 
which is rubbed on each patch of lepra till a slight bleeding comes 
on ; the tar oils, and the solution of sulphate of lime used by 
Vlemingkx, the mode of making which the reader will find described 
in the chapter on scabies. This solution is rubbed on, like the soap, 
till excoriation is produced. The patient after using of either is 
placed in a warm bath. 

Pityriasis. — Forgeneral pityriasis, as also forthat rare form known as 
red general pityriasis, Mr.Sturtiu gives demulcent aud slightly diuretic 
mt hcines, with small doses of bichloride of mercury and colchicum 
in elm-bark tea. llis external treatment is directed towards soothing 
irritation, being principally demulcent baths, such as glue in solution, 
<1 mucilage, milk, yolk of ei;g. bran liquor or quince-seed gruel, 
thinned down with water. He also prescribes mild alkaline hatha, 
and liilli.iwa these Dp with the sulphur fume bath. For local pityriasis 
Mr. StartU gives aperient chalybeates and small doses of bichloride 
of mercury, aided by lotions of borate of soda, by the sulphur fume 
bath, and by creosote ointment. For pityriasis nigra he prescribes 
lotions of bichloride of nu-roury, dissolved in a small quantity 

of hydrorhloiie .u-hl. Whi-n the head is the seat of the 

disease, Mr. Startiu advises that it should be washed every

third morning with yolk of egg «od tepid water ; he is 
entirely opposed to the nae of soap. Mr. Wilson's grent remedy 
in this variety is un ointnieut composed of one part of the red pro- 
uipitati' i >i 1 1 1 rtiri 1 1 nf the Ptjarmacopcibi bo three of lurd. M FTai'ly 
treats pityriasis of the scalp with soap and water and a solution of 
carbonate, of potass, afterwards using an ointment of one part of 
sulphur to thirty of lard, or of one gramme of nitric acid to thirty 
of lard. 1 When it occurs in old people, Dr. Frazer uses a weak 
solution of tannin in glycerin. 2 When crusts form in children 
suffering under this complaint, he directs that they should be got off 
with a waah made of equal parts of spirit of rosemary or brandy 
and strong vinegar. In diffuse pityriasis, Dr. Neligan used to pre- 
scribe mild mercurials and alkalies, with taraxacum aud byoscyamu* ; 
for external use tepid gelatinous baths. If the eruption resisted this 
treatment, he ordered alkaline haths, the patient heing well rubbed 
over with weak elder-flower ointment containing glycerin, on leaving 
the bath. In local forms the dilute citrine ointment was rubbed in. 
In obstinate cases, iodine aud arsenic were resorted to. All stimu- 
lants were excluded from diet. Dr. Neligan was strongly opposed to 
the indiscriminate use of stimulating applications. 

A vast number of cases of the local form of the disea»o may be 
cured by this kind of treatment ; sometimes also the versicolor disease 
(in which the microscopon fuifur is found) yields to them, or to the 
local application of sulphur in some form, a-s, for instance, the con- 
tagious variety to the sulphur fume bath, or the sulphurous acid iu 
lotion applied by means of tinea. Dr. Jeoner uses a solution of bi- 
chloride of mercury, four grains to the ounce. No harm can arise from 
trying them ; but when these means fail, I believe there is just ono 
remedy, and that is arsenic, which will, unless my experience has 
quite misled me, cure every case that is curable. Tonics, too. par- 
ticularly steel aud nitric acid, with aperients, are usually called for, as 
pityriasis is rarely, if ever, seen in persons in really good health. 

Aloi-eoia. — For the simple falling of the hair in grown persons, 
which is often due to a mild species of erythema or pityriasis, Mr. 
AVilsou advises that the hair should be cut with great care, and by a 
person thoroughly skilled in the matter. The tips of all the hairs 
require to be cut oil": this is the graud point. A kecondary but still

most useful 0110 is the use of a spirit wash and n stimulating pomatum. 
The same treatment with free brushing is applicable to general falling 
of the hair as also to area ; the head is also to be washed in cold 
water and dried with a hard towel ; it is then to be well brushed, 
the great point being it seems to brush the skin more than the hair — 
steel medicines and tonics being also requisite. For this strictly 
local form (area) Mr. Startin uses, among other remedies, a lotion 
composed of infusion of white hellebore, bichloride of mercury, sul- 
phnrons acid and glycerin, applied warm with a soft brash : he has 
generally found a few applications of this prevent the falling of the 
hair, and extension of the disease from any patches which may happen 
to exist. The use of this lotion is followed or accompanied by 
friction, with an ointment made of two ounces of fresh lard and the 
same quantity of cold drawn castor-oil, half a drachm of tiucture of 
kino, the same amount of Goulard's extract, and twenty minima 
of oil of rosemary. Dr. Frazer employs a lotion consisting of an 
ounce of aromatic vinegar and six drachms of Spanish flies, united 
with six ounces of rose-water, and the same of either rum or 
whiskey. 

In all cases of obstinate or confirmed alopecia, my own experience 
would lead me to rely eutirely upon two remedies and 00 these only ; 
they are the internal use of arsenic and the external use of the 
Spanish fly. A regular course of arsenic should be given as for an 
obstinate form of erythema or pityriasis, of which indeed area is 
only a sub-variety. As to the cantharides, fancy or experience will 
readily enough dictate some form in which this potent ingredient 
can be applied. Perhaps Mr. Wilsou's ungaeutuni stimulans,' 
mixed with two or three times its weight of scented-leaf-raarrow 
pomatum is aa good as could bo fouud ; but the cheapest and most 
certain method that I am acquainted with, is simply to powder the 
fly and macerate it in glacial acetic acid for a fortnight. The 
mixture at first should be almost aa thick as printer's paste ; after a 
short time a clear fluid gathers at the top, and this, after being 
•trained "If and well brw-hed over the bald surface, or rubbed iu with 
a pii-cc uf lint, is by far the most powerful vesicant for a cheap pre- 
paration that I know of. A piece of skin the size of a shilling is 
blistered every second or third day, and in this way the whole 
of the surface may be operated on without any great soreness being 
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induced. Care should ho takeu to keep the fluid from the fingers. I 
have suffered severely from handling it carelessly. Bullin's blistering 
fluid is also a most valuable preparation, but od account of its cost 
is not 80 well suited for hospital or dispensary practice. When 
patients will not submit to blistering, frictions with a mixture of 
spirit of horseradish, tincture of can thari ties, and Cologne water may 
lie laded instead; but this method is far more expensive and less 
certui d than the other. 

Tinea. — As the supporters of the vegetable nature of the parasite 
in tiuea and favus found their treatment upon this theory, aud as 
those who deny the vegetable nature of the crusts in these diseases 
embrace a very different kind of treatment, it becomes absolutely 
necessary to examine the contending views, however briefly. 

Any classification founded purely on what was seen under the 
microscope, however exact it might be, would, I am afraid, be 
impracticable. Many persons never understand the microscope, ami 
busy meu have little chance of using it for the purpose of immediate 
diagnosis. Fortunately enough I believe it is rarely required for 
this purpose, and with a little care diseasos of the scalp can be very 
cffwctually discriminated. 

First of all we may eliminate all true pustular diseases of the 
scalp, that is to suy those which really begiu with pustules, or of 
which pustules form the predominating feature, and refer them to 
impetigo, which is not a contagious disease at all. In some of 
the scalp diseases, pustules may complicate a true scurfy (or tinen) 
disease. Next vesicular diseases, if such really exist, for I never 
saw one, may be thrown out ; vesicles however may, like pustules, 
complicate the tinea group. Thirdly, true eczema, or a weeping of 
the surface, followed by crusts and that form of eczema where there is 
inflammation of the derma in spots, followed by thick resin-like little 
crusts, may follow the same path. Thus there remain the true tinea.', 
dry, Bcurfy, reddened patches, accompanied by clipping, shedding, 
twisting, and loosening of the hair, and a secretion of scales, which 
in favus may even assume the form of crusts; and in this group 
I would embrace every form, from area to favus, as they are all 
grades of essentially the same process ; the hair-follicles are involved 
in all, and if there be contaglou in a disease of the skin we find it 
here, and here the vegetable theory must find its city of refuge. 

Mr. Hunt considers the diagnosis of these diseases impracticable. 
" I do not hesitate," he says, " to pronounco it impossible to give 
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n distinctive name to one in fifty, or to determine by its appearance 
only whetber it be contagious or not." I respect Mr. Hunt's opinion 
in such a matter quite as much as I admire his determination and 
honesty iu speaking out so plainly, but I thiuk if the rule I have 
mentioned be adopted the diagnosis will be facilitated. 

If I undei-ataud Dr. Tilbury Fox's views aright, he contends that 
the parasitic growths ou the skin are as truly vegetable in their 
nature as the mould upon an orange or melon, because we can dis- 
tinguish the presence of cellidose externally, and can see internally 
the primordial utricle coloured by iodine, aud because we find in the 
secretious of these diseases the tubed mycelial thread and a fructi- 
fication unrepresented in animal structures. Ether, chloroform, and 
ppirit* of wine do not affect these parasites, while they make epithe- 
lial tissues transparent, and dissolve all fatty matters. The parasites 
mostly grow in places to which the air has free access, exceptions to 
this rule admitting of doubt ; they grow too alone when removed 
from the influence of blood and living tissue, a separation which 
is fatal to animal life. A piece- of favons matter, if fittingly nursed 
nnd tended, will take root and flourish ; the nuclear dement will 
assume the sporular form, the spomles will gain in size, jniu, bud, 
and bring forth mycelium, while the very structure on which they 
are seated is decaying. Dr. Fox showed his friends a beautiful 
Specimen of the trioophyton tonsurans which had blossomed sweetly, 
while the fibres of the hair on which it was seated had degenerated, 
and their place had been supplied with beautiful tufts of crystalline 
•fatty matter. 

Dr. Fox further argues . ' "T;il:e away the damaged hairs, &c, of 
tinea, and nothing diagnostic of the ravages of the parasite remains. 
I'i i- eotltra, remove ill the eruptive and the parasitic remains in its 

integrity : the neeotniaM remain, but the accidentals are absent. 
The presence of the fungus increases the local irritation . . . Now 
if the foiiy be 'life niii there must be different soils, and the treat- 
ment, be different in kind. If the fungi be identical in nature, then 
the treatment is a matter of degree only ; if fungi be different, 
then ought they to be 10 many indices to states of economy, 
states which in time will lie fully interpreted." 

Dr. Fox argue:,, ilut, to cure the diseaso and to destroy the 
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careful examination of tlie subject, to the conclusion that the patho- 
logical elements resulted from aberrant cell growth, consisting in the 
growth and proliferation of the primary granules of which epidei D ic 
cells and hair-cells are normally constituted ; that this growth and 
proliferation hod the e fleet of arresting the granules at their em- 
bryonic stage, and in the performance of their embryonic functions, 
and, as a consequence, that the cell-tissue (epidermis and hair) com- 
posed of these embryonic granules and imperfectly elaborated cells, 
was, upon desiccation by the air, dry, spongy, friable, and brittle ; 
that, in triohosis, this change alone existed in the hair and epi- 
dermis ; whereas, in favus, the grannies composing the yellow disk 
nround the month of the follicles passed through a pustular stage, 
the consequence of a higher degree of inflammation, and, in their 
pustular condition, obtained their peculiar yellow colour. This 
BMjrbid alteration Mr. Wilson considered then ami considers now 
to be granular degeneration. 

As regards the mode of increase and production: "the grannies 
are nucleated, separate or in groups, or adherent in moniliforiu 
strings of two to four or five in length. The greater number of 
the granules are uninuclear; some, however, are binnclear or tri- 
nnclear. Tho binuclear granule is in process of proliferation ; the 
Original nucleus has split into two, each moiety has become a 
separate nucleus, the space between them has increased, a septum 
has arisen in tho interval, and the cell has become oblong — an 
oblong cell with two nuclei, or rather two independent but adhe- 
rent cells ; cells that may subsequently divide and become separate 
unities. This is the mode of cell-proliferation." At an early 
and in near contact with the vital tissues, the tendency is to the 
formation of granules ; but, " removed from the source of nutrition 
proliferation weakeus, the divided cells remain adherent, and either, 
ratlin their globular and embryonic shape, and give rise to nioniliforin 
filaments, or they i;row in length at the expense of their contents. 
and form cylindrical and transparent filaments divided by septa, each 
intwmodial segment representing B single original globular granule 
or cell." They lapse, in the latter ease, ''into an irregular and fila- 
mentary proliferation, giving nse to an inferior form of organization 
neither M complete nor no permanent, and which convert: the li 

animal organization into a lower snid phytifonn organisation — an 
animal ti-sue into one which might be likened to a vegetable tissue." 
Hi e quotation! give oaaathi I the so-called fungus-elements,

pathologically as a "granular degeneration ;" tbe mode of iucreaae 
by tbe division of tbe nuclei of the cells, and the secondary division 
of tbe coll itself; the formation of so-called mycelium by the division 
of tbe nuclei, but tbe non-separation of tbe binocleated cell into 
• I "Kite unities. These stages are beet seen in favus. The granules 
are globular, uninucleate*!, bi-, and trinucleated ; the mycelial forms 
are moniliform and opaque, cylindrical and transparent, 1 
brancbed and ramified filament. " In tbe case of the trinuclear 
cell a bifurcation is effected, and the proliferation of each j«srt of 
the tissue-cell lays tbe foundation of a branched and phytifonu 
growth." The peculiarity of favus ° is due to a pustular compli- 
i . it. : ■ n ; ' the layer of the favous mass next the basement membrane 
of the derma is made up of pus-globules ; " these pus-gtobulea 
contain from four to seven or eight well-formed nuclei ; and these 
nuclei, on their escape from the cell-membrane of the pus-globule, 
M the DOolcatod granules which are tbe chief constituent of the 
pathological product." Tbe monililorm thread is produced by the 
coalescence of these escaped nuclei. We have, then, a further 
proposition to notice ; that in f ivub the " phy tiform " elements are 
ad from the nuclei of pus-cells. Mr. Wilson interprets the term 
"granular degeneration,*' by " the idea of an arrest of development 
nf tin? cell- tissue of the epidermis at its embryonic stage, and the 
production of a time roimtructed of crude and imperfect uiattiiiil-:, 
which represont an earlier period of cell-generation thau that which 
Nature intended, and which, in consequence, is truly In u state of 
degeneration from the perfect type." To this we must add that Dr. 
Carpenter and Mr. Krichaen deny that a vegetable parasite exists in 
the favus crust. 

Dr. Fox rejoined that these arguments were anatomical, and bad 
no reference to the botanical viow of the case, adding other reasons 
which I have taken the liberty of endorsing and interweaving 
with those already quoted from his work on parasitic diseases of the 
akin. 

Mr. Wilson thon proceeds to review the treatment of these 
diseases. Chloasma and sycosis being elsewhere touched upon. 
I propose to omit all im-nlioii of them, and confine myself to what 
has reference solely to tinea and favus. Mr. Wilson's general direc- 
tions thon aro : Kchuac tin- enntM mid furfune by thorough WMQUlg 
with juniper tur or petroleum Map, Or by the use of A lima m 
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com isthg of equal parts of soft soap, juniper tar, and alkohol j wash 

daily with tepid or cold water to cleanse the diseased parti and 
gent.iy stimulate the akin of the Lend ; comb the hair nnd brush it 
wlii'ii it is not too sensitive ; rub in night and morning a very dilute 
uiiitmeut of the iiitrio oxide of mercury ; give tonics, cod liver oil, 
and iodide of iron, arsenic, itc. 

Mr. Wilson then goes on to say : " And this brings us to the 
question of the use of deflation : that it disposes to the cure of the 
local disease there can be no doubt. Wo cannot disbelieve the state- 
ments of B;izin that he succeeds in curing these diseases through the 
agency of deflation ; but wc do and must disbelieve that the removal 
of the fungus is tho proper explanation of the cure. Wo BM in 
depilation a stimulant, and a valuable stimulant — a stimulant that 
we ourselves coiiiiixiuly u;-< uhen »t -.t]; |o make a black hair grow 
lip in place of one that ifl white — a treatment that for this purpose 
we have beeu in the habit of using- for years, and with remarkable 
success ; so that wc- have been led to regard avulsion as one of our 
best, indeed our only reliable rouiedy for producing detp Stimulation 
■'i the nUaneoue tueuet, for setting up a new action in the papilla of 

the hair ; as the ouly remedy, in fact, by which we can reach success- 
fully the fundus of the hair-follicle. Aud this, irt our belief, is the 
• methodtu medendi' of depilation and avulsion in (he phytodennio 
diseases. It sets up a now action, a healthful inflammatory process in 
place of a morbid inflammatory process — a process whoso natural 
course is to cud in resolution, instead of one whose nature is par* 
peluity. For morbid cell-genesis it establishes healthy aud plastic 
inflammation and sometimes healthy suppuration, when, as Bazin 
declares, the fungus is starved or drowned. Even Bazin has recourse 
to avulsion as a stimulant in old cases of mentagra, wherein the hair 
acts the part of a foreign body, of a thorn, in the skin, and so 
I . » - 1 ■ 1 1 x up hritatiou." 

Mr. Wilson's particular treatment of tinea is sulphur and cream of 
tartar j cod liver oil, especially if there be struma, citrate, acetute, 
aud hydrocblorate of irou, iodide of irott, iron with cpiinine, nitro 
muriatic acid, a good diet, and plenty of porter 

The hair is to be cut, and tho crusts to be detached with water- 
ili ,■• :.ing, the head is to be washed with old-fashioned yellow soap. The 

batches are then well painted with tineture of iodine or strong noetic 
uoid ox vinegar of canthnrtdea After this an ointment of one of the 

nitrate: of mercury is well rubbed in. When ointments are objected 
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to, a lotion of snlphurct of potassium, a drachm to a pint, or of bi 
chloride of mercury, a grain to an ounce, may be used instead. The 
dry scurfy state of the »kiu which niny remain is generally removed 
by dipping the head in cold water, and rubbing in Home simple 
pomatum. 

Dr. Frazer recommends vesicating collodion and strong iodine 
paint for the patches of tinea. Dr. Fox speaks highly of carbolic 
iicid for this complaint, us does also Dr. Frazer ; it dissolves freely in 
alkohol, ether, or glycerin, but very .sparingly in water. Mr. Sturtiu 
uses a compound sulphur ointment of his own, 1 ami Dr. Jenner 
recommends one in all essentials the same as Mr. Startiu's. Mr. 
Hunt does nothing for ringworm beyond keeping the head clean and 
prescribing a moderately nutritions diet. Oiled isilk <-apa and such 
■ biogs ho looks upon with horror. 

Basin describes his method of treatment of the tinea: as follows : — 
" The head is to be thoroughly cleansed ; crusts are to be removed, 
and the hair cropped close to the scalp ; then the surface is to be 
painted over with the oleum picis juuiprii, which," as he states, 
" soothes the skin, renders it less sensitive, loosens the bulbs of the hair, 
and at the same time sbrivols and destroys the fungus. The next day, 
the head is to be washed with soap, and depilution is commenced ; 
tbut is to say, every hair is to be removed over the whole extent of 
the diseased surface. The accomplishment of depilation may possibly 
require four or six sittings, for the process is too painful to bo borue 
for a long period at a time, and may require to be repeated twice or 
three times, or even more frequently, before the euro is offected. The 
operator seats himself in a chair, and places the patient on a cushion 
at his feet ; he rests the patient's head on his knees, aud then, with 
a pair of tweezers, patiently removes the hairs, one by one, or in 
bundles of two or three, when they can be fairly seized by his instrw- 
iucut. Having pulled out the hairs over a small extent of Borneo, 
he brashes it over with a solution of the bichloride of mercury to 
destroy the fungun, both on the surface aud in the patent follicles; 
and then goes to work again in the same manner, from time to time 
resting, to moisten the skin with the solution, until he has proOM 
as far as the patient can bear." 

" Four or five hours after this operation, the head is to bo 
thoroughly anointed with a parasinoidal ointment, of which Ike 
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two following arc) tho best, and Iiuzin glVM R preference to thu 
first :—

On the following day tlie washing, the depilation, the painting 
with the bichloride of mercury lotion, end the anointing with the 
phyticido pomatum are to be repeated as before, and continued daily, 
until every hair growing on t br- diseased portion of the skin, ami for 

. -in.ri. distance beyond, has been removed. Thin process is painful, 
but not, according to Bazin, so painful aa the avulsion of healthy 
hairs ; aud the pain may bo much reduced by drawing gently but 
forcibly on the hairs in the direction of their implantation in the 
skin." 

" When depilation is complote, tho head is to be painted over, 
night and morning, with tho solution of the bichloride of mercury, 
for three days ; and after the third day, is to be anointed, night and 
morning, with the yellow snbsulphate of mercury ointment Bazin 
does not mention the strength of the sublimate solution which he 
unploys, but the solution used by Hardy contains one grain of the 
bichloride to au ounce, aud we apprehend that if it were stronger it 
would produce inflammation aud more pain than the patient could 
bear. The success of the process cannot be ascertained until the hair 
bf.riiis to grow again ; and then, if it bo uuhealthy in its aspect, the 
Operation must be repeated, if necessary, to the third OS f-uiili 
Lime.'' 

" Hardy's treatment of tinea differs from that of Bazin ouly in 
this — that ho finds no advantage in tho huiie de cade, and therefore 
.units its use; ho prescribes the sublimate lotion after depilation, for 
eight days instead of three ; and in the latter part of the treatment) 
sulphur oiiitmeut, containing half a drachm of sulphur to the ounce. 

instead of the tnrpetb ointment. We may in this place tho remind 

our readers of the sulphurous acid lotion of Dr. Jointer, and the 

pcniiiMilpliiile of lime lotion, recommended by Mr. Astlcy Price, for 
the destruction of the oldium of the vine , the latter being an equally 
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successful phyticide, or, at least, remedy, when used lo the human 
akin in these diseases." 

Favus.— Hardy gives as the. characteristic signs of favus, 1. the 
mycelium ; an assemblage of filaments, sometimes simple, sometimes 
branched. 2. Tubes, simple or celled ; isolated or adhering to one 
another ; some empty, others containing spores. 3. White granules, 
iival or rouuded, sometimes irregular, of variable volume. These are 
the ■ purcs or organs uf reproduction of a parasite of the vegetable 
nature, the achoiiou Sohbuleinii. With a magnifying power of two 
to three hundred diameters, numerous spores might be seen scattered 
through the bulb and stem of the hair, and sometimes tabular 
filaments may be also seen in these paits. 

Favus is looked upon as iucurablu at the Hospital for Skin 
Diseases in Bridge Street. Fortunately enough it is a very ra 
complaint, not being Been very often at the institution spoken of 
above. In more than three thousand eases of akin affections, of 
w hich I have taken notes at St. John's Hospital and ehw- 
wherc, T have found only one case of genuine favus, and in ■ 
thousand cases occurring in the private practice of Mr. Erasmus 
Wilson, one case only is also recorded. It seems very strange 
that in Edinburgh a huudred and twenty cases of &VOfl have 
been admitted into the Royal Iufirmary in ton years, while in Aber- 
deen only twenty-four have been treated in the Itoyal Infirmary in 
nine years, and in Glasgow, a very much larger city than either, only 
fifteen were admitted iu this space of time. 1 

At one time 3 Mr. Startiu did not consider either the porrigo 
favosa, or the porrigo capilio-crustata 3 (and oue of them muat 
1 presume be supposed to include favus) as incurable. His treatment 
us jiiveii in his lectures is to have the hair cut short, but not 
shaved ; the crusts are then to be softened with v.. iy hot water, tfa 
trashed with tepid water and yolk of egg, and dried. After this the 
p laces are well anointed with an ointment of iodide of sulphur or 
binulphurct of mercury and creosote. Iodide of potassium is given 
internally with infusion of quaMiia. 3

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Mr. Wilson gives tincture of the sesquiehloiide of iron even to 
quite young patients ; hia dose for a child ten years old is teu minims. 
If too much heat be caused by the iron, he substitutes for it the 
tiitro-muriatic acid. When there is a tendency to enlargement of ths 
lymphatic glands, Mr. Wilson uses cod-liver oil, and if the bones be 
slender and weak, lime water or phosphate of lime. He ud vises :i 
liberal diet, plenty of fresh air, exercise, sponging, ifec. Ilia local 
treatment is to get away the crusts with Alison's lambskin, and tl.rn 
to apply the cerat tiglii. Mr. Wilson considers it au unfoundrd 
notion that the hairs are the seat of the disease, a view shared by 
Dr. 1'inic, of Aberdeen, who holds th:it fivus consists essentially of 
au exudation on the derma, arid that the follicles only become second- 
arily Affected. 1 

Dr. Neligen says - he has never fulled iu caring favus permanently 
by the following plan : — lie gives iodide of nrac-uic wude into pills, 
with manna and mucilage, in such proportions that each pill contains 
one-tenth of a grain of the iodide. One of these may be taken 
three times a day by a child ten years old. Whero the children are 
scrofulous, eod-livcr oil is also given, utid if the arsenic disagree, 
iodine is given with the oil The hair is out and a Unseed poultice 
applied till the crusts are well softened, the scalp is then washed with 
11 strong carbonate of potass lotion, a drachm to a pint of distilled 
rater, Bid then slightly brushed ; it is next covered with carbonate 
of potass ointment, a drachm of the salt and the same quantity of 
glycerin to su ounce of lard, over which u close fitting oil-silk cap 
is placed. ' This process generally removes the crusts iu two Or three 
days, the carbonate of potass ointment is then exchanged for thn 
iodide of lard ointment, half a drachm of the iodide to an ounce of 
lard, the head being always covered with the oiled-silk cap and well 
n bed with the carbonate of potass lotion every time the ointment 
is reapplied. The patient is kept upon a milk and farinaceous diet, 
and the bowels are regulated by means of small doses of DMfOarU I 
and salino cathartics. 

M. Bazin's treatment of favus is first to cleanse the head, " to crop 
the hair dowu to the crusts, to paint with the olflOO juniperi pyro- 
liguicuin; then to apply a starch poultice to sofleu the crusts. When 
the crusts are suiUciently softened, they are to bu gently lifted with a

Alter the operation of depilation, the redness of the diseased skin 
gradually diminishes for about a month ; then there is Bonie reappear- 
unco of hypcrajmin, a few pustules are seen, and the fuvus-cups begin 
to be developed ; but thoy are smaller and more scattered lhau at first. 
I 'epilation is now to bo repeated in the same manner and to the tana 
•xii ut as before. The patient is then left for another period of live 
or six weeks, and if any favus-eiipa reappear they must be removed, 
.mil ili pilMimi of the parts where they were produced must be had 
recourse to. This is Only ft partial depil.itiou, and after two complete 
and OH* partial depilatiou the cure may lie expected to be complete, 
and uo further danger of a relapse anticipated. Nevertheless it is 
ul ways necessary to watch the patieut for a few weeks longer. 

Dr. Bennett treats favus with the local application of cod-liver oil, 
Imt Dr. Stewart, his assistant, told Dr. McCall Anderson that this 
I raatment proved only palliative. 1 Dr. Jen nor gets tbo crusts off with 
a piece of lint soaked in a solution of sulphurous acid, and applies 
sulphurous acid to destroy the parasite- M. lltiet seems to havo 
obtained grout success in tinea favosa (which I presume includes favus, 
if it be not restricted to it) with ointment of the Carbonate of copper, 
in the proportion of two and a half drachms of the salt to fifteen 

ounces of lard. 3 Habra applies alkohol, which makes the crusts 

shrink ; they are thou easily removed. 

The l..irbarity of dragging out the hair by means of a pitch plaster 
ihoutd not be thought of; it is horribly paiuful. and not free from 
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danger. I have been told of a case In which death teemed clearly to 
have arisen solely from the enforceineut of this brutal practice, and 
Dr. Jenner saw a child nearly killed by the application of pitch to 
the KWlpj such a statement from so justly distinguished a physiciau 
■ to ' .1 its doom. 

Eczema. — Almost up to the present time eczema has been classed 
with .'ii.;in.cly a dissenting voice among the vesicular diseases. That 
there may he no mistake on this point, I qnoto the words, chapter, 
and verse.' When, in a paper read now nearly four ycais ago at the 
Medico-Chirurgtcal Society, I opposed this view, not a single writer, 
BO far U I could learn, except Mr. Wilson anil M. Devergie, had ever 
fined B doubt as to the propriety of the arrangement, and I FOB 
illey had not gone so far iih to abaudonthe old cltuuuicatfon, nor have 
they now. Mr. Wilson tells his readers that eczema " is character- 
ized by an eruption of minuto vesicles, in great numbers, anil 
frequently confluent," and M. Devergie, 2 in 1857, after saying that 
'' if eczema be a vesicular disease by virtue of its morbid element, 
the development of the vesicles is only momentary, and appears at 
the commencement of the affection to disappear in a few hours," still 
leaves the classification in other respects where be found it, What 
M. Devergio means by eczema being vesicular by virtue of its morbid 
element I am quite at a loss to comprehend, bnt as the fleeting 
Baton of the vesicular state is so fully acknowledged, we need not be 
surprised to find him stating directly after, that it is very rarely the 
physician can see thorn (the vesicles), and that they are so thin that 
they can only be seen by the reflection of sunlight ; a very difficult 
kind of vesicle, I should say, for any one to find. However, a little 
further on, apparently from mistrust of his own words, M. Devergie 
describes eczema as a punctiform reddeDed state of the skiu, dis- 
charging serum very abundautly. 

In the discussion which followed the reading of the paper alluded 
to, the view I had taken up that eczema is not a vesicular disease at 
all, was opposed very decidedly, and I see that Mr. Wilton and 
Mr. Hunt still adhere to the old view ; Mr. Huut indeed takes word 
for word Wdlan's dotiuition of it, which is simply "an eruption of 
small vesicles on various porta of the rkin, usually sot close or crov, dad 
together;" M. Bazin, too, considers eczema as a vesicular squamous 
form of herpes; hkri'ktiiji. \ lsh <i-so,uammf.ij8E. Recently, however, 
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I A acta '-"ii, in his lectures ou this Babject) has put forward 
tho opinion that the elementary lesion of eczema need not necessarily 
be a vesicle, but that on the contrary it may he an erythematous 
statu of the skin, a vesicle, a pustule, ■ papule, or a fissure. 1 

I clo not know who claims the merit of priority, if merit there be. 
I ti bra, in some recent lectures ou diseases of the skin, has laid down 
a classification almost identical with that of Dr. Anderson.* 80 f'sr, 
however, as I can make out, M. Hebra only published these views in 
December, 1862. At least I am not aware that he made them public 
before this, and I have looked carefully through several earlier 
•.olunics of (be journal in which they appeared without finding any 
DOtice Of them; whereas a translation of the paper 1 have spoken 
of appeared in this very journal in May, 1861, or nearly a yr-w 
aud a half previously, and again some years prior to this date, 
Mr. Wilson had staled, that in tho eczema of childreu the pre- 
dominant element might be an erythematous, pustular, CM 

niatous state, ami had ranked pityriasis of the head as a variety 
of this affection in children ; thus clearly anticipating one of 
ilebra's divisions. Mr. Hunt, too, got very near the true faots of 
the case when he stated, in speaking of tho symptoms of an 
eczema, that "the vesicular character was uot distinctly sun 
the original eruption frtwnting ratlutr the rhu racier of /iu/>u/o\, 

containing no visible fluid." * 

Hebra divides eczema into five kinds: 1st, eczema squamosum = 
pityriasis nigra ; L'nd, eczema papulosum or lichen ee. < 3rd, 

eczema vesiculosum = eczema solare ; 4th, eczema rubruni or madidaiis ; 
jtb, eczema impetigiuosum. He does not view eczema as a vesicular 
affection, but classes it with prurigo. He considers as kinds of 
ec/.ema all morbid appearances on the general covering of the frame 
as well in the development as in the decline of weeping eczemas. 
lie does not throw out the vesicle; ''while in one case," he says, 
'• the eruption of vesicles forms the starting point of the eczematous 
symptoms, in another case we first of all sec red scaly spots ; " * 
he even recognizes it as a necesfary lesion iu one variety, which

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appears to dm mow like a form of pemphigus. He considers the 
iiitilLration of the skin ami the itching as tlio disease, in which 
he is joined by Dr. Anderson. Heir Hebra allows only forty- 
Mght hours at the utmost for the existence of the vesicles of acute 
eczema, 80 that they confessedly run a very different course from 
those of herpes, or the true vesicle. I have repeatedly punctured 
these so-called vesicle?, but there was always no serum, or so little as 
not to justify the use of the word.. 

One of M. Ilebru's arguments is, that an artificial eczema, as from 
rubbing in croton oil, will assume a different appearance, tmch U an 
irruption of rod pimples, vesicles, &c, according to the place the oil is 
applied to. But I see no analogy; the different appearances of 
eczema are due, I submit, to stage, health, and constitution ; it is the 
mine complaint wherever we find it. On another point also I totally 
differ from M. Hchra and Dr. Auderson. I consider the essence of 
eczemn, the test of its nature, to be u, weeping surface, and I consider a 
true weepin.i.' surface is never produced from an eruption of vesicles 
or pustules. It simply requires that surgeons should judge for them- 
selves to be convinced, that true eczema is uot vesicular at any period 
of its existence. It was not without considerable dillidence that 1 
first hazarded this statement, and had I not confirmed it by repeated 
observations I should not have ventured upon such a step, standing, 
as I then thought I stood, quite alone in this view. Having however 
suffered from this complaint, I had on numerous occasions watched 
the development of the morbid process hour by hour from the rerj 
heginuiug, and had long ago satisfied myself that there was no real 
foundation for the opinion so very generally entertained. Being 
unwilling, however, to rely exclusively upon the evidence afforded by 
my own case, I prosecuted the search rather actively whenever I had 
an opportunity, and by the aid of a good lens I examined a great 
many patients of all classes with the assistance of a* good a light u* 
London ever affords. But the more I looked for the vesicle, the 
more did the conviction forco itself upon my mind, that it is not 
an essential feature of eczema. 

Throe circumstances however were noticed which may have con- 
tributed to support the view generally taught. 

1. The first is, that when the discharge comos from a part furm.-hed 
with hair, as the leg for instance, minute accumulations of fluid form 
;il the junction of the hair with the skin. Those, I B BUDU ■. US the 
so-culled vesicles, and M. Devergie seems to be of this persuasion. But 
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ou more close examination it- will be found that neither their o 
I ita ituni. nor form, Correspond with those of n tTOO vesi. In, and On 
i.. ihhing one of them gtrtify with a gloss tube, ft miii n to drop of 
serum is found to adhere. I hnvo always failed to detect any trace of 
cuticle on these little drops of fluid} certainly if there were, the 
nre was much too slight to break it, whereas wo know that the 
covering of the vesicles will resist some force. When M. Devergm 
speaks of the fleeting nature of the vesicles of eczema, ho overlooks the

1 Bee nothing tlmt distinguishes tliis complaint from berpflC 
zoster; it disappears almost, if not quite, ns fust when nothing ifl 
done as when it is actively treated ; the vesicles are firm aud only 
break when the fluid has become turbid and flaky; at the end of two 
months' duration of the disorder in a chronio form, I have seen 
Some of the vesicles still full of fluid ; how long they might have 
existed it is impossible to xsy, because the accounts given by patients 
or their parents are not to be relied upon for the history of any 
particular vesicle, to which their attention has most probably never 
been directed ; but this existence, under any circumstances, proves 
that the tendency to form vesicles has continued, and this we cer- 
tainly do not find in eczema. 

It is perhaps to this variety that eczema solare, eczema mercnii de 
and the topical variety of octhyma seen on the hands of work 
and described by Willan, might be referred. Indeed, Mr. Plumb* 
oidy admitted these varieties, and never alludes to the severe 
tion nowadays called eczema as being a form of that complaint : 
possibly he was influenced by the old view which named our eczema 
Bdabies. 1 The kind of eczema caused by mercury I have never seen 
iu the vesicular stage, and trust never to see it again in any shape or 
phase. The few cases of real eczema solaro I have seen were simply 
instances of blistering by heat, .and no tnoro eczema than blistering 
with cantharides or boiling water woidd be. 3 The complaint spoken 
of by Dr. Willan ap[>ears to arise from handling, irritating substances, 
and as it begins with a vesicle which grows purulent or sero-purulent, 
there is more analogy in it with scabies than with eczema. I have 
iu children seen a kind of eczema from cold, dry east winds in spring, 
in which, with true eczema almost as dry as erythema, they were 
Mattered vesicles; but they always seemed to DM to bo a para 
accident [Chore is also a form of herpes which, by those who 
bider eczema as a vesicular disorder, might easily be taken fur or 
confounded with eczema. It is that affection iu which a large portion

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fay 11 crop of vesicles slowly turning flaky and yellow. The great 
ili.stinctii.il is thiil this is generally a much slower complaint tliau the 
other. During the extreme heat which hroke out in the third week 
of May, there were two patients in attendance with these two forms 
of eeisenm. To all appearance they were specituenH of the same com- 
pliant. On!-, however, a hoy of eleven, had heen suffering quite two 
months with it, during which the weather had been almost always 
r Id or mild; in him it was seated on the back of the neck; the 
other, a woman, had only been attacked since the excessive heat hud 
set in. 

The acule form of eczema is not very common, hut its course and 
symptoms separate it readily from vesicular diseases, aud ally it ohm 
to an acute erythema or erysipelas, or thut form of inflammation 
described liy Mr, Wilsou as the scallod head. In this affection a large 
portion of the skin, as the forehead for instance, becomes red, swelled, 
glazed, and stiff. This is followed by desquamation of the cuticle, 
and the formation of moist scales or even crusts, there may even be a 
alight though decided weeping, which is raoro frequently the ease if 
it attack the leg. I once attended a gentleman who iu the course of 
. M. en months had several attacks on the face, the whole surface 
of which generally suffered; but on no one occasion could either he 
or I detect vesicle. This form of eczema appears to me to form a 
pretty exact link between erysipelas aud erythema. 

But I will suppose that in some cases, as iu the eczema caused by 
the Quicksilver ointment, the vesicles have been seen — that tli< <. . - 
who observed them did iu fact satisfy themselves that there were red 
vesicles with fluid in them. Then the very course of this complaint 
would prove it to be different from pure eczema, for it shows DO 
tendency to come back again and agaiu as eczema will do, and it 
generally lieals promptly enough tinder any simple treatment, which 
urn will not do. 

Most authors have spoken of eczema impetiginodes, and to ju< 
from the way iu which this disorder is spokeu of, one might imagine 
that the vesicle becomes developed into a pustule, aud this iuto a 
weeping surface to be afterwards covered by crusts, but I believe no 
such process ever happens, and that two or throe different states 
have been confounded together. For the reason that eczema is not 
vesicular its vesicles do uot become postular ; the fluid in VttielM may 
grow turbid, fl.iky, aad pet haps even come to contain ■ little pu*, 
but of a very different kind from that in the yellow pustule. On tbo 
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other band, a genuine pustule Dever contains scrum at the beginning : 
the secretion is pustular from the time that it is secretion at all, 1 but 
ragged irregular vesicles, which soon grow turbid and break, may be 
seen alongside of pure pustules as iu the forms spoken of at p, 20. 
Therefore T would first of all eliminate from eczema impetigiuodes, 
such a process as a vesicle turning into pustule, and this iuto 
a crust or weeping surface. 

Agttiu, pustules will form on the bead and face of children, and be 
followed by crusts, which arc easily mistaken for those of scattered 
spots of eczema. At other times large ragged unhealthy bulla: appear. 
These grow rapidly flaky, burst, and are followed by crusts like those 
of eczema. These forms might be assigned, I thiuk, this to pemphigus 
and that to impetigo. Pustules like vesicles will, however, occa- 
sionally complicate true eczema, and I will restrict the term to those 
in which a genuine weeping surtace is seen along with 
psydracious pustules. 

It often happens that a small spot will become eczeraatous : that 
is to Bay, it will inflame, and without being cither a pustule or a vesicle 
will desquamate aud secrete a crcist very like that of impetigo. 
This is true eczema ; pustules, however, may complicate it, as they do 
a true weeping surface, but they do not necessarily form any part of 
the process. Mr. Wilson considers eczema inipetigiuodea as cither 
eczema rubrum irritated to the production of small psydracious 
pustules, or a copious semi-purulent fluid ; or it may be eczema in 
persons of a pyogenic tendenoy as commonly happens iu weakly 
lymphatic women or children, 12 but I would certainly restrict the 
term to the first of the three. 

M. M. Oazonave and Schcdel, 3 Ba/.iu, and some other writers speak 
of a change in the vesicle quite as surprizing as its being converted 
into a pustule, and one which I have been equally unable to detect. 
They tell us that in simple eczema the liquid of the vesicle is 
absorbed, aud that the vesicle fadca and falls by an imperceptible 
desquamation. Many writers speak also of the irritating nature of 
the serum, saying that it excoriates the surrounding akin. 4 I have 
applied it mm] times to my own skin, but could never find any

ind rather to a common tendency in the parts around to become 

fretted, than to any acrimony in the serum. 

Now the following appears to be the process which ensues in all 
cases of a truly ec2ematoca nature. A portion of the skin becomes 
red, inflamed, and uneasy, stiff, and itching, but rarely swollen 
except when the complaint attacks the ear. The cuticle rapidly dies, 
and is coat oil) or torn off by scratching. To this succeeds a diacltargo 
of irnim which, judging from the oppeuruuee of the orifices whence 
it exude*, is poured out by the xuiloriporous duct*. 1 When tlvo 
process is more slow, the tolling of the cuticle is succeeded by a 
cuticle thicker and coarser in its texture, and gradually assuming tie 
look of a soft scale. For the most part the redness starts from several 
points, or papule, which are neither so acuminated as those of lichen, 
nor so dark-coloured as those of prurigo, nud which may rapidly, often 
within twelve hours, spread and coalesce into a patch. In some eases 
of old Btaudiug the eruption at a very early period, particularly when 
seated on the back* of the hands and wrists, presents the appearance 
of numerous minute, low, separate elevations of thickened red akin, 
partly denuded of all covering, and partly covered by discoloured but 
firmly attached cuticle, and sometimes iudeuted so as to assume a 
cup-like form. For the most part, such spots when torn or rubbed, 
do not discharge serum by any means so abundantly as those beneath 
the thicker and moister flakes or crusts, which often pour it out in n 
surprizing quantity. 

In some few inveterate cases I have seen this indented irregular 
state of tho skin so strongly roarkod on the bead and hands, that I 
have been tempted to ask myself whether favus is not a localized form 
of this affection in a bad, scrofulous constitution, especially as it is 
possible to induce a smell very like that which distinguishes this 
rebellious complaint, by keeping the crusts of eczema iu a moist 
state. I do not allude to that rare form of favus which begins with 
an eruption of pustules, and which I have never seen, but to favus aa 
described by Jenner, Wilson, Pirrie, and other*, and which appears to

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me it diseased wecretion, slower in course, but essentially the same in 
nature as eczema, affecting, I believe, principally the Bwcat pores. 
The reader will say tliat the presence of the parasite constitutes a 
distinction so strong thnt there can be only analogy, no commu- 
nity l>etween the two ; there can be no passing from eczema into 
fnvus. But it is admitted that without a peculiar fitness of soil the 
parasite cannot flourish at all. Favus in not a mere result of want, 
darkness, scrofula, diet, or contagion, or of any conjunction of these 
causes, otherwise it would be infinitely more common instead of being 
extremely rare. There must be a peculiar variety of constitution. 
and the kind of constitution which predisposes to receiving and ferti- 
lizing the parasite may modify the eczema. 

For reasons now to be mentioned, I think we might include uudm 
the head of eczema an exceedingly obstinate affection attacking the 
leg, and running into ulceration ; a complaint generally seen in 
persons of middle age or advanced life. On as good grounds as have 
often been urged for giving a name, this variety might be called 
aleerativo eexema, but as I have no wish to create any new terms, I 
shall confine myself to noticing it simply as a variety of eczema, the 
variation being, I think, due solely to its attacking a part peculiarly 
liablo to ulcerate. 

It is attended by all the signs of an acute bnt local attack of 
I MM ■ma, and, perhaps, in no part of the frame is thin malady more 
distressing thaa when it fixes on the lower port of the leg ; lie 
pain, heat, and itching tormenting the patient almost incessantly, 
especially at night. In very severe cases, one or more spots will 
rapidly pass into superficial ulceration, and frequently an ulcer forms 
in the middle of the patch which proves very refractory, roquiring, 
under the most careful treatment, months to cure, and it is peculiarly 
this stage, no often scon among out-patients, the eczema having 
a good doal subsided, or having been thrown into tho shade by the 
greater soverity of the ulcer, that it is necessary to connect with 
eczema. In other cases it does not run so far as ulceration, but the 
orifices of the ducts of the akin become so large that they can 
be seen. 1 This form however, and the first stage of the more severe 
ulcerative affection, are *o easily diagnosed, that it is not necessary to 
say anything more about them. Eczema in this part, unless effectu- 
ally cured, is very apt to return, the attack being heralded in by pain,

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itching, sad redraw, sometimes of m purple hue, and extending oner 
a urge part of the leg. 

It doc* not from all this follow that ulceration of the leg or 
ankle m alway* doe to eczema. What I mean h that, oat of a given 
number of cases of eczema and nker together, a certain proportion 
begin with eczema; bow many I am not prepared to say, bat 
judging from tbe entries in the case book at SL John's, tbe number* 
are pretty ereuly balanced. Eczema may ran its course in the 
leg without being complicated by ulcer, and many ulcers are free 
from any complication with it, the skiu around being never more 
than merely red and tender. Perhaps as a role it will be (bund, 
that when the ulcer is seated about either malleolus, it is tbe 
first in order, and when higher up the leg, especially if superficial, 
that eczema or ery*ipeUs was tbe first to appear; but I do not 
bring this forward in any way as an established fact. 

Occasionally a patch of old superficially ulcerated eczema is 
seen in the ankle, covered with a crust almost like dried gruel in 
colour, or even like nail or horn. This crust is perfectly insensible, 
but the skin underneath is stiff, red or purplish, painful and 
partially ulcerated. The crusts are speedily removed by macerating 
them with a solution of carbonate of soda, but tbe tendency to 
nla-rate is almost irrepressible. These patients are generally in an 
infirm state of health ; three, lately in attendance at the same 
time as out-patients at St. John's, had all been greatly weakened 
by one or niore severe attacks of bronchitis. 

In the forty-sixth volume of the Medico Chirargical Society '* 
transactions Dr. Ogle describes two cases of what is called 
spurious or sebaceous ichthyosis. The patients were two girls, 
sisters, and the symptoms consisted of hard crusts much liko what 
I have described, seated on the lower pnrt of the leg and foot. The 
disorder was removed in the first instance by tho use of the Liq. 
Gal. A par. frictions with lard and lotions of dilute liquor of potass* 
but. it soon returned. Dr. Ogle afterwards saw the younger of the 
two sinters nudes treatment ; she was relieved from the complaint, 
but tbo skin remained red, glr\zed and disposed to crack ; therefore 
in a condition closely resembling what remain." moving the 

ts of eczema. 

Under tho microscope the scales seemed to consist of layers of 

epithelium with some round and reddish-coloured solid looking 

<. having a cryiitalline appearance, along with numbers of old 
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aud evidently worn out epithelial cells. The secretion of ccwnin, 
when hardened into crusts, consists of layer* ofalbnuieii or t/OpDi 
mixed with a few blood discs or globules, and a portion of unchanged 
cuticle, Now, though these dili'ei ences in the eye of the ttiotOM 
may warrant a distinction, I see little if the tiuio or duration of the 
complaint bo taken into consideration ; and if the state of the skin b« 
considered the fundamental point, as Hebra and Me.Cu.ll Auderson 
think it should, then perhaps this form of compliuut might be 
ranked, if it ia to have a separate name, as Hebaccous eczema, or possibly 
as one of tlm.-e link-- which unite ■flbotbw leemlflgly very diueraub, 

Among other NHoai for separating BCBOtM from vehicular diseases, 
and connecting it with erythema, or pityriuk, with which I contend 
it hua a natural affinity, is th.: in l ilmt aurfiioea affected with pity- 
riasis and erythematous, or true ring-wonn, are ocoasioualiy 
secreting serum And very closely simulating eczema. Under what 
exact circumstances of health or constitution thin change takes place 
I am not in any way certain. A Collection of cases might throw aoiuo 
light upon it, aud I subjoin one. 

Throe children of the Mine family were placed uuder my care for 
impetigo, principally affecting the scalp. The eldest of them:- children 
(a boy) and the youngest (a girl) suffered only slightly ; the second 
born (a boy) had it iu a very severe form. A considerable time after 
two children came to stay with this family. They were both Buffering 
from ring-worm, genuine desquamating erythematous patches on the 
head and neck. Whether as a coincidence or ft result I know not, 
but the three children were certainly soon affected with ring-worm 
alco. The younger boy. who had suffered so severely from impetigo, 
had one large spot which look on all the appearance of eczema, and 
nly discharged serum ; yet, all in all, this buy was the healthiest 
nnd strongest of the three. The eldest boy was subsequently affected 
with lepra. 

la eczema contagious 1 Some writers, especially those of the French 
school, consider that it is. " M. Biett," say Cazenavc and Schodol,

tranamis par lo colt." ' M. Bazin believes that it is i ; . but 

Unit the parasite is the medium of communicating the disorder. 
Mr. Wilson says that in such cases it is simply the discharge acting 
as an irritant upon the skin of the person supposed to be affectod by 
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contagion. I never met with a fact tliut proved anything like trans- 
mission of real eczema from one person to another. Long continued 
contuct of an eczematouB surface with a sound skin may bring on a 
good deal of disturbance and irritation in the latter ; a very alight 
irritation will bring out eczema in a person strongly prone to it, but 
the reader will see that all this is very different from contagion, as we 
understand the term. 

In conclusion I would venture to define eczema as a non-con- 
tagious inflammation of the papillte of the skin, attended with 
increased nervous sensation in these parts, augmented and abnormal 
action of the perspiratory ducts, the contents of which often exhibit 
pus globules and plastic lymph, and increased secretion of yery 
imperfectly formed epidermis, standing nearer to erythema and 
pityriasis ' than to herpes or impetigo, though capable of being com- 
plicated by both ; divisible in itB natural state into two great forma, 
the acute and chronic, between which it is not always easy to draw 
a clear and positive line of separation, instances, out of both divisions, 
of curojinder the same form of treatment being numerous enough. 

What is eczema 1 I have long striven to show that the 
essence of disorder is excessive action of some part of a function, and 
I venture to class eczema thus. I have also in different papers 
ondeavoured to combat the idea of scrofula, rheumatism, <ko., having 
anything to do with the duration or severity of diseases. I am glad 
to find that Hebra has long been an active supporter of a similar view; 
morbid innervation (krankhafte Innervation) is the great agent in 
the generation of eczema, and we require no such machinery as that 
which starts from a peccant matter in the blood ; 2 scrofula does not 
modify it for better or worse : a scrofulous person throws off eczema 
like any other patient ; just bb little faith has he in the belief that 
mental disturbances influence the outbreak of eczema. 

Treatment. — As my objeot is simply to touch upon a few leading 
points in the pathology and therapeutics of eczciun, there is no need to 
dwell upon such occasional attendant symptoms as pruritus, fissures, 
&c, as they can be considered under the head of treatment. Neither 
have I anything to say about the diagnosis, rules for which can be 
found in any standard work from the time of Willan to our day.

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To my thinking the best way of learning tbe diagnosis of akin 
diseases is to keep iu view the k-aditig characters of tho definition, to 
study the natural family or group to which auy variety belong*, 
and inaitcr its most salient points, and not to overload tbe memory 
with fine-drawn distinctions. I shall therefore proceed to the treat- 
ment of eczema, and I need not apologize for devoting more attention 
to thiB than to any other part of tho subject, when it is remembered 
with what unanimity most writers have till quite latoly spoken of 
the intractable nature of thiB complaint, 1 and that less than half a 
century ago it was pronounced beyond the reach of art, and ouly to 
be palliated by treatment. Eczema is not so intractable ; if a 
steady course of treatment without swerving right or left be 
followed, it will generally be successful. Mr. Wilson and Mr. Startin 
find little difficulty in mastering it. But if the great guiding principles 
of treatment are every now and then to be abandoned for tho sake 
of meeting some complication, or in deference to some theory, or out 
of dread of some imaginary danger, then good-bye to all chance of 
a cure. 

As always happens with severe chronic maladies, more remedies 
have been recommended for the cure of eczema than any one prison 
could examine in tho course of years, at least in such a manner as to 
form a reliable opinion upon their value. It is not uncommon to 
find an author speaking of tweuty or thirty powerful medicines, 
some of which, such as saline cathartics, antiphlogistic ineAOS, neutral 
units and emollient diluents, may mean almost anything. It is rarely 
that even an approach to Htrikiug a correct balance is made ; a list of 
remedial ia given, to bo used upon general or particular principles as 
tii-ciiuijitttuces may direct, till wo arrive at tincture of cnutbarides and 
mineral waters na our hut resource. All knowledge of such a kind 
must of course consist to a great extent of conjectures which only 
great experience can render useful and safe, but ffhich, in the hands 
of the uninitiated, may bo scattered to tho winds by the first novelty. 
No lasting structure, no enduring system of treatment, can ever be 
erected ou »o uustablc a basis, and without a far more extended and 
accurate scries of observations than we possess, we shall have to 
arrive at an estimate of tho comparative amount of success and 
future rather by collateral evidence than direct proof. The state- 
menu as to eczema arc powerful instances of this necessity. While 
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the moat experienced surgeons in England admit that eczema i* 
always a difficult complaint to cure, the freuch and austrian 
physicians, on the other hand, seem to cure it by the use of one or 
two simple remedies which I should have supposed possessed no 
control over it, and some of which proved quite inert in my hands. 
M. Cazenave quotes a model case cured apparently by the use of 
a little marsh-mallow infusion, and Dr. Bazin's treatment, when 
we come to individual cases, is equally simple. "Alkaline syrup, 
starch baths" form the entire sum of his rules in one case, 
" starch baths, nrsoniate of ammonia " fill up the formula for another. 
Now eczema forms the nuoletw round wluch lie grouped quite two- 
thirds or three-fourths of chronic skin diseases, and the surgeon who 
can thoroughly master it baa overcome the greatest and most frequent 
difficulty he has to encounter. For all these reasons I resolved to 
watch the action of several means successively, restricting them to 
well-known drugs, and eliminating, as far as possible, all those which 
on observation were thought superfluous from their not possessing 
greater curative powers in the same class of cases than those retained 
For instance, tar, antimony, guiacum, and sulphur were soon 
giveu up. 

1. Antiphlogistic Treatment failed in every case of severe eczema, 
so fur as any curative power or any power of preventing ra hpw 
was concerned. Calomel, antimony, and cathartics in large and 
repeated doses, as advised by some authors, mado many patients 
much worse. Bleeding, either local or general, was only tried 
to a limited extent. The patients generally continued to evade 
bleeding from the arm, and the results given by those who advocate 
it are not very encouragiug. Dr. Jenner, however, Dr. Bazin, and Mr. 
Hunt still recommend vemeaectiou, though Mr. Hunt admits that 
of late he has very rarely found it necessary. Leeches never seemed 
to do any good, and the low regimen which, according to all orthodox 
rules, ought to go hand in hand with antiphlogistic treatment, was 
quite as injurious as the use of depressing medicines, whereas a good 
diet, accompanied in all cases of exhaustion by a moderate use of 
wine or beer and plenty of fresh vegetables, proved of the greatest 
service. 

If the reader will analyze the results of anti-inflammatory treat- 
ment, just as they are given by those who employ it, I think he will 
confirm what I have said. He will lind that it requires three or four 
weeks to reduce the symptoms of a sharp attack of eczema, without 
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the aid of bleeding, leeching, salines, antimony, or mercury. Now 
niy experience is, that rest from toil and worry, fresh air, good diet, 
and mild aperients, followed by the use of steel, will do the sume 
good in the same time, if not less, and do it much more agreeably, 
perhaps also more safely and effectually. Mr. Hunt, however, 
devoutly believes in the virtue of lowering treatment ; besides bleed- 
ing and leeching, he gives large doses of antimony and salines, accom- 
panied by a vegetable diet, and no stimulants ; a plan whicb, at any 
rate, is energetic and consistent, but for which I do uot seo the noccs- 
Bity, as I have never seen severe eczema without a certain feebleness 
of health. Mr. Wilson and Mr. Startin are both averso to the use of 
lowering means. 

In some few cases of acute eczema, as where the face has suddenly 
become puffy, red, and glazed, in the first stage of the ulcerative form, 
and in sudden and severe relapses of chronic eczema, particularly 
when the patient has been indulging too freely, mild antiphlogistic 
treatment will often be of great service, but I apprehend it is rarely 
necessary to prescribe more than a gentle aperient and febrifuge, with 
low diet. 

2, After numerous trials I huve fouud no aperient answer better in 
eczema than magnesia, either in the form of the calcined powder, or 
the effervescing citrato, the former when the patient is suffering from 
any acidity or indigestion ; the citrato when feverishness predominates. 
Half a teaspoonful of the heavy calcined magnesia in a little milk, or 
a teaspoonful or two of the citrate in a third of a tumblerful of 
water, may be takon beforo breakfast, and for this meal tea has always 
seemed to me more grateful and suitable in such cases. The sulphate 
of magnesia is much less agreeable than either of these salts, and I 
know nothing that effectually prevents the griping which it is apt to 
bring ou, or which effectually conceals its taste. Perhaps peppermint 
water aud coinpouucl tincture of cinnamon are as good as auything. 
In hospital practice, however, the sulphate proves a most valuable 
medicine. I have generally given it along with the carbonate of 
magnesia aud nitrate of potass, occasionally adding about ftVB ffihriffiH 
uf tincture of digitalis to each dose of the mixture. All these reme- 
dies act better when a pill is given over night. A favourite proscrip- 
tion of mine consists of a scruple of extract of henbane, and the same 
quantity of compound extract or pill of colocynth, half a scruple of 
blue pill, aud the same of dried carbonate of soda, made up into a 
dozen pills. One or two of these may be tukcu ut night. They act 
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so gently that I have never known them disagree with the moat 
delicate patient, and many persons have of their own Accord continued 
to take them for years. When they are not strong enough a little 
mIumi or podophyllin may be added. 

The use of aperient* in this way is, as I have said, very beneficial 
in acute attacks and sudden relapses. But even in dUHH case* they 
may be prescribed now and then with good effect, for instance once in 
two or three weeks the 8urgeon may give the patient a rest from 
tonics or arsenic, particularly if suffering under heat, conxtipation, or 
headache, and prescribe; one of these aperients. To this, however, 
their use is limited ; mo soon as 311 attempt is mudo to continue them in 
slow eases, the improvement ceases. Nor have I seen any further 
benefit arise from increasing the dose or adding stronger purgatives. 
They lower the patient, and then do harm rather than good. 

3. Mercury, even in the doses recommended by Dr. EUiotson and 
M. M. Cazenave and Schedel, never seemed either to arrest the progress 
or hasten the disappearance of eczema. Except where an aperient 
was required, or where it was necessury to stimulate and unload a 
sluggish liver, no great benefit resulted from its use, whether in tin- 
form of blue bill, calomel, or mercury and chalk ; and in some cases, 
whonevor it was pushed bo far as to produce a decided action on the 
system, an aggravation of some of the symptoms took place. Aa an 
aperient, however, and used only occasionally, both mercury and 
chalk and blue pill are of service. I have also found the biuoidide 
and bichloride of use after a course of steel, and Mr. Startiu seems to 
have had great success with the latter ; tho mode of giving them will 
be stated further on. Children, it is well known, bear mercury much 
better than adults, and they are often greatly benefited by a course 
which, proportionately strong, would bo most injurious to an adidt. 
Mr. Wilson considers calomel invaluable in the eczema of children ; 
its small bulk and want of taste being great recommendations with 
1 1 i in- He gives one to two graius — generally one, sometimes twice or 
thrice a week, with a grain or two of nitrate of potass. lie follows 
it up however with steel, wine, and arsenic, giving as much as two 
minims of the arsenical solution to infanta from one to twelve 
months old. Of its great value, I suppose, no one will doubt who 
has once given it a fair trial, but this il I f9tj different thing from 
prescribing four grains of calomel daily, as one enthusiast would have 
us do. 1

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4. Sudorifics did not produce much good in eczema, and, in my 
opinion, are next to useless in almost any disease of the akin, 
generally failing, I think, most completely where they are most requi- 
site ', that in to say, where the skin is dry and harsh. I have tried 
them all, including sulphur baths, packing in a wet sheet, antimony, 
guiacuin, iic, and have at last taken up with the conclusion that a 
good ride on horseback, a good game at cricket, or a turkiah bath is 
worth all the sudorifics in the pharmacopoeia. Strange to say perspi- 
ratiou was sometimes brought on in eczema, with a dry Bkin, by a 
medicine from which I should not have expected such an effect, 
namely, the iodide of potassium iu tiucture of bark. Five grains of 
the salt, twice or thrice a day often made the skin quite moist, but 
without any permanent improvement in the eczema ; iudeed, unleBS 
there be rheumatism present, iu which case the iodide is invaluable, I 
look upon the use of it, or any such remedy, as simply equivalent to 
so much loss of time and money, and quite concur in the opinion of 
Sir Henry Holland, that no more beneficial change lias occurred in 
modern practice than that of abandoning the system of trying to 
force perspiration. 

6. Iodide of potassium, like otbor alteratives, proved inert in my 
hands, except, as I have Baid, where there was rheumatism. Here, 
I think, we may always rely upon it, especially if given iu combina- 
tion with colchicum. Iodine showed itself useful in cases complicated 
with struma, particularly when given aloug with cod liver oil. I 
confess that at first I was inclined to doubt its powers, but in time I 
began to think that Lugol's views were correct, and that, if given as 
In directs it to be given, good results may be looked for. The great 
objection to it is the long time it requires to produce a decided 
effect, as it must often be taken for several months before any result 
is seen. 

6. Cod liver oil is one of the most valuable remodies in eczema as 
in so many other diseases of the skin, and, perhaps, it would hardly be 
going too fur to say that every chronic case is benefited by it, if taken 
long enough and iu a proper way. Eczematous patients are generally 
veiy sensitive to cold, and means calculated to evoke heat seem 
to ii-i'eo heat with bhflk The dots, should not be too large, ntmt 
more than the stomach can bear comfortably ', grown persons seldom 
require more than three or four tablespoonfuls daily ; childron bear 
relatively ■ much larger quantity, and may take, even when quite 
young, two to six teaspoonfuls or more daily. The great obstacle to 
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its use, tho nauseous taste, and the idea of swallowing aenunio animal 
oil, aro soon overcome, and the result compensates the patient for any 
disgust felt at the outeet. Should the difficulty of taking it inwardly 
be insurmountable, as when it always brings on sickness, or when the 
patient is an iulant at the breast, a broad fold of linen steeped daOy 
in the oil, may be worn round the waist. The worst of this plan is 
that it makes such a filthy mess, and creates such an unpleasant smell, 
but it certainly does good, and children will got well aud fat on oil 
used in this way. 

I give the preference myself to De Jongh's oil. A pretty extensive 
use of it has satisfied me that most persons find it less mawkish and 
disagreeable than the pale oil. I have been tuld that the colour and 
tuste are owing to the blood aud bones of the fish being pounded up 
with the oil and not properly strained off. It seems to sit best upon 
the stomach after plain food, not always digesting so well after soups, 
stews, hashes, arrow- root, &c. It seems also to answer best when 
given directly after meals, and if the patient is to derive lasting 
benefit froai its use, it should bo given quite three to six months. 

U i . Wilson has the credit of introducing to the public cod liver oil 
chocolate, each pound of which contains four ounces of the oil. It is 
certainly an efficiout medium for taking the oil, and answers parti- 
cularly well in the summer mouths, when many persons cannot bear 
it in a fluid form. It is made by M. Lobaigue, at 9, Langham Street, 
Portland Place. 

7. On arsenic alone, it may be safely said, no reliance can be placed 
at any stage except the last, and not always then. Even Mr. Uuut, 
euthusiast as he is about the value of this minernl in lepra or lupus, 
has much less to say in favour of its power over eczema. It often 
proves of great service when tho skin remains red and tender, with 
a quick reproduction of unhealthy cuticle or scabs, great itching, and 
a strong tendency iu the disorder to stand still. This, aud this only, 
is the stage for which I would recommend it, aud here I thiuk arsenic 
is invaluable. 

It may perhaps excite some scepticism when I state, that some of 
the patients who could not at first support the action of arsenic took 
it comparatively well after a course of tincture of steel. This was 
peculiarly the case with adults. I never saw it in childreu, who 
indeed bear arseuic very well. In my own cose, five minim doses of the 
liquor urscnicalis soon brought on such irritation of the stomach, such 
nausea aud purging, that I had to give it up at tho risk of swing the 
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worat symptoms return. But after a good course of quinine and steel 
these doses induced no discomfort, except in the conjunctiva, and uot 
much there. I believe however that this toleration of arsenic is quite 
.iitilicial ; :>l't,er ,\. respite of a few months from all mediciucx I ha'.o 
seen the same quantity of it produce the same effects, 

S. .Steel. I now come to the remedy which, in ray hands, haa 
proved of more advantage against the eczema of middle or advanced 
age than any other. I havo already' stated tho circumstances v, hi. h 
first of all led me to make trial of steel, and as they most probably 
would not interest the reader I omit them here. I had long felt, 
that as eczema has little tendency to bring on structural change, that 
as it is a disorder rather than a disease, the secret <>f its inveteracy lay- 
rather in our uot being able to find a suitable medicine thau in the 
nature of the complaint, and the speedy removal of a moat obstinate 
eczema by very simple means confirmed this view. 

The patient was a shoemaker, suffering from eczema of the ankle, 
the akin of which was so tender and cracked that for long, even when 
it did not discharge, he had never been able to walk in any comfort. 
The itchiDg tormented him incessantly, and having endured for years, 
bade fair to laBt as long as the patient himaelf. All the usual 
remedies were triad in this ease, among others tincture of OUtUtttidM 
and sulphur, and antimony in various forma. Tar also was given, 
first in pills and then in boluses, of which he swallowed a tolerably 
large stock, though they always occasioned a scalding sousatiou when 
at stool. Nitrate of silver, lead ointment, and nearly all tho mercurial 
ointments were applied outwardly, but with so little effect that at 
the cod of several months the patient disappeared, not only namd 
but unrelieved. About half a year after I met him looking quite 
well, and learned that he had been quite cured by the use of Streathaui 
mineral waters. He promised to send me a bottle of this water that 
I might have it analysed, hut he failed to keep his word, and to this 
day I don't know what Streatham water h. 

The observations and trials made upon tho different preparations 
of iron have now been continued for several years, and after the usual 
uiMi'int of disappointment from losing sight of a path .nt just as some 
interesting case was draw ing to a close, from conflicting evidence and 
conclusions disproved by later evidence, tho following results were, I 
think I may say, pretty decisively established : — 
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1. It was found that the steel wine, carefully prepared and given 
in doses of one or two drachms two or three times daily, sufficed to 
remove most cases of eczema during the first your or two of life. It 
was, however, necessary to use the utmost care to ensure fresh air and 
proper food, as it is not always so easy to make people understand 
that invalids require these just as much as healthy persons do. The 
win >.' should be very carefully prepared, as I have tasted specimens of 
it so harsh that I do not wonder at its creating distaste in children. 
A very agreeable preparation is made by Messrs. Boll, of Oxford 
Street. 

2. When children have passed this age, steel wine requires to bo 
given in large doses to take any effect, and therefore becomes rather 
au expensive medicine, especially in hospital practice. Here the 
saccharine carbonate may be substituted, or the tincture of tho 
muriate in doses of five to fifteen minims, well sweetened to suit 
the stomachs of these rather refraotory patients, or the ethereal 
tincture also well sweetenod may be used. Tho groat point is to give 
the iron in a soluble form of tolerably pleasant taste and small bulk. 
If the sweet carbonate be choaeu, two to five grains may be ordered 
two or three times a day. These preparations of iron generally 
suffice with patients suffering from eczema up to tho ago of puberty ; 
if however the bowels be confined a small quantity of meroury aud 
chalk may be taken occasionally. This preparation is well suited for 
scrofulous children, it may be continued for a great length of timet 
it has the advantage of being tasteless, and does not interfere with 
the use of steel. 

3. From this period (puberty) upwards more powerful remedies 
are called for, eczema being a more formidable affair at puberty than 
at childhood, and at manhood than at puberty. To balance this, 
however, the patients have now reached an age when, among girls 
particularly, the question of personal attraction is becoming one of 
Hh most important in life, so that there is seldom much difficulty in 
persuading them to swallow medicine somewhat less agreeable. I 
have geuerally found that these patients recover under the use of steel 
mixture in doses of two to four drachms two or three times a day. 
Perhaps owing to this being a very vigorous time of life, and to theso 
patients being very favourably situated for getting fresh air and 
active exercise, eczema, so far as I have been able to judge, is neither 
so severe nor bo refractory at this time of lite 

4. In persons who had readied middle age or the decline of life, 
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the tincture of the muriate of iron was often of great service, and the 
benefit was frequently so market) us to excite the notice of those who 
witnessed the employment of it ; indeed, when properly aided by 
food, exercise, baths, and aperients, it may be safely said that few", if 
any, cases of eczema will, in the lorjg run, resist its influence. It is 
however essential that it should be prepared not only according to 
the London phiirmacopu.-ia, but with such care as to ensure that no 
amount of free acid is present, which frequently preponderates to 
such an extent that tin- tincture cannot be given in the proper doses; 
indeed a good dual of tho trash sold under the name of tincture ifl 
almost wholly composed of muriatic ncid. When properly made a 
drachm or more may be given at a time, whereas half a drachm of 
the coarse acid tincture will set the teeth on edge and make the 
patient feel sick. I have often known a patient who was taking the 
pure tincture with benefit, turn quite ill after a dose of this stuff ; 
several times severe vomiting has followed, and one gentleman was 
so sick and was purged no violently from taking two drachma of tho 
common tincture that his family thought he bad got Euglitth cholera. 
This kind of thing has now happened so often that I always beg of 
patients, if they run abort of the genuine tincture, rather to do 
without it for a day or two than get it from auy source they are not 
certain about. The tincture of the percbloride of the British 
riianuacopojiaissnid to be a superior preparation, and I should think 
such was the case, but I have not had sufficient experience of its 
aotiou to be able to decide. 

Tho tincture must not only be given in pretty large doses, but it 
must be given for some time. It ia of no use prescribing twenty or 
thirty drops for two or three weeks ; as well not give it at all. It 
should be prescribed by the measured drop, and usod for two or three 
months at least. Now and then the patient may rest, if he have 
grown sick of his medicine, or suffer from dyspepsia, till the difficulty 
is set right again, but so soon aa this is done the tincture should be 
resumed. It it cannot then be borne, as will sometimes happen with 
persons of feeble digestion, it should be abandoned iu favour of some 
other preparation of steel, such as the ethoituil tincture or Griffith's 
mixture 

When it is doing good the health often visibly improves under its 
use, the skin grows clearer and the muscles become firmer ; while in 
some eases the face loses tho careworn look it had acquired from 
long.coutiuued ill health. At times, however, not only does this 
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improvement cease without any evident cause, but a decidod relapse 
will ensue even when tlie patient is taking tlio steel with every pre- 
caution. In this case there is no choice but to abandon it for a linn 1 
and give 9omu other tonic, such as quinine or cod liver oil. But it 
should he rammed as MOD as possible, and continued till the moist 
state of the affected parts has quite passed away, and the dry stage 
been reached, when it may be given np for arsenic 

Tin' objections to the tincture of steel are that it induces constipa- 
tion and dyspepsia, and that patients get tired of the bulk of the dose 
and of constantly swallowing medicine. 

The constipation may bo easily remedied by the occasional use of 
the mild aperient pill previously spoken of ; frequently it posses off 
spontaneously when the Hteel has been taken for a short time. The 
dyspepsia, the most frequent form of which is marked chiefly by cold- 
ness of the stomach and nausea, followed by some degree of griping 
and flatulence, is generally soon vanquished by leaving off the steel 
aud giving some mild aromatic and antacid. Thero arc so many of 
these, and their properties are so familiar to the reader, that I presume 
it will be quite unnecessary to specify them more minutely ; I generally 
use that given in the appendix. 1 To get over the aversiou felt for 
the steel, the only plan is to give it up for a while ; during this, if 
the patient feel very low, a short course of quinine or ammonia in 
infusion of cascarilla may be given ; or, if the liver be sluggish, the 
nitro-uiurinlic acid in infusion of gentian. 

I wish the reader, however, to understand that all these precautions 
arc rarely required except in severe chronic or recurrent eczema ; in 
the majority of cases, provided a soluble form of steel bo given, and 
provided it sit lightly on the stomach, and do not interfere with the 
action of the bowels, I believe it does not so much matter what pre- 
paration of steel is used. At St. John's Hospital I have for long 
employed a simple solution iu acid ; a few pieces of iron perfectly 
cleau and weighing two ounces, or, what is still better, the 
same weight of iron wire drawn by the magnet, are dropped into it 
pint of strong muriatic acid of 11 CO specific gravity ; at the end of n 
few days a very saturated solution is formed, which is made up for 
use, and of this ten to fifteen minims ore given twice or thrice a day 
to an adult. This preparation answers very well, but, if the reader 
know a better, by all meana let him keep to it, in the full belief that 
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from Lis favourite prescription he will obtain nil the good he might 
ex|>ect from the one I have spoken of; what is more, if he give it 
properly, he may feel confident that he will always do a certain amount 
of good in eczema, and if the patient's system should not answer to 
the helm, then, I think, he may rely upon it that a suitable time for 
giving steel has not been chosen, and that no preparation of it is likely 
for the moment to be of service. Such, at any rate, are the conclusions 
which, I think, my notes warrant me in drawing. 

Supposing, however, that steel has been giveu, and that the patient 
lias not improved as the surgeon could wish, what is the proper step to 
take ? Decidedly, I should say, give cod-liver oil and arsenic. But if 
even after u course of these the eczema, though much better, be not 
quite cured and wear an aspect that unmistukeably threatens a relup BO) 
what should be done 1 Shall we send the patient for change of air, 
or give tar, cantharides, and mineral waters 'I I reply, that forty-nine 
patients out of fifty cannot get change of air ; aud as to the Spanish 
fly, tar, &c, I believe that their virtues, if they possess any, are 
powerless against those inveterate cases, and they are by no menus 
imaginary ones. 

I believe that no good whatever is likely to come in such a dilemma 
of again using medicines already tried in larger doses uud fresh com- 
binations. The antidote for this relontlcss nuisance is, not a remedy, 
but a course of treatment which will give it no rest ; success is only 
to be secured by watching each step of this course, aud whenever the 
power of any part of our treatment begins to flag, then in going 
further, but further ouly in a prescribed and foreseen direction. 

At this stage the mercury comes to our help, aud a short course of 
it now will often be productive of very good effects. I have, however, 
so far ouly seen this action manifested by two salts of iin'irurv 
namely the biuiodide and the bichloride. I scarcely know which i« 
the more powerful of the two, but, on the whole, I think the bichloride 
is, and Mr. S tax-tin seems to have had great success with it. About 
an eighth to a sixth of a grain of either will generally prove sufficient 
for a dose, which may be given once, twice, or thrice a day, according 
to the severity of the complaint or the age of the patient. I have 
given young boys aud girls a sixth of a grain daily with the best con- 
sequences. The mercui-y may be ordered with a sedative and aromatic 
to prevent griping, perhaps two or three graiiiB of extract of lettuce, 
with a stroug essential oil, as of cassia or peppermint, will serve this 

end iim well as anything. When much pain of any kind complicates 
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eczema, or when there is a tendency to durrhnaa, n quarter of a grain 

of pure opium may be added. If the form of • (till bo objected t-\ 

iitchlorido may be given in tincture of cinchona, a grain in each 

ounce; tbe biniodide can be prescribed in rotation by mixing bi-

Locally he lines 
ban Dm ba&zoated zinc ointment with rectified Spirit, a druchm U> 
the otiuce, and after this directs the pntieut to rub in the nitric oxide 
..I in. r-.ii iy ointment, diluted with spermaceti ointment^ in tho pro- 
portion of two-thirds of the latter, to one of the former. It is well 
known how taoocefu] Mr. Wilson h* in his treatment. 

The mode in which Mr. Startin's principles of treatment were 
given to tho public does not enable one to reproduce his op u 
upon partjotllar remedies, or even a particular course of treatment, 
: ii much ok it does upon tho mode in which certain special cases aro 
to bi treated. I have, therefore, selected some cases from .Mr. 
Startin's lectures, published in the .Ucdicaf, Times, 2 and endeavoured 
to give as brief and accurate an analysis of them as I could. It may 
bo stat .'I, li'iwcver, in general terms, that Mr. Startin's treatment 
of eczema in much the name as that for impetigo, and which tho 

reader will find in tin- Motion devoted to that complaint; and thafl 
he n lies very much on baths, using vapour baths, daily tepid ab- 
lutions with yolk of egg, mucilage or bran water; ho plaooe greei

Wash 
with warm linseed tea, after which an ointment composed of mer- 
curial oiutmeut diluted and creosote ; mucilaginous bath once or 
twioe a week; oue-uixth of a grain of bichloride of mercury iu- 
termdly. BttypM : iodide of potassium, purge with infusion of 
MUM, opiate at bedtime, lotion of" trisnitrate of bismuth warm twice 
a day, afterwards a small quantity of liquor arscnicalis. Cure. 

Case 3. Eczema rubrum complicated with hepatic derangement 
iu a woman aged forty-four. A quarter of a grain of bichloride of 
mercury with ten drops of laudauum three times a day. Bathe daily 
with yolk of egg aud tepid water; wash off this, and apply ointment 
of bisnlphuret of mercury 5 to ^i ; after this, trisnitrate of bismuth 
Ml pi udod iu water by means of glycerin; aperient chalybeato iu 
bitter infusion ; vapour bath once or twice a week. Cure iu less 
th.iu live weeks. 

Case 4. Chronic eczema rubrum in a strumous lad of sixteen. 
Liquor potassa; in large doses, with five minim doses of tincture of 
iodioe, to be taken threo times a day ; a twentieth of a grain of 
arseniate of potash at bedtime; biniodide of mercury ointment, a 
scruple to an ounce, at night ; weak saline bath containing a few 
grains of iodide 1 once a week. Afterwards, biniodide of mercury 
in solution iuternally and creosote ointment. Cure in forty-two 
days.

Holding mch views a* Hebra does about the entire iadepeodeaoa 
of eczema ou any interna) disorder, *e can scarcely wonder that he 
entertains no vftt high opinion of the action of internal means of 
etire. All tbtae medicines, he says, are useless and wasteful. They are 
"U» except when eczema is called into play by previous disorder 
of the organism, or when it is complicated by another disorder. 
Antimony, iodine, sanaparilla, and purgatives are equally bad; 
arsenic itself is only useful in a few refractory oases; cod-liver oil 
internally is us-le-m 

What, then, are the almost omnipotent means destined to subdue 
BJ and arsenic, iodine and steel, sulphur and caatharides, and 
dismiM them to the limbo of forgotten horrors ; which arc to degrade 
them to tli" runic now held by the old sweating tab and rolled clout 
c.f i.li.- quiclmilver doctors ? They are certainly a most formidablo 
phalanx. I cunnot spare space for them In cxUnto, and am not sure 
that I clearly understand to what particular class of cases or exactly 
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in what order Heir Ilebra applies his menus of treatment. Free use 
is made of water which has been boiled so as to throw down its salts, 
rain water, distilled water or water in which almond bran or wheat 
bran has been boiled, or decoction of marsh mallow, common mallow, 
or marsh violet (puusy, viola tricolor). By constant use of these we 
softcu and relieve the itching, possibly quell it, and even cure many 
cases of eczema. Then come vapour and shower baths, jwticularly 
useful in eczema of the head or hairy parts of the body. The shower 
batbs are to be taken three or four times a day, with half an hours 
walk after each. By these means we cau, in the course of a few 
mouths (iin Zeitraume von meltrvren Monateu), cure eczema or aid 
other means of cure. After the shower baths oomes the consideration 
of the value of fatty matters. So long as wo can secure a due con- 
sistence the nature of the material is unimportant, mid n long list 
including such materials as cream, nut oil, linseed oil, (fee, is given, 
which may be used at discretion. The grand object is to keep the 
oily substance constantly on the part and prevent its being rubbed 
off. For the latter purpose wool may be used without any fear of 
its irritating. In eczema of the hairy sculp Hebra rubs in at tent 
twice a duy about au ouuee of oil and covers the head with flannel. 
lie seems to be partly of M. Bayer's opinion, that it is as well for the 
sake of the moral effect to have at command a number of ointments, 
even if some of them only differ in colour. With this i» view he 
gives a list of those which may be employed ; they are very numerous, 
and comprise lead, quicksilver, and zinc, and ointments of various 
kinds, which may also be coiubiued with spirit of wine and camphor, 
glycerine, poruviau balsam, ifcc. His favourite preparation seems to 
be one of lead or diachylon. Theu come the caustic ointments, such 
as those of white and red precipitate, yellow ioduret of mercuiv, to 
he employed in tin- papular uud squamous forms. Next we have the 
substances to be used iu watery or spirituous solution, such as sulphate 
1 t /i tie, corrosive sublimate, Itorax, and caustic potass. These are 
adapted for*ed eczema of small extent. A strong solution of caustic 
potass (one purl of the salt to two of distille il water) is our last refuge 
iu obstinate cases, us it heals them iufullibly (indem es allerdiugn 
jedes Eczem uhne Ausuithme l.eilt), but occasions great pain. All 
crust* and scabs having bea first, removed, the Solution is quickly 
nibbed iiver the part with a dossil or brush of lint (Cburpiepiii..el), 
and directly after the hand or a piece of flume] soaked in water is 
passed rapidly over the part, Compresses dipped in cold water are 
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then applied and covered with wax-cloth or gutta pnrcha ti 
Tho cauterization may be repeated every eight days, and ou mi 
average not more than twelve cauterization* are needful. In general, 
however, llebi-a prefers to this friction with potass soap (SohnaieaeUe, 
savon moa) or spirit of soap. For partial frictions a piece of this 
soap, the size of a walnut, is laid apou a cloth and rubbed I 
tho eczemntous patch for several minutes, the cloth being repeatedly 
dipped in water. After this either water is applied or one of the 
ointments or oils spoken of. This is done twice a day till no moro 
excoriations are soon. For more exteusive outbreaks it is simply 
smeared upon a cloth and laid upon the part for several days together. 
For eczema of the hairy scalp tho spirit of soap (spirit. saponatus 
kalinus). Tar is very useful where there is not much iuliltration 
and weeping, but it should be used with great scruple at first, 
only a small patch being selected for experiment, as it sometimes 
increases the itching to an intolerable degree. It is not to be used 
in aouto eczema, or where there is great serous infiltration of the 
skin. When it can be borne it is to be painted on tho part twice 
daily till the secretion no longer washes it away. Carbolic acid he 
considers a valuable preparation in eczema of the hands, face, or any 
part that cannot be covered. To sulphur he ascribes very little virtue; 
indeed in acute eczema and red eczema when discharging freely, in 
the impetiginous and vesicular forms, it is injurious. The different 
forms of eczema also require means which form a protecting surface, 
as collodion, or absorb the exudations, oh do the seed of the club 
moss (witch- meal), powder of starch, orris root, alum, zinc, ka. &c. 
In acute eczema the two last are useful, but if there be much 
bunting and itching, cold lotions with acetate of lead or Qoulftrd'fl 
water may be applied, but they are to be employed sparingly till wo 
see if the patient can support them. 

Herr liebra then goes fully into details an to the treat in out of 
eczema fixed in any particular part. I purpose at a future dale to 
go more fully into these, here it is not practicable-. It 411 oat sutliue 
to say that bis treatment of eczema of tho head and fuce u with local 
applications of cod-liver oil, tar soap, carbolic acid, &c. ; and of the same 
parts iu grown persons, the cold dash Ig with spirit of tar,

Exteiinal Applications in Eczema. — Iu acute or slight eczema 
almost any mild aatriugeut, especially if it possess some amount of 
soothing power, will snffiec. Oxide of bismuth in elderflower water 
or camphor mixture, a drachm to eight ounces, or the liquor 
of the diacetate of lead in the same fluids and the same proportions, 
form a useful lotion. When expense is not an object, half an ounce 
of glycerin should be added, as from its faculty of retaining moisture 
it powerfully aids the purposo lotions are intended to serve. When 
there is a large weeping surface, especially if of long standing, the 
reader may try Dr. Hughes Bennett's plan. It consists in applying a 
solution of carbonate of soda,' half a drachm to a drachm in eight or 
ten ounces of water, by means of apiece of lint soaked in the solution 
mid laid on the part ; it must be covered with thin gutta peicha to 
prevent its getting dry, or else be entrusted to the cure "f wimp person 
who will see that it is kept moist, for which purpose the lint may be 
simply sprinkled continuously with cold water, the lotion beiug ouly 
occasionally applied. If tbia plan be properly carried out, if the 
lint lie kopt wet all day long (uud all night too, if possible) the 
effects are often marvellous ; but if it gets dry tho soda soon irritates 
lie surface ; the addition of glycerin, half an ounce to the eight 
ounces, trill mitigate this to a certain extent, but nothing compensates 
for want of attention. Dr. Wallace 2 has reported some cases in which 
the ezodlont results of this plan were very marked indeed, but the 
reader will not fail to observe that one of the very instances in which 
ilti action was at first so manifest is reported at the close as "almost 
cured." My experience of it is that, though it gives great relief, yet 
that it has very little curative power ; that it is only suitable for a 
largo wet surface, and that it is apt in eczema of the head to give a 
had cold. 

In ebronic eczema, if the surface be much inflamed, a lead lotion 
may lip applied at first, or the solution of soda as above stated. So 
soon as the discharge and inflammation are checked, Mr. Wilson'* 
zinc ointment forma an admirable droning j it is robbed down with 
spirit aitd smeared like cream ou tho part. When onco ointments 
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are began with there .hoaid be do aur a water aerd, except when 
cezeata it i B a taaigia g Creel j from the heed, aa hsppeaj especially ia 
children. At wch tioe* the oiotaseat, if applied Wo freely, cmm 
the discharge to be r i t s ia ae 1 — ear the crusts ; a white bread pae Jn ee 
and then a daily washing with yolk of egg will boo* teeao w thai, aad 
the ointment can be reseated. It is a good plan to m 
for preventing the oincaent from being rubbed off, aad 
the tender surface which it corers from friction agaiait worsted 
flannel or cloth. To this end the sarfaoe can be corered with linen 
or tiarae paper. When eczema has reached the dry stage, the am- 
laonio-chloride at merenry is a very useful application, and for an 
efficient preparation n perhaps the cleanest and freest from smell 
of any we hare ; bat in poiat of efficacy. I would place it decidedly 
below the dilute nitrate of mercury ointment, which is the most 
valuable preparation at this »tage of any that I am acquainted with, 
aod, to my thinking, superior even to the red precipitate ointment, 
iu which, bowerer, Mr. Wilton, places great faith. It ia 
absolutely necessary that it should be fresh made, and a small 
quantity of olive oil should be added to render it rather fluid. 1 If 
the eruption be seated on the head, the hair should be ewt off in 
children and the ointment applied night and morning. Bat grown 
persons cannot, or will not, always nuhmit to this ; and here I would 
suggest the uv? of chloride of zinc for a few days. The head is 
washed daily with hot water and yolk of egg, then with dean hot 
water, and after this the affected parts are bathed with solution of 
chloride of zinc, a grain or two to the ounce, a little creosote or gum 
acacia being added. After this the ointment may be begun with ; 
the hair should bo parted, any crusts gently detached, and the oint- 
ment lightly rubbed in. Home persons with a strong tendency t«> 
eoxoii/ii, or after the cure of the worst part of their couiplaiut, suffer 
. ;.fu(1 deal from a chapped, red, and tender state of the skin. Cold 
cream iM often very effectual, or the patient when going out may 
■ Inst thii surface over with rice powder, to which a small quantity 
of camphor and oxide of zinc has been added. When the hair ia 
falling from scsoma, 1 know of no remedy so effectual as cutting it 
qui t.- short and blistering the skin as for alopecia. 

The preparations of tar, creosote, ifec, seem to merit special con- 
ISD ; nearly every writer recommends them, and I believe 
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few use them. In creosote I confess at once I have very little faith .- 
I never saw any particular benefit from it in any akin disease. Tar 
makes such a filthy mess that I doubt if it will erer come into 
general use, and how Hebra can get hi.i private patient* to rub in a 
mixture of tar and cod-liver oil, quite passes my comprehension. 

To relieve the itching of eczema, Mr. Wilson recommend* junij*r 
tar ointment, as also emulsion of bitter almonds with prussic acid ;* 
Ini I believe the only effectual remedy for the itching is the care of 
the eczema, and this holds good of another disagreeable symptom 
spoken of by Mr. Wilson, a kind of neuralgia or rheumatism of the 
skin, which I have certainly scon, though very rarely. Mr. Wilson 
says he has found no remedy for it equal to a solution of nitrate of 
silver, a grain in an onnco of spirit of nitric ether. 

People say ointments are barbarons and apt to become rancid. '-' But 
a remedy which promotes the patient's comfort and the enre of the 
disease, cannot, in fairness, be called by so bard a name ; and when an 
ointment is rancid, either there has been great neglect or bad mar 
have been used. Mr. Wilson relate*, that having been consulted by 
the surgeon of a London hospital, he ordered hiw zinc ointment, 
which the surgeon procured from his own hospital; Mr. Wdson, 
arious to know what a hospital's idea of sine ointment might be, 

iced to be favoured with a view of a specimen, which he found to be 
oioposed of a material much more fitted for greasing wheel* than for 
applying to the human A 

This neglect is all the more unpardonable, because very » 
meuus will secure efficiency. Thoroughly purified lard only should be 
iiHi'd, mid this is only to be had by paying a higher price than usual ; 
the addition to i b 00900 of lard of ten grain* of gum benjamin 
will prevent any rancidity. Tbc pure gum or tears should be selected, 
these aro broken up and digested in the lord for forty-eight hours. 
Shia mixtnre is afterwards strained, and then the active ingredient is 
added. For zinc ointment the oxide i» used, ami Mr. Wilson prefer* 
the bull-coloured oxide of the pharmacopoeia to the white oxide made 
by combustion. I think, however, anything to be used for either the 
hands, hood, or face can scarcely bo too free from colour, and a* the 
white oxide can now be had very pure, I decidedly prefer it.

applications. It is well known that for many years both Mr. WilflOB 
and Mr. Startin have devoted the greatest care to this specialty, and 
liny both use ointments freely. But the reader has ouly to apply 
them properly in order to satisfy himself that in eczema mid sunn- 
other ©flections they not only exert a decided action over the disease, 
but that they form the moat perfect defence against bhe Irritation 
which the contact of air with the diseased surface is apt to set up ; a 
point of no slight importance if the weather be raw, or very dry and 
Mid. Mr. Wilson thinks they provent that great oxygenation of the 
blood, which is apt to occur in inflammations of the skin. They 
cannot be too sedulously employed in eczema; even when in the 
houso the face, if affected, should be covered with oxide of zinc oint- 
ment, white precipitate ointment, or cold cream ; if the hands be 
affected the patient should avert the rubbing off of the ointment by 
wearing gloves with the tips of the fingers cut off. 

Patients suffering from eczema should never wash in cold water, on 
the contrary, I think they cannot use it too hot. If expense bo no 
object, a sixteenth to an eighth part of glycerin should be added to the 
Water. Soap should be abolished, except, perhaps, the occasional use of 
the sonps of the London Pharmacopoeia ; on this point, however, authors 
differ. Mr. Startin denonncos son)) in all oases of cutaneous irritation, ' 
substituting paste made of oatmeal, or gruel made of bran, or oat- 
meal, linseed meal, arrowroot or starch, or he prescribes warm milk 
and water or yolk of egg and water. Of these my experience is 
confined to gruel, milk and water and yolk of egg and water, and I 
cannot say that I have ever observed any marked superiority in them 
over simple hot water. Mr. Wilsou, on the other hand, is such an 
advocate for aoap, that he seems to think there can hardly be inn 
much of it ; if it disagree with the skin, the fault docs not lie wit.li 
the soap, but the skin ; if the skin will not bear soap, it mu.it be 
gradually trained to do 80. " I may bo asked," says Mr. Wilson, 7 
" which is the best soup ? I reply, common yellow soap, or any of 
the toilet soaps. Grouxs turtlo-oil soap is peculiarly agreeable, so 
also is Carrick's elder-flower soap, or the better kinds of glyceiin- 
eoap." If any unpleasant sensations are felt after the use of the soap, 
they may be immediately removed by rinsing the surface with waler 
■■lightly acidulated with lemon juice.

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It may peem a contradiction to recommend plenty of oat-of-duor 
exerefoe after counselling the patient to protect the skin from the 
air. l>ul trial will show they are compatible All things that irritate 
the akin must be kept from it, aud tie air does irritate it ; on the 
other haud fresh air and exerciae out of door* are indispenmble. I 
have no fuitlt in any patent of treatment which co:n|x.'Li people to 
stay in the house : freeb, eweet air is the grandest tonic in the world. 
Long sitting, however, or standing in raw, damp air is often a serious 
impediment to a cure ; so are certain occupations. If. Kaycr says,' 
'• I have met with several cases of ecxema in which a vast variety of 
therapeutic agents had boM fruit Itr.wly employed, whilst the patienU 
went on with their usual avocations, and took active exercise ; but 
which were successfully attacked by tbo same means, from the SOI 
that these individuals consented to lay themselves op." With name 
modification of the- words " active exercise" this statement is perfectly 
in keeping with facts; still it might mislead the reader : it arj 
well enough to those who are nimble to procure good food, fresh air and 
plenty of -sleeping room ; who have to work staudiug, or in a con- 
strained posture ; who have to face all weathers, work amidst things 
that fret and heat the skin, or who lead a very bard, or very anxious, 
wearing life ; but it does not hold good with those who can get 
active exercise, such as boutiug, cricketing, riding, the good effects of 
which soon speak for themselves. 

Diet. — As to diet, all that ever I have seen points to one conclusion. 
Eczema occurs chiefly among those who lead a sedentary life, ad DM 
an innutritions diet ; in some persons it seems to be almost a necessary 
result of an improper mode of living, aud overtasked energy/. Many 
of those patients, some from want of upjtetito for plain, wholesome 
food, some from want of means, go day after day without B proper 
dinner, living on tea and coffee and bread and butter, with bucon, red 
herring, sausages or something of that kind as " a relish.'' In somo 
few cases eczema may be brought out or kept up by ovor free CM of 
ttumfamt*, especially the bad beer and gin sold to the poorer gIuoum, 
but it also prevails very extensively among temperato persona, an it 
does among children. Iu some persons it seems to come on from want 
of fresh vegetables, and hen- I have seen it accompanied by a s,tato

Mr. Wilson d<.» ■ mi f, ;u - mi\ ill effects from the use of salt meats ; 
he thinks it is bad reasoning to say that, because soldiers and sailors 
suffer from scurvy, owing to their being fed 10 much upon junk, 
i i, ri i lore our salt meats, which are fresh and sweet compared with 
j < ■ 1 1 k , are likely to bring on scurvy. The monotonous character of 
the diet, he thinks, has a good deal to do with the matter, a point also 
insisted upon by Mr. Hunt, who holds that so long as there is plenty 
of change, it is of little moment what people eat, and that half the 
skin diseases under which children at boarding-schools suffer, owe their 
existence to the sickening monotony of the food and the restraint. 
As a change salt meat occasionally, especially such salt meat as good 
fat bacon or boiled ham, can do no harm, at least I never saw any ; 
but the frequeut use of salt meat out of which the juice has r.uaked, 
and the fibre of wliioh has perished and become saturated with salt 
and nitrate of potass, cannot fail to be productive of mischief. Mr. 
Wilson also looks with little favour upon salads, potatoes, and water 
H ; salads he think are only made tolerable by adding oil to them, 
and water-cresses have only their pungency to redeem them. 

1'or \cry young children the best kind of food appears to be a 
farinaceous diet, with plenty of milk and .1 luiramouni. of EcttD un-at ; 
their taste for shell- fish, sweets and green fruit, wherewith they solidify 
the sherbet and whey in which they so much delight, should be kept 
within bounds if such a thing bo practicable. Cod-liver oil is an ex- 
cellent article of diet for most children suffering from eczema, 
especially during the winter mouths. Mr. Wilson considers the juice 
of moat very valuable for these little folks ; it may bo given cither 
a'ono or in the form of beef or mutton tea, or it may be mixed with 
other food. Hebra ' doubts altogether the power of diet as a cause 
of eczema ; he has seen it amongst the most regular living people using 
the most rational diet, while others, committing every excess, never 
snowed a sign of it. Equally does he object to the idea that the 
is, such as the spring time and fall, have any influence in causing 
it,; Outbreak, and that the cold of winter and great heat in summer. 
cause more attacks than the times of the equinoxes. The first of 
these views may be answered thus. The question theu really narrows 
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a public bath. Mr. Hunt dwells with grim humour on the first 
impressions of the tnrkish bath — the nir so hot aa to make one fancy 
that it cannot be breathed without setting the lungs on lire, the 
hiij.uling nud trampling on the patient, and the drowning with a 
deluge of cold water, — but he admits that it cures fanciful people of their 
whims in superlative style, and I think he might safely admit, that 
when the patient is cured it is an admirable moans of keeping kin 
well nud preserving the skin iu a health; state. 

Some of the continental surgeons make great nse of baths, employing 
Various kinds at the same time. M. Baziu says/ " we give a starch 
l.nth and a .sulphur or alkali no bath, prescribing a vapour bath from 
time to time." M. Hardy also uses them 2 in eczema, as does 
Hobra. 

Such are the remarks I" have to make with regard to the leading 
forms of eczematous disorders. With one exception, that of eczema 
complicated by or running into ulcers, the varieties oiler little to 
detain us. Those, like eczema aolure, I consider, as I have said, to 
be simply blistering from heat, and thorofore requiring little beyond 
a mild febrifuge or aperient, and cold cream or a soothing lotion of 
bismuth or lead In all other cases, if we euro the eruption we cure 
it by the same means. 

The additional means generally required for cases complicated by 
ulcer are — 1. A sharply raised position of the foot at night, and 
if practicable, by day also. It is of no use to put a stool or a pillow 
under the foot ; the pressure of the bed-clothes is only increased, the 
limb gets weaned and aches, and the patient is kept awake and dis- 
tressed by the irksome position and want of support for th« hack of 
the leg ; the ond of the mattress must be tilted up with a board so 
that there is a regular slope upwards ; the feet being raised quite 
a foot to fifteen inches above the hip. 

2. A good dose of some sedative every night. Taking all things 
into consideration opium is perhaps the best, but extract of lei tow 
and poppy are both valuable. As to the dose, however large a 
quantity we may have to give, my conviction is that to do any good 
we must subdue the pain ; there is no other guide that I know of. 
I frequently givo a grain of opium at night, sometimes much more, 
and half a grain to a grain in the morning. 

3. A good walk every day. Walking really never disagrees with 
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introduced by Mr. Guy, 1 is, so far as I know, the beat modi' <>f 
coping with the difficulty ; the rapidity with which an obstinate old 
ulcer begins to heal when once the edges are set free, must be seen 
to be believed. When there is a very thick, hard, callous edge all 
round the ulcer, a long course of very small doses of mercury is often 
given with success. Mr. Startin is au advocate for this plan, and 
I believe gives calomel ; I have long used mercury, but have always 
relied inure upon biniodide of mercury or the bichloride. To remove 
the foul smell, a disinfecting powder has been JafeU and in France, 
which has the high sanction of M. Velpeau's approval. It is composed 1 j 
a hundred parts of chloride of lime with one to five of dry tar, both 
rubbed down to powder, which may bo either laid upon the son- 01 
made into an ointmeut with olive oil. 3 On the panic principle it has 
been recommended to fill the ulcer up with chalk or precipitate 
of iron, -1 vegetable charcoal and powdered chalk, &c For very 
painful and irritable ulcers Mr. Hunt recommends a dossil of lint 
dipped in chloric ether. 

Perhup.i the most important point of all is the bandaging. There 
can be little doubt that many of those who have such a reputation 
for curing ulcers have been good practical dressers themselves, and 
have always insisted upon proper bandaging, without which no 
means will avail. Such very excellent directions have been given 
with respect to this point in the writings of Druitt and others, that 
I need not go into the matter here. Mr. Hunt also has some most 
sensible and valuable remarks on the subject. I quite agree hero 
with Mr. Hunt ; I believe that in very many coses, unless the 
surgeon be thoroughly up to good bandaging, he may as well let the 
treatment of ulcers alone. Mr. Hunt employs a bandage of W'cl.-Ji 
llanncl, seven to eight yards long and two inches and a-balf wide. 
The bandage fthonld be of moderately fine flannel ; if too coarse it 
frets the skin, if too line it will not sit smoothly. It should ouly bo 
washed iu lukewarm water, 18, if the water be too hot, the flannel 
souu shrink* too much. A little shrinking there will always !/<•. 
Mr. Huut fills out the hollow of the ankle with tow or cotton 
wadding. I think no one who has fairly tried thu plan will hesitate 
to adopt it. 

Is it always advisable to cure eczema 'I Many authors recommend

Did the evil go no further tha^ argument, it might toe be worth 
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while to assail it ; but when all the great aggregate of suffering that 
must result from leaving eczema uncured, or tormenting patients 
with issues, depends upon the solution of the question, the matter 
becomes too serious. 

If dangerous results ever followed from curiog eczema, the records 
and case-books of those who have paid 80 much attention to diseases 
of the skin would surely long before this have yielded some decisive 
evidence. In Englaud alone, if we were to estimate the wunbei 
of coses of eczema at 200,000 yearly, we should, I suspect, be far 
below the mark ; yet where is there a single case which proves these 
fears of checking eczema to have any foundation ? When the paper 
on eczema, of which I have previously spoken, was read befoiv the 
Mcdico-Chirurgical Society, there were present surgeous and phy- 
bcimis uf Llie greatest oxpeiMBM and loaning j yet I nay appeal 
to all who have read the printed accounts of the discussion to say, 
whether those who disapproved of the view I had taken brought 
forward one fact to support their own. 

M. Baziu 1 relates a case, which I give in his own words, in order 
that the reader may decide for himself how far it sanctions the 
precept laid down by this writer, that when a complaint of this kind 
has existed a long time, it is only to be touched with extreme reserve. 
The case is thus told : — " A man was attacked with extensive 
(generalisf) eczoma, of which he wanted to bo quickly rid. An 
euergetic treatment was employed against the affection, which dis- 
appeared in fifteen days. Gastric symptoms soon showed them- 
selves, and a few months after the patient died of a cancer in tin- 
stomach." 

It may be safely questioned whether it be possible to check 
05, except by such means as improve the health and thus directly 
lessen the tendeucy to any (Unease. If by repelling the ernption be 
meant the art of causing the discharge to cease permanently by using 
some astringent means, I assert that such a thing must be immensely 
difficult, if not impossible : I am totally unacquainted with niry agent 
possessed of such a power. I have in my own person made more 
attempts than I care to mention to check the discharge of serum ; I 
have used for tin pwpOM carbonate of soda, dilute sulphuric acid, 
strong solution of sulphate of zinc, Ditric acid, chromic acid, nitrate 
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of silver and of mercury, collodion, pressure, &c, but in no ono 
instance did I succeed in procuring more than a short, respite from 
the nuisance. Hebra's practice ought, however, to furnish ua with 
plenty of fatal results from suppression of old discharges, as lie not 
only cures eczema out of hand, but utterly scouts internal meaus in 
nearly all cases. But he tells that he never saw disorder! of any 
kiud arise from arrest of old eczema, lie asserts that all his ex 
peiienoe never yielded him a single instance of ophthalmia, disorder 
of the digestion, or any serious affection relieved by eczema. As wo 
have very little power by setting up artificially an affection of the 
brain, luugs, or bowels, so little influence will uutiiral eczema have, 
and so little powor will repelling it hare t.o generate an internal 
disorder. What has been stated to this effect is empty imagination, 
the result of false observation. So far as issues are concerned, all 
they can do is barm ; they may increase the extent of the eczematoua 
patches, but they havo no power either to ohook eozema or to prevent 
its relapsing. If this be true, it is not very gratifying to think that 
so much misery and expense as issues entail, have been caused for no 
purpose, and that a practice which had not a single fact to support it 
has been continued for centuries. 

Further, it may be asserted that we cannot remove eczema by 
letting up a morbid action, either within or without the frame. Art 
is as poworless for danger as for safety. Purgatives, sudorifics, 
■m 'nio, and mercury are often given to such an extent as to die 
the stomach and bowels considerably ; but so far from doing good 
wlien taken in this way, they only do harm or prove inert. I have 
never seen them useful except when employed in such moderation u 
to improve the health. What effect an issue may have I know not, 
and the information giveu iti books amounts to a vague direction to 
use one in long-continued discharge before closing this up. At one 
time, in compliance with this time-honoured piece of hmuorali.Mu. I 
used small blisters and kept up a discharge from the surface by 
means Of irritating ointments, but I never saw any result beyond 
distressing the patient. 

Perhaps the humoralist will say, ■ But there are cases whero 
eozema acts as a safety valve ; it is oven vicarious with some old- 
standing discharge ; it breaks out often after an outlet of this kiud 
is closed ; it is then for a salutary effort of uature, and must uot be 
too rashly interfered with." To which It DUJ be replied) ti 
discharge is salutary but morbid, and would appear to to any one

whose judgment waB once purged from the grossnoss of humoral 
theories. Both disappear if the patient get well. An outbreak of 
BOMM does not relievo an old disebni-ge, nor does the renewal of a 
suppressed discharge remove eczema. 1 

Alter this, I need scarcely say that I always do my best to cure 
eczema at once, under whatever circumstances I meet with it, and in 
no instance have I seen any ill effects from checking the discharge. 
Among other specimens of impunity I may give the case of a person, 
a signalman on the Great Eastern Railway, w&) came under my care 
for a severe and extensive eczema of the ham, with which he had 
long hi'oii atlJictod. He was cured of it, and four years alter, when I 
saw him, was certainly in excellent health. Another patient, sent to 
me by the late Mr. II. C. Russell, R.N., 3 was an old man apparently 
quite shattered in health, and who, indeed, had never been very 
strong. He bad suffered for three yean from eczema, which covered 
mi,; [eg from t lie calf to the sole of the foot ; the discharge from this 
was so profuse that he told me his shoe was often half full of water 
when In- returned home (mm a hard day's work ThaeOEeniu quickly 
yielded to the tincture of iron, the discharge soon ceasing. Some 
little time afterwards, a part of the site of the eczema was lacerated with 
an iron nail, but though a piece of skin was toru out, so completely 
had the morbid action in the part been subdued tbat not a symptom 
of eczema showed itself. I saw this patient several times afterwards, 
and T know that quite three or four years subsequently he was still in 
perfect health. It might be urged that these are only lucky escapes ; 
1I1 at oveD if ono person in fifty ran such a risk it would be ground 
enough for dreading to close up old eczema. All I can say is that 
these safe cures are merely instances out of hundreds ; we have 
always some uuder treatment at St. John's, often poor old women 
exhausted with the profuse discharge and irritation, and they can be 
.seen in every stage of euro. Again, I hear it said, " But you don't, 
follow these cases up ; they may be cut off suddenly by a tit of 
apoplexy or some other form of congestion," Possibly, but I have 
■till the consolation of thinking that they might have died in this 
way without once having had eczema. 

Again, if the suppression of eczema were liable to be followed by

, that if a tendency to internal aflrrtinci had already been set 
as, it wonld be aggravated by arresting the eczematoos discharge, and 
that the coming on of sock internal complaint would relieve eczema. 
I unless die patient be aaaailed by some affection, soch as one of tbe 
i which attacks the whole inner organization, eczema is 
not eared under such drenmstaacea, and if it be supplemented by a 
chronic exhausting disorder, such as bronchitis; it will be found that 
as the internal malady grows worse the eczema relapses. Sonv 
ago a poor wearer, suffering under eczema of the leg, came under my 
care. The eczema was cared, and the patient remained well till an 
attack of bronchitis prostrated him at the beginning of winter. Iu 
a very abort time the eczema returned aa bad as before, but without 
in the least relieving the bronchitis, A few years ago an old man of 
the name of Kimberlcy came under my care for eczema of the leg. 
' an interval of quite four years he again applied with the same 
complaint in a severe form in both legs. I questioned him closely, 
and learned that he bad fallen into bad health, that then the eczema 
came on, and that the worse it broke out the worse he grew in other 
eta ; a statement quite borne out by the results of treatment, for 
the eczema disappeared 1 as he improved in health. A poor woman is 
now in attendance at St. John's Hospital, who had previously to last 
winter often been subject to eczema of the ankle; she had twice, 
almost rMOTSrad, when she was prostrated each time with bronchitis, 
iinl then the eczema passed into ulceration. 

I could add many more cases, but I now no longer note them down, 
as 1 have found no evidence on the other side of the question, and to 
heap up facts merely to prove a point of which any one may judgo 
for himself, seems to me pure waste of time. I »hall therefore cou- 
t. ill myself with adducing the evidence of an observer, whose convic- 
tions arc opposed to my own, respecting the connexion between tbe 
healing of another form of internal complaint, and the cure of eczema.

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niarkably (a certain sign that the health was not no good as previously), 
■n occurrence which was followed by a notable exacerbation of the 
eczematous affection." 

I think then we may conclude, that the fear of curing eczema, of 
however long standing it may be and however delicate the health of 
the patient, is founded ueither on proof nor aualogy ; that no known 
agent possesses the power of repelling it ; that we can cure it only by 
means which improve the health at the same time ; and that it ia as 
justifiable to arrest its discharge as that of cholera. 

Ichthyosis. — For simple ichthyosis — a dry, harsh, scaly state of 
the skin — Mr. Startin recommend* bichloride of mercury and arse- 
uious acid, with alkaline baths and lotions containing creosote. An 
instance of the local form of this affection, where it was seated on 
the cheek, is mentioned by the same author as having been success- 
fully treated by blistering with nitric acid and applying arsenical 
paste. The disease was to all appearance cured, but a scar re- 
mained. 1 

Dr. Begbio considers true ichthyosis to be that form in which the 
epidermis is so altered as to resemble the scales of a fish, without any 
increase in the amount of the sebaceous matter. He has found 
arsenic fail in this disease, though in one instance it produced some 
improvement. 2 Mr. Hnnt, on the contrary, has been extremely 
successful with arsenic. Re tolls us, that after the skin has been for 
many years so rough and ragged that it scarcely wore a human look, 
it will become smooth and delicate. In some patients this new state 
has been ]<ermanent, in others the disease has returned. Still, Mr. 
Hunt maintains, we can always give relief. If even we cannot cure 
tli.' ilii-.i.i'deii sre OB ani.'linraU' a, :wi<l ml Least; get rid of those dreadful 
fissures which so torment the patieut. For external use Mr. Hunt 
prefers glycerin, with Fowler's solution diluted with water. 

Dr. Neligan quotes two cases, published by Professor Banks, of 
the scaly form of ichthyosis, which were successfully treated, cod-liver 
oil being used both internally and externally with the aid of vapour 
baths. A flannel dress, thoroughly impregnated with oil, was constantly 
worn next the skin. Dr. Neligan himself employed the following 
plan with great success ; in three cases out of four the recovery was 
permanent. Iodine and iodide of potassium were given in decoction 
of elm-hark, and the affected parts were dressed with an ointment

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containing, at first twenty grains, and after wards a drachm of iodide 
of ]" 'tassiuiu to an ounce of lard and a drachm of glyceriu. Alkaline 
baths, containing a druchiu of carbonate of soda fco ' gallon of water, 
were uned a quarter of an hour before the ointment was rubbed in, 
and the llesl thrush wo* freely employed while the patient was in tbo 
bath. A milk diet was ordered, and calico was worn next the 
skiu. 

In that form of the disease which Mr. Wilson considers the U-ne 
ichthyosis or xeroderma ichthyoides, whore there is general dryness 
and roughuetts of the skin, with prominence of the follicles, from 
their beiug filled up with dry, hard secretion, a breaking up of the 
epidermis on the lines of motion, with often a yellowish-grey colour 
of the skin, he recommends cod-liver oil and arsenic; Donovan's 
solution ; frictions with fresh and sweet neat'a-f'oot, oil ; brisk rubbiug 
with the iiuli.ni Basil glove or keesah ; a tepid soap bath once or 
twice a week, and the spouge bath as often. Crotou oil or ammonia 
may be employed in the form of friction. Sulphur and potass were 
given with great benefit in one case. The prognosis ia favourable ; 
if we ouuuot cure the coniplaiut, we can restore the patient to 
tolerable health and cuuifort. 

The sebaceous variety is, when the patient will give us fair phiy, 
not such a formidable affair. Warm baths, frictions, bichloride of 
mercury in emulsion of bitter almonds, with laxative medicines, are 
recommended by some authors, In the section on eczema I have 
stilled, while referring to the two cases so ably and lucidly related by 
Dr. Ogle, my reasons for believing that this coniplaiut is one of the 
degenerations of eczema to be met with steel and arsenic. For- 
tunately ouough for humanity, it is so rare that few men have had 

extensive experience as to the i llccts of treatment n j ■■ -i i a. 

In the spinous or warty form, Mr. Wilson advises that the skin 
should be softened with warm alkaliue washes and baths, and then 
stimulated with a lotion, such as the crotou lotion, containing a 
dmchui of tincture of croton to the half-pint. Constitutional remedies 
may be tried, aud both Fowler's and Donovau's solutions will be found 
valuable. Die advises also a course of liquor potassie in decoction of 
wnaparillAi Willan and Elliotsou have both recommended pitch to 
the extent of half an ounce daily. I have had no experience of it in 
this rare disorder, of which indeed I have only treated one well- 
marked case ; but from what I have seen of its action in other 0001 
plaints, I should uot expect any great efiecta fron it. hi the i 
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speak of, the patient was a boy of thirteen or fourteen ; there were 
several complete ridges of long and not very hard spinas. I soon lont 
k1:;1iI of him, and I believe lie underwent, no improvement. 

Scarlatina. — If I were asked to name a disease which would show 
the discrepancy bet%veen facte and teaching, between the stern irre- 
fatable evidence in the returns of the Registrar- General, and the 
inferences which flow from reading the sottled deliberate opinions of 
those who ought to know most about the matter, I would namo 
scarlatina. For mauy years, plans of treatment have been before the 
world which, 80 can judge, ought to have almost as effectually 

defeated the inroads of this malndy us vaccination has defeated small- 
DOX , yet week after week and year by year this relentless BOOUrge 
BWMpS. away its victims, not by huudreds but by thousands. There 
must be something Btrangcly wrong in a system which presents such 
a sad and startling contradict iuti as this, 

Lung ago I endeavoured to bring under tin 1 notice of the profession 
u mode of treatment which had proved very successful in Germany, 
but the attempt met with no response except from Mr. Erasmus 
i), Dr. Eoutli. the late Dr. Snow, and one or two others. It 
consists iu daily rnbbiug with hot fat or lard, and the manner in which 
it checks and quells the violence of the disorder is, if the accounts 
given be true, most extraordinary. Death is a rare result ; the patient 
never takes cold ; dropsical symptoms are almost unknown, no infection 
is given, because the sources of it are mechanically closed, the distressing 
heat nnd irritation of the skin are abated, and, according to Dr. 
liouth, the pulse will fall thirty beats in throe hours. 

All that needs to be done is to rub the patient over from head to 
foot with fat ; lard, or fat bacon is the best material, and the salt 
should be removed as far as possible. The rubbing is to be done 
once at least, twice if thought proper, in the twenty-four hour*. 
No harm can come from rubbing iu too much ; a great dual may 
ensue from rubbing iu too little. The patient wants no washing, 
may wear the same cloth'? nil the time, nnd requires little medicine 
and no precautions beyond those which common observation would 
direct.

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only for its curative but its preventive powers in scarlatiua. SoOM 
of (he german physicians seem to think it is the bout n niody in use; 
one of them goes so far as to say that it may he considered as effective 
against scarlatina as vaccinia is against small-pox. Even supposing 
this view to be overdrawn, enough still remains to show that bella- 
donna does exert a most powerful control over scarlatina, and that 
there is every reason to believe, if it were freely and judiciously used 
at the outbreak of an epidemic, the number of fatal or even serious 
cases would be materially diminished. 

It may be given in the form of extract dissolved in water, 
sweetened and flavoured with orange, cinnamon, or nutmeg ; about 
three grainB of the extract to an ounce of fluid are perhaps the best 
|uo]>ortions. Of this solution two or three drops may be given to 
an infant under a year old twice a day, three or four drops to a child 
between one and two years old, and from this time of life a drop may 
be added for each succeeding year. 

These, then, are the remedies which the experience of very suc- 
cessful practitioners warrants us in selecting as the most reliable — 
Cold bathing, rubbing with fat, ammonia and belladonna. They are 
few, but potent, and all the more valuable because they are few. All 
the other means, such as gargles, aperients, Jsc, are only auxiliaries 
for the use of which no general rule can be laid down, but which the 
experience of everyone capable of profiting by experience will teach 
him how to use. We have the high authority of Dr. Watson, that a 
weak solution of common snlt is a great improvement upon tho old 
capsicum gargle ; it may also in suitable cases be injected by the 
nontrils, and its effects, when used in thin way, are said to bo most 
gratifying. I have never employed it in scarlatiua, but in painful, 
irritated states of the throat, attended with great secretion of mucus, 
I have often prescribed hot gargles containing a tablespoonful of com- 
mon salt to eight ounces of water, and I have great pleasure in 
recording my testimony in favour of this method. 

Roseola. — This complaint does not generally call for active inter- 
ference ; its treatment is that of any mild attack of feverishness, a 
febrifuge, containing some liquor ammonia? acetatisaud spirit of nitric 
ether, with a brisk aperient, being generally sufficient. Often 1 1 1 <_■ belt 
febrifuge is simple unsweetened lemonade drunk ml libitum. The 
aperient may consist of a mild pill, and two or three teaspoon fill:; of 
grauulated citrate of magnesia. It is seldom Decennary to continue 
the use of such remedies more than two or three days, immediately 
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after which » vegetable tooic nsay be given with some mineral acid. 
such as the dilate nitric or aromatic sulphuric arid ; or a gram of 
.-, with fiva nuuw of dilate sulphuric acid and half u drnchin 
of compound tincture of cardamoms, may be taken three times a day. 
A favourite prescription of Mr. Wilson's seems to be sulphate of 
magnesia with quinine and infusion of rosea. In some instances I 
think it would be an improvement to prescribe the magnesia sepa- 
rately, in the form of citrate or heavy calcined magnesia, and the 
qoiniae and infusion of ros*« together. 

In severe chronic cases of roseola Mr. St&rtin gives calomel and 
opium at bedtime, and brisk saline aperients, containing tartar emetic 
.-.ml li |uor potass* and eokhkuui. It is almost needless to say that 
when roseola occurs as ■ m on of dentition, lencorrhcoa, 

chlorosis, rheumatism, &c., these affections must bo carefully seen to. 
In children suffering from their teeth the gums may at onco be 
lanced, and rheumatism may be assailed with iodide of poUssium aud 
colchicam ; bat where the functions of the womb are disturbed, it is 
as well, perhaps, to subdue the roseola first, and then give andi 
attention to the uterine disorder. 

To relieve the uneasiness of the skiu, the itching and tingling, 
the surface may be freely bathed with a lotion containing equal 
parts of liquor ammonia? acetatis and camphor mixture. Emulsion

These may be followed, when there is much mireini;i, by 
small doses of alo'iu und strj'ohiiia iu a pill, and a steady course of 
steel. Mr. Wilson say a, " I have derived the greatest amount of 
success in the treatment of chrouic urticaria from the use of warm 
aloetic purgatives, combined with the citrate of iron or nitro-muriatic 
acid iu a bitter infusion or tincture, and afterwards followed by 
arsenic." 3. The state of the digestion must be sedulouxly inquired 
into, and if anything transpire which leads to the suspicion that it is 
at faulty every eflbrt must bo made to Bet it right. Alkaline remedies, 
aud those suited to painful digestion or gastralgia, seem most adapted 
to the casu. Mr. Wilson speaks very highly of bismuth and oxide of 
silver ; he gives as much as a grain of the latter at a dose, a quarter 
of an hour before meals. Sir Benjamin Brodie told me that nothing 
answered so well in his hands as the caustic alkali. Mr. Startio, in 
obstinate cases, bleeds and gives iodide of potassium and colchicum. 
4. If there be any tendency to gout, colchicum may be given, and 
here I may say, that 1 have found no plan answer so well as that 
of .Sir Everard Ilome. He used to keep the colchicum wine iu Urge 
bottles, so that all the mucilage fell to the bottom, and of the aleax 
llnid above he gave drachm doses in an ounce of water. 1 This plan I 
have followed for many years, and have never seen these large doses 
bring on either vomiting or purging, except now and then to a very 
trifling extent. If rheumatism be present, iodide of poteflshim and 
biniodide of mercury may be given along with colchicum. !). When 
urticaria assumes an intermittent form, quinine or bark is called for. 
Many practitioners indeed give quinine in nil casus. Dr. Frazer 
prescribe* quinine before meals, and trisnitrate of bismuth after. 
6. In obstinate cases no remedy appears to answer like arsenic. Mr. 
WiUon gives it, and Cazenavc, who liko Bazin takes a very gl 
view of inveterate urticaria, mentions a case of tuberose D 
which had lasted four years and was cured by the uso of 
solution. Mr. Startiu uses itulon^ with Urge doses of liquor potastaj, 
and Mr. Hunt turns to it iu obstinate oases. My own opinion is 
decidedly in its favour. When urticaria occurs in B gouty habit of 
body — for such I understand the aaldotlt orthritique of Dr. Baziu to 
be, — this geutlemau, in obstinate caste, recommends a course of mineral 
waters, such as those of Vichy, Ems, and Wiesbaden. 
Dr. Neligan does not take by any means a glouiuy vi 
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the most obstinate forms — the evanida and tnbcrona. ChalyU-ales and 
opiates combined will always overcome the former. The tubercular 
form may require a course of arsenic as well. Dr. Neligan's favourite 
formula was the compound iron mixture iu doses of two ounces 
every morning, or twenty minims of the tincture of the aesqoi- 
chloride in infusion of quassia three time* a day, or two ounces of 
Bewley's aqua chary beats twice a day ; he also gave eight to twelve 
grains of Dover's jowder every night. 

Mr. Wilson sneaks favourably of the power of chloroform and 
laudanum, and soap liniment, in quelling the itching and tingling 
which no lianua many of these patients, but his chief reliance is ujion 
a lotion of bichloride of mercury, nearly a grain to an ounce. 1 Dr. 
Neligan employed with good effect an alkaline spirituous wash, con- 
taining half a drachm of carbonate of potass and half an ounce of 
spirit in eleven ounces and a half of elder-flower water; another 
favourite remedy was the chloroform ointment recommended for 
lichen. Dr. Frazer says, great relief is given by the use of a lottoi 
made of equal parts of glycerin and liquor plumbi, or of these with 
the anuie amount of laurel water. 2 During wider the hot bath should 
be used once or twice every week, and very frequently during summer 
warm sponging affords more relief than any form of cold bathing, 
though, occasionally, strong persona find benefit in very hot relaxing 
weather from the use of the shower-bath. 

Diet is considered to play a great part in urticaria. Some writers 
believe that if we are vigilant enough we may alwayB trace it to sonic 
noxious article of food. Mr. Wilson mentions a case where even 
sugar was banished with advantage to the patient, and I had under 
my care a strong-looking man in whom a minute dose of opium, 
henbunc, mercury, or antimony at once produced the most violent 
urticaria I ever saw; he was always quite unfit to work for eight or 
ten days. But I apprehend these cases are very rare, and that in by 
far the greater number of instances the influence of diet is not 
greater than in other diseases of the skin. Dr. Willan was obliged 
to admit that " iu some cases a total alteration of diet did not produce 
the least alleviation of the complaint," 3 and Mr. Hunt says that dis- 
order of the digestive organs is seldom the cause of this affection.

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Often, ton, where some particular agent brings on nettle-rash, as nuts 
do for instance with some persons, abstiueuce alone will only do with 
those who have an inborn inability to support them ; where this 
tendency has been suddenly acquired, it is the disordered state of the 
health that we must look to. I was consulted in the case of a gentle- 
man who suffered most severely from urticaria, principally in the 
face, and who attributed it to eating walnuts. On cross-examination 
it came out that he had previously oaten nuts enough with impunity, 
and that lately he had fallen into bad health, chiefly from great con- 
finement to business, and anxiety ; I therefore gave it as my opinion 
that the nuts had nothing to do with the matter, and that, though it 
would be prudent to abstain, yet that it was not really of much con- 
sequence, aud that if he took plant? of fresh meat and good vegetables 
with boor, and went out for a ride every day, he might eat as many 
nuts as he liked. The result proved that this view was right, for ho 
got quite well, though he laid no particular restraint upon himself. 

Exorcise in the open air — not mere walking, but active exercise, 
particularly in compauy, is of much more consequence. Many of 
these patients lead very monotonous lives, and it is very diilicult to 
get them to shako off their habits; but they must do so, or seo the 
complaint endure. 

Pukpuba. — Simple purpura alone belongs to our subject, the 
hemorrhagic form being within the domain of general diseases. It 
is for the most part so easily dealt with, that I suppose it would be 
difficult to find a complaint requiring less skill. Dilute sulphuric 
acid with sulphate of magnesia and quinine given in such doses as 
the age of the patient and the state of the bowels require, will, I 
believe, fulfil all that is required at the hands of the practitioner. 
Subsequently a short course of arsenic may be given in obstinate 
cases. Whatever may have been the experience of those who recom- 
mend bleeding ami lowering means, I can safely say that I never 
saw a case in which there was not great debility in somo form or 
other. Claret, when it can be procured, generally agrees very well 
with thci-c patients. 

Erythema. — The treatment of this complaint, when mild, is so 
simple that it scarcely requires anything beyond mere domestic 
remedies ; when severo, the rules may be very well merged in those 
for eczema. I shall therefore content myself with a few general 
remarks 

Tonics are generally called for in the more severe cases, because the

•a sudden falling of the hair. Ho recommends for it water dressing 
aud poultices with the same course of ointments as are used in the 

ter stages of eczema — that is to say, 6rst benzoated zinc ointment, 
aud then the red precipitate ointment well diluted with some mild 
cerate or lard. The internal treatment is precisely that of any 
inflammation of weakness ; iron aud quiuiue, and iu chronic cases 
arsenic 

Erysipelas. — To judge by the number of remedies advised for this 
complaint, there ought to be no difficulty iu curing it, whatever form 
it may put on ; iu the storerooms of surgery there seems to be a 
salve for every wouud of this kind at least. Long ago I tried to 
draw attention to this fact, and remarked that here was a disease of 
almost uniform course and symptoms, a pure inflammation, treated 
by surgeons of great eminence on the most opposite principles aud 
yet with much the same success, proving that on one side or the 
other there must be something strangely and radically wrong in the 
theory of the disease ; for if six men found, each, a different system upou 
the same symptoms — if it be considered by one an excess of strength 
and another a loss of strength, by one a spasm and another a plethora ; 
and if such opposite means as the knife and lancet in the hands of 
one uiati, black draught, calomel, antimony, and starvation under the 
care of another, lead yet to the same goal as wine, bark, aud am- 
monia when given by those who hold the heat, pain, and throbbing to 
be only so many signs of prostration, the irregular action of weakness — 
then I think it is pretty clear that at least five theories out of six 
must bo wrong. How are we to decide here, aud by what mysterious 
process of induction are we to evolve some stable theory of treatment 
out of positious and statements so conflicting ? or has internal treat- 
ment, as Hebra saw reason to believe, no control over the course of 
erysipelas? I confess that I see no solution of the problem except 
that disorder arises from misdirected flow of vital power to the 
affected part, and that a remedy acts by attracting it back to its 
natural seat. Therefore the most opposite things may be equally 
good remedies, when they possess a power in common of attracting 
abnormally directed vital power to the nearest, or most attainable, 
natural seat of such power. 

Some years ago Dr. Balfour called attention to the great power 
tincture of sesqui-chloride of iron exerts over erysipelas. 1 I believe

Hi-:i!i-KS.— Zoster i.s the only variety of this affection which requires 
mora tbun a mere passing notice, and all that is really required for it 
is generally to be summed up in a few words ; a mild aperient or 
febrifuge may be prescribed, and rrrri/ vttiaU should !«: prihrd inl/i 
a tuedU so soon as it heyvnt to j>H witkemtm, and the fluid should 
1 »' removed by sponging gently with warm water. The siu-face may then 
be bathed with a Goulard lotion containing three or four drachms of 
the liquor plumbi to the eight ounces, and at night a mild ointment 
like elder-flower ointment, or cold cream, may be applied. When the 
pain is severe a sedative may be prescribed. Mr. Wilson here 
recommends colchicum and iodide of potassium followed by quinine, 
and has seen tincture of aconite rubbed into the port relieve the 
pain, while in other cases it has failed. Dr, Jenner ' recommends 
belladonna for the pain remaining after the lierjiea, and Biirensprnug 
blisters near the spine and prescribes the cudormifl use of morphia, 
I have never found it requisite to use any of these medicines. If 
arsenic be given, the pain will always, I believe, yield immediately — 
a statement borue out by the experience of Bszin, who gives 1 ' two 
cases promptly cured by arsenic, in one of which the pain had 
resisted all treatment for three mouths, and in another had lastod six 
years. 

In the days when humoral pathology was iu the ascendant, n 

looked upon the vesicles ns an effort of nature to relievo the system 
of some poison, and to further this purpose the older surgeon.-,, who 
of Course could do better than nature, used to cut the loose skin of 
the vesicles away and cover the raw surface with red nitrate of 
mercury. This caused no slight amount of torture, but then it was 
teeundwm arlem; it was supported by theory, without which the 
world could not stand, and though it did not promote the patient's 
recovery, it established a principle which was of more consequence. 

Ilerpcs of the prepuce rarely demands more than water dressing, 
and herpes of the Up generally only requires to be let alone or treated 
with camphor cake or cold cream. 

Pemphigus. — I believe it !b pretty generally admitted that the 
treatment of pemphigus should be tenia For the complaint, when 
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it occurs in children, I have found steel answer Terr well. Mr. 
Wilson considers iodide of potassium a valuable remedy in pemphigus. 
Mr. Startin employs quinine, bark, mineral acids, and vegetable 
bitters. Chlorate of potass often proves very serviceable, especially 
in the gangrenous form. The state of the bowels, particularly in elderly 
persons, mast be very closely inquired into. Restlessness and pain 
require to be met at once by opiates. Mr. Startin seems to consider 
the chronic form (pemphigus diutinos) as incurable. 

For external use moat writers have advised the warm hath. 
Mr. Wilson recommends spermaceti ointment with peruvian balsam, 
diluted tar ointment, or ointment of nitrate of silver ; excoriated 
surfaces to be dusted with oxide of zinc or starch powder. In the 
epidemic gangrenous form, Dr. Stokes speaks very favourably of the 
scrofularia nodosa ; the ointment is to be as strongly impregnated 
with green matter as it is possible to make it* It is laid on with a 
brush every six hours. Dr. Stokes also recommends carrot poultiuirs 
fthtttt there is swelling of the surrounding parts. 

Rupia. — When this complaint is uot syphilitic the same treatment 
may be adopted as for severe pemphigus : mineral acids, bark, and 
opium. When there is a tendency to sinking, ammonia and wine 
may be given ; yellow wash and red nitrate of mercury oiutmeut 
seem about the best applications. 

Impbmioo. — The treatment of the milder forms of this complaint 
need not differ from that of any simple inflammation of the slciu, 
such aa zoster, for example ; mild febrifuge medicines and aperients, 
followed by mineral acids and quinine with iron wheu there is much 
debility ; soothing lotions and zinc ointment are generally all that ia 
rcquixite. / would fulvixc evrri/ pristuk- to be pricked a* sown as 
jitmiribh. When the iullumuiatiou is very severe, the application of 
linen dipped in melted siuit often affords relief; according to Bate- 
man, it can be borne when no other greasy substance is tolerated.' 
If however irritation be very groat, sedatives should also be given, Mr. 
Wilson says that if the surface be too sensitive to bear even the ziuo 
ointment, it may be pencilled with solution of nitrate of silver, two 
grains up to six grains to an ounce ; he recommends for the same 
purpose the use of a liniment of olive oil and lime water, alone or 
with liquor plumbi or .sedative solution of opium ; after using it the 
surface should be covered with cotton wooL 
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Mr. Startiu separatee impetigo from porrigo on the ground that 
impetigo lends to ulcerate while porrigo does not. Hia treatment of 
impetigo figurata is simple ablution with gruel, mucilage, yolk of egg 
thinned down with water, or decoction of linscod; after this biuiodidc 
of mercury ointment, and, later on, creosote ointment are used an 
dressing*. Internally he gives arseuiate of potass, and where there is 
great acidity of the stomach, liquor potass*. For impetigo sparsa, 
iodide of potassium with colohiouin wine and arseuiate of potass, 
followed by a course of liquor potassrc and mild mercurial alteratives. 
When there is great irritation lie gives laudanum, and for great 
weakness vegetable bitters and aromatics, persulphate of iron and 
dilute sidphuric acid, following them up also with arseuiate of potass 
and liquor potasste. His external treatmeut of this variety is hot baths, 
creosote ointment, and biuiodide of morcury ointment. In a case of 
impetigo rodens Mr. Startiu gave persulphate of iron and hydriodic 
add : the most benefit however seemed to arise from applying a 
solution of nitrate of mercury in water ; equal parts of salt and fluid 
being used. 

Certain forms of impetigo have attracted attention on account of their 
supposed contagious nature. One of these is that complaint dc:-eribcd 
as a form of favus, beginning with an eruption of straw-coloured 
patches, aud ending in the formation of true favous crusts; a complaint 
I have never seen and about which the accounts are not quite clear. 
If it run the course just described, I fancy its true place is with 
impetigo. Another is the porrigo scutulata or true pustular ring- 
worm of the scalp, beginning with clusters of small light-yellow 
pustules, which break and form thin scabs over each patch, the skin 
underneath being red and shining. This form is thought by Bateman' 
and many others to be decidedly contagious ; I have not been able to 
soe any proof of its contagious nature. 

Thi:', variety has been considered to approach so closely to favus 
and those obstinate forms of cczoiua, <fcc., which in children are often 
accompanied by great disturbance of the nutrition, sour breath, eruc- 
tations, wasting, diarrhcea, aud other signs of cachexia being at baud, 
as to require some special remedies. These are — 1. Cod-liver oil. 
2. Mercury in conjuuetiou with some antacid, as soda or chalk. 
8, Sulphur, which often proves peculiarly beneficial in this complaint.. 
4. To follow these, n long course of arsenic. For any of these

Th. i iiisojr-.- .i(tii..ks pale, flabby children , • i iit, darkness, and low 
tiring favour its development. H may however attack any persou, 
as it seems to be highly coutagion*. Dr. Fox mentions cases com- 
municated by a bite or scratch, ifcc. Tin- l'..n um of a woman wae 
inoculated, and in twelve hours the edges of the wound bad become 
red, Swollen, and itching. The day afti : blush was seeu, and 

the centre rose to a little red point ; in forty -eight hours it had the 
appearanco of a small yellowish head. On the third and fourth 
days there was a well-marked areola ; then it began to dry, and the 
centre, previously sunk in, puckered together, a littlo oozing t. 
place from beneath one edge. The spot was between the size of a 
shilling and a sixpence ; the part* around felt hot and stifE The 
rest of the course run by the disease was the same as in other cases. 
The disease is not parasitic.

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With such facta as then before our eyes, it becomes our duty to 
guard in ovory way against the chances of inoculation in all cases 
of this kind, and as extra precautions MB do DO hiinn, Lut on the 
contrary way lead parents to tnke more care than they would other 
wise do, it would be just as well to inculcate them in other cases 
of impetigo. 

Ecthyma is generally a very manageable disease, and I don't know 
that there is anything to separate its treatment from that of im- 
petigo. For the lurid form, where the pustules are livid aud seated 
on a hard base, a complaint seen principally in persons of advanced 
age, w holla', u lived iutewperately and often drunk much and eaten 
little, Batcman recommends opiates and the warm bath, with a 
liberal use of bark. Mr. Wilson's favourite tonic in ecthyma seems 
to be nitro-murialio acid and gentian ; arsenic, he thinks, is rarely 
allied for. I have seldom found it necessary to give more than 
sulphate of iron in combination with sulphate of magnolia ; aloes 
and myrrh may also be given in pills. 

In the Medical Circular for September 7, 18G4, the reader will 
find the particulars of throe cases of what may be called vesicular 
ecthyma, if the reader will pardon me for using a loose nomenclature 
in preference to inventing a new name. I have long felt satisfied of 
the existence of this form of disease, though I am not awaro that 
any author has described it. All the cases yielded rapidly to 1 1 1 <• 
use of the acid solution of iron and mild aperients with zinc oint- 
ment, followed by ointment of the nitric oxide of mercury. 

Scabies. — Many surgeons consider internal means thrown away in 
the treatment of this complaint, but thin belief i.i not shared by IOBU 
of the most experienced jn'actitioners. No doubt in theory the 
former are right ; if we could apply sulphur properly, medicines 
would bo rarely, if ever, called for ; but this is just the very thing 
«« cannot always do, and therefore the iuternal use of sulphur be 
eemee an abeolate necessity. Common brimstone and treacle answers 
very well with children. For adults, I employ a watery infhoOIl of 
sulphur, made by pouriDg a gallon of boiling water on an ounce of 
sulphur; to eight ounces of this an ounce oi sulphate of magn e sia 

and two drachms of uilrate of potass are addeil ; two tablespootifuls 
are given once OT twice • day. Mr. Wilson gives teu to thirty grains 
of sublimed sulphur internally ; aud Mr Suuiin gives an acidulated 
saline aperient Hardy frankly admits that the means used it

. l.ouLt do not always procure immediate relief to the itching, 
while most (overt pain is cnnsed by them. 

No external remedy seems to have stood its ground like sulphur. 
I believe no remedy yet tried can be so thoroughly relied on. Mr. 
Wilson prescribe* the iitmeut, considering tlie compound 

ointment far too strong ; indeed it is too strong for delicate women 
Mid i -liililri-n, but 1 prefer it for grown persona of the lower classes. 
When the colour and smell of the ointment are objected to, a little 
vermilion and spirit of lavender will remove both. Broken vesica- 
tions and ulcerations should be covered with zinc ointment melted 
down and dropped in, and the simple sulphur ointment applied round 
the edges. For large ecthymatous pustules, Dr. McCall Anderson ' 
recommends warm baths with a couple of haudfuls of potato starch 
put into each bath. Before beginning, tho patient should be soaped 
all over, and then washed with hot water. At St. Louis, the patient 
is first rubbed all over with black soap, then plunged tor half-aii-hour 
into a simple bath, and finally rubbed all over with an ointment ci im- 
posed of one part of carbonate of potass, two of sulphur, and twelve 
of lard. This ointment is kept on till uext day, and thus serves to 
diaiofaot the clothes. 2 

In a discussion which followed the reading of a paper by Mr. 
Hunt, before the Epidemiological Society, Mr. Harris said he was in 
the habit of using the following preparation : — Two pounds of sulphur 
and one pound of quick-lime are boiled in three pounds of water for 
au hour, or till a green colour is produced ; the fluid is then strnined 
and ;i little salt or sulphuric acid is added. This fluid is rubbed in 
with a bit of spouge or lint for ten minutes just before going to bed. It 
is said to cure the vesicular form of scabies in two days aud the pus- 
tular in tour days, and has the advantage of not making any mess. 
Dr. Belcher was, T believe, the first to advocate this plan, and Dr. 
Frazer has found it highly successful, lie directs one part of quick- 
lime, two of sulphur, and ten of water to be boiled together, con- 
stantly stirring the mixture with a picco of wood ; a penta-sulphide 
of calcium is thus obtained. This fluid ia rubbed in for half-an-hour 
with a sponge, a warm bath being first given ; " a second bath removes 
the stain left by the friction and leaves the patient quite cured." 
Hebra attributes the discovery of this mode to Vlemingkx, of Brus>

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Bait, who, however, uses a very much weaker solution. Ilcbra enter- 
tain! % v iv high opinion of ils value, but first of all directs the 
patient to be rubbed over with potass soup (Schi l>y im-.n: < 

of a cloth, for half-an-hour, then to l>e left for hulf-an-hour in a bath, 
next rubbed for half-nn-hour with decoction of sulphur and lime. 
The last half-hour is then spent in the bath, and the cure is com- 
plete. The artificial eczema, which in some oases follows itch, is to 
be treated with caustic soap, salves, and preparations of tar : excoria- 
tions and ecthyma with cold dressings, wet linen, lukewarm or OoU 
baths ; but it is not to be concealed that the healii.g of some of these 
cases is a wearisome process. 

M - Bazin prefers camomile to sulphur. lie directs fresh caino- 
uiile- flowers, lard, and olive oil to be heated in a sand bath ; this 
ointment speedily cures scabies, so it is said do stavesacre, iodide of 
potassium, die., but I doubt if any of them will ever supersede sulphur. 
Benzine is said to effect the destruction of the acarus in a few minutes. ' 
McCall Anderson recommends ladies to use sulphur soap which ia so 
mated U to conceal the smell of the sulphur. 

The clothes should be well fumigated. The beet plan I know of is 
to turn them inside out and hang thviu across a cord in a room ; a 
little chlorate of potass is theu put into an old saucer, an iron one if 
possible, half a drachm or ao of phosphorus is added, aud both aro 
covered, except at one spot, with a thick coat of unwashed sulphur ; 
the mixture is now fired, by touching the phosphorus and potass with 
a red-hot iron or match. Every person must of course leave the 
room, as it quickly becomes filled with a cloud of sulphurous fumes. 
If by chance there be any bugs in the room, this process will give 
them nn effectual quietus. Mr. Wilson advises that the clothes 
not in use should be sprinkled with sulphur and shut up m a 
drawer ; also that sulphur should be strewed upon the bed. As a 
good smoking with brimstone does the work so very effectually I 
strongly recommend it. Those who are near enough to one of the 
public baths can generally have clothes fumigated there. 

Scabies is no longer a disease of dirt nud poverty, a denizen only 
of filthy lodging-houses : it has made its way into the comfortable 
homes of the upper and middle classes. Mr. Wilson 2 says it has 
been spreading in this direction ever since the Crimean war, aud his 
practice exhibits the startling number of thirty-seven cases of itch

even binted at. Mr. Gay informs me that it is largely on the 
increase among 1 1 ■ - - middle classes, and if there be any peculiarity 
iu the eruption of the present day, it is that tbi eruption jb more 
;;ij iiiT.illy diffused over the body, and less noticeable on the fingers. 

M0LLU8CUM. — Batcman has seen amnio produce a general diminu- 
tion of the tubercles, both in number and size, and the experience of 
other surgeons has confirmed his statement. I have seen little of its 
notion in this complaint, the great majority of the cases I have ti> 
having occurred iu children, in whom molluscnni -yields easily to the 
use of steel wine. In one case, in a child, the growths began to fall 
oft' rapidly at the end of five or six weeks after the steel had been 
commenced with. In another case, the saccharated carbonate of iron 
began to cause a falling off in about the same time ; tho others were 
rather longer before any marked cbauge appeared, but all were bene- 
fited if not cured, though no other means whatever were used. 

Many surgeons snip them off, especially when they occur in adults J 
but, unless they are large, I would feel disposed to try the steel first. 

rjOKBDOMXB (Grabs} — VI hen the BgbMeoai Mention ii 1 imply dried 
up ;iiid hardened, with a black spot in the centre, brisk friction of 
the skin, even to the extent of bringing on reduces and BQfftBI ■• : , 
should be sedulously practised. The face should always be washed 
with very hot water. Bichloride of mercury in a lotiou, a grata to 
an ounce, may also be applied to them, and the hypochloride of 
sulphur ointment may be used at uight. In a great number of e 
hnv.-vor, the disease is obstinate, and tho same treatment will be 
required us for simple acne. Indeed some writers consider it to be 
a form of acne. Hardy seems to thiuk highly of tho protiodidc of 
mercury in ointment, one gramme to thirty of lard. 

Acne, especially in the severe chronic form whiob assails the face 
in persons of middle age, has become almost a reproach to surgery. 
The acne of young persons is vebotj enough ; nay, according 

to some surgeons, it in more obstinate in them than when it assumes 
the rosaceous form of after-life, an opinion to which I rather incliua 
myself. Leaving this point, however, out of sight, as a question quite 
merged in tliat of the gemml severity of the malady, T proceed to tho 

treatment) dividing acne into the only two forma which l think 

ought to be retained— the simpl--, and Bed ft* 
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Simvle Acne. — The Blighter cases of thin foi m of ili.-iorder in young 
persons require little more than using 110 soap and washing iu liot 
water instead of cold. If somewhat more severe, the apots tuny be 
bathed ouce or twice a day with a weak Goulard wash — half a drachm, 
or a drachm, of the solution of the diacetato to four ounces of camphor 
mixture or rose-water, or half a drachm of the oxide of bismuth in the 
aame quantity of rose or elder-flower water. 

Still moro severe cases naturally require more energetic treatment. 
Dr. Neligan, whose admirable work ought to be in the hunds of every 
one desirous of thoroughly mastering the therapeutics of these com- 
plaints, recommends salines in this form of the disorder; and certainly 
when the tongue is foul, when the bowels arc constipated, and the 
stools tenacious aud adhering, nothing can be more suitable than these 
medicines. Sulphate of soda or niaguesia, with a little nitrate of 
potass, may be given with or without some bitter aromatic infusion, 
such as that of serpeutaria, until these symptoms are thoroughly 
subdued. However slight may bo the signs of improvement which 
follow the first use of these medicines, I feel little hesitation in 
recommending their steady contiuuance, along with some of the 
aperient pilla already recommended. I am the more particular in 
Haying this, because I believe that in the treatment of skin diseases 
the rock always ahead is the slow progress made at first, aud that it is 
most necessary, having once traced out mentally the path to be taken, 
to keep rigidly to it, unless some new feature should arise. At, the 
same time it is to be quite understood that bad cases of acne are 
rarely cured by salines alone ; it is the preparatory step which they 
form, and a most valuable one it often is. 

Takiug all things together, I should say that the first stage of treat- 
ment of acne need not differ materially from the same stage of treatment 
1<ir eczema: perhaps a more free use may bo made of such salts as 
sulphate of potass or soda, and the use of them may be continue! for 
a longer time in acne, say a month or 80, whereas iu eczema it in 
rarely requisite to keep tlicm up nioro than a week or two. But the 
difference is more iu time and degree than in character. 

After salines or aperients I would advise a course of steel. 
Perhaps the tincture of Hosqui-chlorido aud the steel mixture of the 
London pharmacopoeia are the best preparations for this purpose, aud 
a full doau of one of these may be givon two or three times daily for 
six or eight weeks. If any constipation OHM from the DM of the 

n-on. .01 aperient may be given. For thii three tngredieab 
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seem to be requisite : first, alors in tlic form of ololn, or in perfect 
solution, so that it may not iriitate the lower part of tbe great gut ; 
secondly, a minute quautity of mercury to act gently upon the liver; 
jui'.l thirdly, a powerful aromatic, such as myrrh, sagapeuutu or 
tida; the aperient in addition may consist of almost any mild 
purgative pill or extract. Dr. Frazer says that, when eminena- 
gogucs arc required, the oil of savin, in doses of one drop three times 
a day, is a very valuable remedy in this eruption. 

But iti cases where there is no particular weakness or unhealthy 
state of the blood, no chlorosis or defective menstruation ; where 
dyspepsia or acidity of the stomach prevails, or where steel induces 
ncidity, headache, giddiness, and pain in the bowels, so as eutirely to 
deprive us of any fair chance of obtaining benefit from it — then I 
think it will generally be found that nu alkali does more for the 
patient. Perhaps it would be difficult to find a more suitable form 
than liquor potassoj in doses of thirty to forty minims twice a day 
in a tumbler of milk ; Dr. Underwood recommends the carbonate 
(bicarbonate) of potass iu punctiform acne. As an aperient calcined 
magnesia may be prescribed along with the potass ; about half a. 
teaspoonful to a teaspoon ful of the heavy calcined is generally enough ; 
it also may be token in milk and before breakfast ; au aperient 
pill may when necessary be taken at bedtime. 

Mr. Hunt seems to think time and money too are simply wasted 
upon such means ; he turns at ooce to arsenic, aud appeals to success 
as the best test iu such matters. I am not in any way inclined to 
dispute the accuracy of Mr. Hunt's judgment as to the value of this 
powerful medicine iu acne, but after a fair trial of both plans — that 
of giving RMaiO at once, as Mr. Hunt recommends, and that of 
giving it as I have just mentioned, after salines and steel — I certainly 
give tbe preference to the latter. So far as my cx|ierienoo goes, the 
patient generally bears arsenic better, and never worse, after a course 
of steel and salines. Arsenio too will not set right the disorder of 
the menstrual function under which so many of these patients suffer. 
There arc some few cases in which there is no visible derangement of 
tlio health, and in these arsenic may be begun with immediately. 

Some writers have thought very highly of acids, sulphur, and 
antimony in this affection. I believe that when the appetite is at 
fault aud the liver sluggish, a short OOUTM of the acid is very likely 
to be of service. Dr. Willan used to give the old oxyniuriatic acid 
in this complaint, doubtless from having observed some of these 
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very effects. In the more indurated forms antimony and sulphur 
may be given with or without carbonate of soda. Batenian used to 
give them with the soda. 

External means are not much required in this form of acne ; 
generally, I believe, very hot water is the best. No harm, however, 
can arise from using the white precipitate or calomel oiutment at 
night, and sometimes benefit flows from their use. M. Cazeuav.? 
speaks highly of frictions with iodide of sulphur in indurated acne or 
stone pock, and 1 believe the experience of several other practitiouem 
confirms his views. M. Cazenave prescribes the iodide in the pro- 
portion of fifteen up to twenty-four grains to an ounoo of lard. Dr. 
Burgess recommends the bioyanuret of mercury lotion, two grains of 
the salt to an ounce of distilled water. This he employs in conjunc- 
tion with bichloride of mercury and iodide of potassium internally, 
in the proportions of a sixth of a grain of the mercury and ton 
grains of the iodide, three times a day. M. Klezinski reoom mends, 
in the sebaceous form of acne, painting with ohlohydric acid, on the 
ground that a part of the skin thus treated perspires twenty-seven to 
thirty per cent, more carbon and seven to twelve per cent, less water 
than a part to which it is not applied. 1 Weak solutions of bichloride 
of mercury are an old and favourite remedy when the acne spots are 
indurated, but Dr. Frazer says that if too long contiuued they make 
the skin rough and hard, aud that a solution of borax is better ; after 
using it he directs the skin to be well rubbed with a wash of oil of 
rosemary or laveuder dissolved in spirit of wine, one part of the oil to 
ten or twenty of the spirit. 

Acne Rosacea may be fairly cited as one of those diseases which 
most strikingly point out the great improvement made of late yean 
in the treatment of cutaneous diseases. It is not so very long since 
Bateman's time, yet then it was almost universally thought incurable. 
Buteman himself maintained that a perfect cure could seldom be 
accomplished, and the belief is still only too prevalent. Dr. Ra/.iu, 
writing in 1660, says that the arthritic form (a/api'rw nrlfintio"'-) 
" est tres-tenace et fait le d6sespoir du maladc et du medecin." Yet, 
except in very aggravated cases indeed, rosacea is far from being so 
unmanageable. Mr. Startin certainly does not consider it so, and his 
treatment seems to have been very successful, which after all is the 
best test of whether or not a doctrine is sound. Mr. Wilson gives 
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similar testimony in favour of its being <.- untitle ; lie thinks it even 
more amenable to treatment limn the ordinary form j and I have Lad 
fins pleasure of showing at St, John'-; Hospital several ein of severe 
rosacea perfectly cured so fur in reg.ird.-s 1 1 1 ' - di.vippriir.mco of the 
disease. 

Mr. Wilson's treatment of acne rosacea is first a moderately nutri- 
tious diet, all stimulants being avoided; his princip.il internal remedies 
being laxatives, antacids, and tonics. He directs painful, congested 
pimples to be punctured and poulticed. Among Mr. Wilson's pre- 
scriptions for lotions are one comjiosed of two drachms of sublimed 
sulphur, a drachm of camphor, and four ounces of distilled water; 
and one containing bichloride of mercury dissolved in emulsion of 
bitter almonds or Ean de Cologne. Mr. Wilaou's favourite ointment 
is, I believe, that of hypoohloride of sulphur, and an excellent remedy 
it is ; he also uses the iodide of sulphur ointment, ten grains of the 
salt to an ounce of lard, and for allaying irritation, elder -flower oint- 
ment or simple cerate. 

Mr. Startin's convictions are decidedly against tho use of arsenic in 
this complaint. He relies upon clialybeates, mineral acids, and 
bitters, hot-air baths with or without sulphur fumigation, ijnivuii.fi 
or white precipitate ointment, with camphor aud hyposulphite of 
soda and alum in the form of lotion. 1 In the more aggravated form. 
or genuine rosy drop, his local treatment jb to blister the spots with 
strong nitric acid, drying it off immediately with blotting-paper ; some 
coses Mr. Startin attacks still more energetically, dividing each little 
trunk that feeds a tubercle with blood, and then inserting a minute 
piece of nitrate of silver ; a practice not followed by any deformity 
Dr. Ross punctures the tubercles and inserts a drop of nitric acid by 
moans of a hnir tube. Dr. Burgess speaks very highly of the bicyanide 
of mercury for this purpose, recommending a solution of two grains ta 
an ounce of distilled water. This is brushed over the spots, and iu u 
few momeuts after is washed off with cold water. The practice of 
hlisteriug is very old, having been employed by Ambrose ftu 
was afterwards advocated by the celebrated Dr. Darwin. 

Dr. Ncligan, in chronic acne rosacea, recommends the DM of io 
of potassium, two grains in two ounces of the decoction of fresh elm 
bark, with the addition of a quarter of a grain of iodine, at bed; 
I am not sufficiently acquainted with the properties of the bin I. M 
speak with certainty of it« action, but the iodide, which at OHM

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I gave rather extensively, did not prove of much service in my hands, 
nor does Dr. Neligan say that he actually saw benefit from using it. 
Locally he placed great reliance u-ion tln> ammonio-ehloridc of mercury 
ointment, a drachm of glyceriu being added to each ounce. Dr. 
Neligan, in bis work, advises that this ointment should be washed off 
in the morning with a weak Bpiritnom lotion of twelve grains of 
carbonate of soda and half an ounce of glycerin in a pint of water. 
Dr. Bazin's treatment of acne is principally local, such as the vapour 
and sulphur douche and bath, and the huile do cade. 

I have now only to say with regard to my own views of treatment, 
that a steady pursuance of the rules laid down for the treatment of 
simple acne will, in almost every case, be here also oTOwned with 
success; a more free and prolonged use in rosacea of dilute nitric acid 
and mercury internally, aud of the hypochloridc of sulphur externally, 
being the chief points of difference. 

As to the dread some surgeons feel about curing acne I do not 
share it ; on the contrary, I believe it to be as chimerical as that of 
curing eczema or ulcer. Dr. Copland says, 1 that " the apprehensions 
entertained by the older writers of producing internal disease by the 
suddon repulsion of the eruption were founded on observation," and 
that " affections of the stomach, bowels, chest, and head have been" 
thus induced, and have been relieved upon a reappearance of the 
eruption." It is not for me to contradict a physician of Dr. Copland's 
standing, but I should like to know the names of the remedies which 
possess the power of repelling acne, as certainly I never saw au 
approach to such an effect from any medicine I ever tried. 

Many authors have laid it down as a rule, that one great difficulty 
we have to struggle with in acno rosacea is some error in diet, bat I 
have not been able to trace more excess among these patients than 
among others suffering from other chronic skin diseases and Indeed 
many chronic complaints. Both among the sick and the healthy 
there are always a certain number of persons who cat and drink 
erratically and voraciously. TTasty, inordinate eating, especially of 
large quantities of uncooked vegetables, drinking mixtures of wine, 
beer and spirit throughout the day, neglect of exercise and vicious 
habits are spoken of an amougst the active MfflSM of acne. There la, 
beyond doubt, too much of thii kind of thing. Some people think 
that so long as tln-v feel no cllicl. from what they cut Mid drink, none 
are likely to follow, and they take beer in t he morning beer to lunch,

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; 1m Try before dinner and at dinner, beer with the cheese, port 
after dinner, grog after that, and often beer again. They commit the 
error of eating cold meat and salud for dinner in summer, forgetting 
that the stomach is of the same temperature all the year round ; 
they take ices, curries, etc., which always more or less try the 
ion. Many persons give this up if they find indigestion or 
disorder of the liver coming on, yet many pursue it long after some 
skin disease has begun, and so far errors of diet may have some in- 
fluence in producing or, at least, favouring the outbreak of acne; but as 
an exclusive active or special cause of acne, I believe they have little 
influence, except in a few rare cases. Many persons, indeed, tufhrixuj 
from it are particularly temperate, and low living hns as ranch to do 
with bringing out acne in them as eczema in other persons, [a 
seventeen cases of acne rosacea in the male, Mr. Wilson found one 
attributable to abuse of alcoholic drinks, and five to derangement of 
the digestion ; and in ninety- five cases iu the female, he found seven 
which were referred to disturbance of the digestion, nnd not one to 
excessive use of stimulants. When Mr. Startin stated that stimuliints 
might be allowed in this complaiut, a Mr. Folhergill raised great 
objections to the opinion, advocating complete abstinence, imd using 
all those arguments which the conviction of being right, and prejudice 
against a bad habit, readily supply ; the same arguments which ever 
havo been, and ever will be used, by thoso who think that use aud 
abuse are convertible terms. Mr. Startin, in reply, gave a list of cases 
showing how much more prevalent acne is among teetotallers than 
among those who use in moderation things clearly intended to promote 
nian*s enjoyment of life. 

A widely different opinion has been held by some physicians of 
great oxporience, and the reader is referred to the writings of Bate man 
aud Copland for proofs of the opposite view. Butemuu paid great atten- 
tion to diet, and his instructions on the subject may even now be read 
with benefit. Dr. Copland was consulted in a case of indurated acne, 
where the patient had gone through the ordeal of treatment at the 
hands of all thoso practitioners who had acquired a reputation for the 
treatment of cutaneous diseases, and where attention to the state of 
the digestion and menstruation effected a cure. But iu such a fact 
J see nothing beyond what holds good of every form of skin disease; 
the fint step is to set right anything wrong with the habits of the 
patient ; any disorder of the liver or stomach, of the intestines or 
womb. Till this is done, neither tonic* uor arsenic can be well borne ; 
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neither will they do any good. Again, when a patient with any 
cutaneous disease is suffering from overfeeding, the diet may, for a 
nhort time at any rate, be very beneficially restricted to such things as 
tea and toast, fish, white meat, boiled milk, farinaceous food, and well- 
cooked vegetables. But this is only a temporary state, and ns such 
demands exceptional means. During a great part of many, and 
during the whole course of some cases, exhaustion rather than excess 
nf strength prevails, and such articles of diet as rum and milk, fat 
moat, hot milk with an egg in it, and nnferuiented bread, must appear 
in the bill of fare. 

Strange as this doctrine may appear to some of my readers, I 
believe it will be borne out by any one who has paid partk-nlur 
attention to acne, or, in fact, to the question of restoring exhausted 
physical strength in any complaint. The value of a good diet in all 
cases of exhaustion has been now so thoroughly shown by Watson, 
Graves, Holland, Skey, Iumau, and others, that it may be looked 
upon as established beyond all question. Dr. Radcliffe, in his lectures, 
dwelt with emphasis on the restorative powers of fat meat in that 
exhausting disease, epilipsy ; aud Dr. Edward Smith, one of the most 
careful and accurate observers of the present day, has likewise en- 
larged upon the immense importance of many parts of the diet I have 
spoken of. He gives fat meat and creum, nnd tells ns that rum 
taken witli milk " is the most, powerful restorative and promoter of 
assimilation aud alimentution which we possess." 1 Auother very 
prevalent opinion respecting ucne requires, I think, to be re-investi- 
gated, It is, that this disorder is, in women, associated with some 
derangement of the menstrual function. I certainly have not found 
it so ; and Dr. Hardy says, "We are obliged to say that, in the most 
of the observations we made, the menstrual functions were executed 
witli the most perfect regularity."* 

To recapitidate, then, the leading indications for the treatment of 
acne rosacea appear to be — 1. To get the bowels open, the digestion in 
order, the livor gently acted upon, and the tongue clean, for which pur- 
pose light diot, salines and active aperieuts containing a little mercury, 
acids and bitters are reqnisite. 2. If any acidity linger, the use of 
liquor potaswu in milk, or sulphite of soda in some bitter infusion, such 
as gentian or cascarilla ; at this stage, at the very latest, good feeding

, and the tincture of cantbaridea is reported to have succeeded 
when all other means had failed. Finally, the waters of Loueache. in 
Switzerland, of Bareges, and of Aiz in Se-roy, seem to hare been of 
use in some very 'rebellious cases. Tbe waters of Loueache seem to act 
like blistering with cantharides or tartar emetic ointment. The 
patient remains plunged in the bath for fire or six hours each day. 
and at the end of a few days a regular erythematous and pustular 
eruption comes out and materially changes the action of tbe unhealthy 
partu 

Sycosis. — I have not much to say of the treatment of this disease. 
as I am not very certain that it exists at alL True, there are cases 
enough which may at any time pass for sycosis ; most of them, how- 
ever, are acne rosacea, attacking the chin ; some few tinea circinnata 
(contagious sycosis) ; some again syphilitic tubercles ; and, lastly, I 
have in some rare cases seen a slow superficial form of ulceration 
beginning with minute tubercles and attacking the hair follicles, 
causing falling of the hair and slight though indelible cicatrices, 
a disorder which appears to me nothing more or leas than a form of 
lupus noo exedena To these various disorders then sycosis may l>e. 
I think, safely referred.

However, other writers Ho not seem to thick so, and I will there- 
to! give a very brief sketch of their treatment. The principal reme- 
dies seem to be laxatives, steel, mercury, arsenic, and removal of the 
hairs. A9 laxatives Mr. Wilson employs neutral salts, like those of 
Seidlitz and Rochelle. Steel is always requisite when there is de- 
bility, and plays here as important a pnrt as in ncne rosacea. Few 
remedies, I think, surpass in power a course of tincture of steel, or 
the acid solution already spoken of. Of the advantages of merenrv, 
except when used occasionally as a mild alterative, lam not prepared 
to speak with confidence, I have not observed any beneficial effects 
from its use, except when employed as an aid to other treatment. 
Occasionally a short course of the bichloride or biniodide of mercury 
seems of considerable service. Either of these may be given, as in 
<H'/i'ina, to the extent of a third or half a grain daily. After a 
course of steel and mercury, I should decidedly advise a course of 
arsenic, particularly if the skin bo rough and dry. Mr. Hunt cured 
some cases with cod-liver oil. 

For external application, scalding with hot water is one of the best 
means. It should be used as hot as ever it can be borne. Steaming 
the face too, every day, often gives great relief. The hypochloride 
and the iodide of sulphur, both in the form of ointment, seem to be 
general favourites ; Mr. Wilson, 1 believe, prefers the iodide. Mr. 
Startin directs the part to be bathed with hot water in which bran 
and sulphur have been boiled. He also prescribes the sulphur 
douche, and follows up with the iodide of sulphur ointment. He like- 
wise employs an ointment composed of fifteen grains of the white 
precipitate of mercury, a drachm of strong mercurial ointment, half 
a drachm of the solution of diacetate of lead, and six drachms of 
fresh pure palm oil. This combination makes a cream-like mixture 
of great utility in sycosis. Dr. Frazer recommends hot poultices of 
boiled rice. As to rooting out the hairs, opinions are greatly 
divided : some medical men consider there is no cbauce of recovery 
nnlctin this be done, and most thoroughly too. Mr. Startin pulls 
out every hair ; others, as Mr. Wilson for instance, are not bo much 
impressed with the advantages of this practice. It is not absolutely 
necessary, but as to the benefit of the practice, I think there can 
be but one opinion, namely, that it is of the greatest line. Bazin's 
treatment of sycosin is pulling oat the hairx, applying huile de end", 
and giving alkalies. 

Lnpna. — In the olosntng form of lupus arsenic seems to be 
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almost a specific in persons of healthy constitution and uot far 
advAiireil in life, and in those it is the only means to be relied upon 
for giving relief. Surgeons sometimes say they have given arsenic 
without avail, but twenty courses of it given improperly would not 
be likely to do any good ; properly ^iveu, in the way already traced 
out, it will rurely if ever fail. Complications, suoh as dyspepsia, 
scrofula, and exhaustion, should of course be assailed with their proper 
remedies, hut nothing should be suffered to interfere with the notion 
of the arsenic. Mr. Hunt relates a case whero the patient took it for 
eight years with the best results. 

Mr. Startin gives mercury in very small doses, and for a very gToafc 
length of time, in this complaint. He combines it with opium, and 
seconds its action in every way ; his favourite prescriptions seem to 
be calomel and the mercury mixture used at the Blackfriars Hos- 
pital. ' Mr. Weeden Cooke cured a case with lemon juice, using at the 
same time a lotion of bichloride of mercury and zinc ointment. The 
ulceration had destroyed the columna nasi, and threatened the alie ; 
it extended up to the inner cauthus of both eyes, yet it was quickly 
and effectually checked by the use of au ounce aud a half of lemoa 
juice daily. The patient had a relapse, hut this was soon brought 
under by again taking the lemon juice, and using the lotion, &c 2 
With the samo view as the lemon juice was given, I think cod-liver 
oil ought to he prescribed in lupus; it rarely fails to improve the 
health, and euables the patient better to support arsenic. 

The Vienna paste has been recommended for external use by 
many writers, as has also the chloride of zinc ; it is, however, 
difficult to estimate their exact value from what has been written 
about them. My experience of the chloride of zinc has not been 
satisfactory ; the acid nitrate of mercury in solution proved more 
beneficial. Mr. Wilson recommeuds the strong nitric acid, but none 
of them are comparable to the nitrate of silver. After using any 
caustic, water dressing should be applied, and covered either with 
oiled silk or Alison's prepared lamb skin. Mr. Hunt says the practice 
of burning away the surface of the ulcers (with the potential cautery 
I presume he means) is cruel, barbarous, and useless ; an opinion to 
which I myself incline ; but the nitrate of silver does not burn away 
the surface. 

For the lupus non exedens the same remedies may be recommended. 
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Erythematous and Scrofulous Lupus. toi 

Barium seems, however, to be useful. Batenian has seen the muriate 
materially ameud the complaint, and Dr. Frazer mentions that 
chloride of barium given in doses of one-sixteenth of a grain three 
times a day produced good results. I have oared lupus so 
completely that every trace of the disorder seemed to be extinct, by 
giving first salines for a week or two, then the dilute nitric acid in 
bitters for a short time, and directly after this a long course of 
arsenic. 

In the erythematous form we are recommended to paint the part 
night and morning with liquor plumbi ; iodide of lead ointment, 
composed of two parts of the salt and one of lard, has been favourably 
spoken of. In a very harsh review of Mr. Wilson's work on Diseases 
of the Skin, in the Boston Afedicul and tiurgkttl Journal, 1 it is said 
thnt this form of lupus, instead of being a frightful omen and defying 
treatment, yields at once to the application of iod-glycerin in a 
concentrated form. 

A kind of lupus erythematosus, occasionally seen in scrofulous 
children, differs in some of its features so widely from the ordinary 
forms of the complaint, that many persons might feel disposed to 
question its identity with them, but 1 believe it to bo certainly lupus. 
It is by no means common, and all the cases I have seen wore in 
children living in unhealthy parts of London, often very indifferently 
fed and badly cared for. Some of them were very fuir and scrofulous- 
looking, but I have not seen one with the tumid upper lip. In this 
disease we find a solitary patch or two of skin, of tolerable size, 
elevated above the surrounding skin, almost tubercular on its surface, 
and covered wholly or in part by an irregular mass of loose soft 
scabs; the parts which are bare of scabs being red and moist. It 
goes on for an indefinite time, "spreading slowly and often healing 
spontaneously at the points first invaded. I have only seen it on the 
face, breast, and leg, but in none of these situations did it heal b> the 
middle and spread from the outside, nor had it a circular form ; the 
ices left seem indelible. It is a most refractory complaint; it 
resisted every means I tried ; amongst others Lugol's plan for 
scrofula, put in force for several months together, though I certainly 
think this did some good. The iodide of ammonium might be 
employed in these cases. Mr. Wilson, at the suggestion of Mr. Peter 
Price, gave it with success in scrofulous tumours and ulcers. The 
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done is two to three grains twice or thrice u day ; for external use 
a drachm is dissolved in an ounce of glycerin, the solution beiug 
brushed over the part night and morning. Another remedy deserving 
of notice is the phosphate of lime ; it may be given in tho form of the 
syrup of the superphosphate, or the simple phosphate may be ob- 
tuiued by burning bones, such as the ribs of mutton, and then 
rubbing them down in a mortar ; half a drachm or more may be given 
two or three times a day. 1 A long course of very small doses of 
mercury should also be tried ; Mr. Startin always gives this, along 
with a little opium, in the ulceration of cutaneous struma. 2 Dr. 
Kiziii oousiders that sulphurous waters are encrgotic agents in 
scrofulous afl'ections. 

Mr. Hutchinson 3 has described, as rodent ulcer, a disease which has 
no doubt been often coufounded with lupus. He considers internal 
treatment powerless over it, whereas the action of the chloride of 
zinc is most satisfactory, not only as to the cure of the ulcer, but us 
to the nature of the cicatrix. The paper is written with great care 
and ability. 

Elephantiasis oe Thus Leprosy. — For this disease Mr. Wilson 
prescribed in one caso uitro-muriatio acid and gentian, then a cour.su 
of decoction of the woods with Donovan's solution, returning after- 
wards to the use of the acid, this time with the addition of iron. 
This patient had goue through courses of mercury, arsenic, and iodide 
of potassium, with the effect, as he thought, of making him decidedly 
worse, and Mr. Wilson says, " The history of the patient while under 
my care was a progressive advance of the disease." But later on the 
patient's nephew, himself a physician, reported a change for the 
better ; by using the warm saltwater bath and residing some mouths 
on the sea coast, the patient had so far regained his strength that he 
could walk a mile alone, aud, except on the abdomen, there were no 
spots to be seen. M. Baunies reports a case successfully treated ; 
the principal remedies being three hundred baths in one year, diluent 
and sudorific drink*, and a nutritious, unstimulating diet. Drs. 
Dauielsseu aud Boeck say they have found iodide of potassium in small 
doses produce some diminution of the tumours in the tnbercular Win, 
but the improvement did not last; in the an/esthetic form this salt 
relieved the pain in the bones, as did also the bromide of potassium.

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These remedies seemed, bowever, of decided service in some cases ; 
one patient, suffering under both the aniesthetic and tubercular forms, 
recovering no completely that in four mouths he was at work again ; 
and another being freed from the tubercles by the same means, power- 
fully seconded by blistering and counter irritation. The turkish 
bath seems also beyond question to have baen very serviceable in 
some cases. 

Mr. Wilson thinks portions of blood ought to be taken from time 
to time and replaced by blood derived from a nutritious and well- 
selected diet. Arsenic and cod-liver oil should also be given, and hot- 
air baths, vapour, sulphur, and seawater baths be employed, as also 
counter irritants. Local symptoms, such as infiltration and thickening 
of the skin, to be met with cupping and leeches. 

The fading away of this strange malady out of our land, and, indeed, 
out of Southern Europe, is one of the most mysterious things in the 
history of medicine. A mortal, hopeless sickness, which made the 
face like that of a satyr, and the nerves and blood as sluggish as 
some lethal muddy ditch, which invaded all parts of the animal 
frame, till meu recoiled in horror from its victims, and gave them up 
like maniacs and criminals to chains and all the filth aud horrors of 
dungeons, or drove them into exile like wild beasts; the scourge of 
the iiMi-i powerful and civilized nations, which on one side projected 
its lurid and fearful shadow from Syria to the Atlantic, and on the 
"tlicr stretched lowering over Asia to the bauks of the Gauges and 
Indus ; which raged with equal fury among the sandy regions of 
Asia Minor and the muddy plains of the Ganges, amid the smiling 
fertility of Sicily and on the desolate coasts of Iceland — has collapsed 
like the goni when again wiled into the casket, and has become a 
wonder aDd a show in the lands where once kings legislated for its 
myriad* of victims. Men seem to want words to describe its magni- 
tude und relentless nature, and their wonder at its haviug so utterly 
passed away. One author calls it the most herculean disease that has 
afflicted men since the Fall, and Mr, Wilson asks in surprise, " I« 
there nothing at the present hour which belongs to, is a part of. is a 
living record of that immense disease ? Can our medical antiquaries 
discover no impressions of its gigantic footsteps? Has it passed away 
like a shadow, or like the wind, totally and uevor to be seen again?" 
One part of the question Mr. Wilson himself answers ; it is not 
totally gone ; Ihe antesthetic form is still seen in persons who have 
Q6TOI been out of England, and in .1 local form it is not M very 
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unfrequent ; Englishmen who have contracted it in the East may also 
be seen occasionally. 

It would be idle to speculate here upon the reasons why it has 
ceased to scourge Europe. Possibly climate may have had something 
to do with it ; changes in the electricity, habits and food may also 
have had their share of influence. That climate has altered very 
materially over a great part of Europe, owing to the draining of groat 
bogs and swamps, felling of forests, and the upheaval of land, there 
can be little doubt. In the " Stream of Life " ' I have traced the 
steady growth of the cold since the beginning of last century. Our 
rivers, streams, and flooded lands have been getting smaller for ages, 
particularly within the last century, and it is only within that time 
that leprosy has ceased to be indigenous in our country. My friend 
Dr. Cattell assures me that in his youth patients a filleted with this 
disease used to come to drink the waters at Willoughby Spa, situated 
on the borders of Northamptonshire and Warwickshire. These 
waters are saline and purgative. The state of magnetism and elec- 
tricity has also in all probability undergone a considerable change. a 
Clothing has altered, and our ancestors wrapped up far more warmly 
than we do, either to counteract the moisture in the air, as now in 
Ireland they wear woollen, where we wear cotton, to ward off tho 
damp, or because they took less exercise, and, I presume, both had 
their share of action. Our forefathers, too, used much leas fresh meat 
than we do, for butchers' meat was not to be had during the winter. 
The gradual introduction of spirits may also have had something to 
do with the matter. According to Mr. Tovey, 8 the Jews of Morocco 
preserve themselves from elephantiasis by the use of brandy distilled 
from raisins, pears, figs, and dates. 

Kelis. — No remedy seems yet to have been found for this strange 
complaint. Keinoval with the knife cannot be said to have answered 
well ; the disease has generally if not always re-appeared, and when it 
has returned the secondary disease has invariably proved more da: 
ous and active than the first attack. Takiog along with this the fact that 
the tumour, if let alone, rarely gives any serious ground for alarm — 
that, according to Dr. Bazin's observations, it does not influence the 
health at all, the value of excision becomes very doubtful. Caustics 
equally impotent. Alibert mentions two casc3 in which he succeeded 
iu curing it with nitric acid. Ruyer saw some benefit from pressure,

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and Cuzenave aud Sohedel found the sulphur vapour douche useful in 
softening the tumour. For internal means, Mr. Wilson gives the 
preference to Donovan's solution, ten minims three times a day, and 
protiodidc of mercury combined with guiacum aud oxy-sulphun ! flf 
antimony. Collodion aud liquor plumbi may be applied to the 
tumour. Mr. Wilson has removed the false kelis, which springs up 
in the scars of burns and scrofulous ulcers, by the use of three-grain 
doses of iodide of potassium three times a day, and a Plummer's pill 
at bedtime. Hardy says that absorbent means (les fondants) havo 
sometimes proved efficacious in procuring a diminution of the tumours ; 
he therefore recommends iodide of potassium internally, ioduroted 
pomade, vigo plaister, and blisteis. At a recent meeting of the 
Pathological Society, Dr. Sedgwick brought under the notice of 
the members the ease of a child who had been the subject of keloid, 
■ad teamed to have entirely thrown off the disease, possibly under the 
influence of cod-liver oil which had been takeu. Iu the discussion, 
however, which followed, Dr. Semple thought the disease was rather 
sclerema than keloid. Dr. Balmauno Squires considered it rather 
allied to lupus. But in sclerema there is wastiDg, or at least arrest 
of growth; in lupus there is always ulceration or wasting down of 
the skin, with indelible cicatrices. In true keloid there is increased 
bulk, at any rate during the period of growth. In true sclerema 
there is no increase at any time ; the skin simply becomes dry, hard, 
and insusceptible of growth or stretching. This is one instance of 
the obscurity which prevails about the more rare diseases of the skin ; 
I will meution another. Many years ago, I was in the out-patients' 
room of a London hospital, wheu an old Irishwoman came iu with 
a peculiar growth on the inside of the calf, which a surgeon, since 
dead, at once pronounced to be a keloid. I had never seeu a genuine 
keloid tumour, but the gi-owth here in no way tallied with the 
descriptions I had read of it, for it was nearly circular, about an inch 
wide and nearly as thick, and rose abruptly from the skin. It wag of a 
deep yellow colour, and looked more like a gigautic corn than any- 
thing else. At my request the patient was placed under my care. 
The old woman poulticed tho growth till it turned soft, and she then

Uat.h;xant TtJTiEBCLB, — All the care and skill directed to 
the study of some mode of relief for this obstinate affection 
have so far failed to discover any remedy which possesses the 
slightest control over its progress. We may be fortunate enough 
to see it checked, and we may just as likely be compelled to watch 
its downward march, like a spectator watching the course of a 
rapid stream. But even in this unsatisfactory state, it is onr 
duty to try and do our best to keep up the patient's strength on 
much as possible, and to allay pain. Of the caustics, three seetu to 
have held their ground better than any others ; they are potassa i'usa 
in some form or other, uitric acid, and chloride of ziuc. The nitric 
Mid may be mixed up into a paste with sublimed sulphur, and is said 
when thus applied to ease the numbing pain. I never saw one of 
these substances do the least good, and as I have generally found it 
impossible to get patients to attend to these growths when alone 
they offer any chance of a triumph of art over nature, that is to say, 
when they are small, I look upon the prognosis as most gloomy. 

Warts. — Mr. Wilson speaks very highly of the power arsenic 
possesses over these troublesome growths ; he says, " I have pre- 
scribed arsenic with the greatest success, and it is curious to see with 
what rapidity the skin responds to the action of this medicine, aud 
how rapidly an eruption of worts, apparently so little amenable to 
constitutional remedies, will disperse." Potassa fusa he considers the 
best application, though muriate of ammonia will remove them. I 
prefer the caustic soda, and yet more the red-hot wire, which to my 
thinking is the most efficacious, speedy, aud painless remedy. I say 
" painless," or perhaps least painful, advisedly, as the smarting is not 
only slight but is gone in a few seconds, whereas that from caustic 
often lasts for hours, and from being almost uufelt at first, often 
increases till it becomes well-nigh unbearable. It is not necessary to 
burn the skin in the least ; all that is requisite is to touch tho tip of 
the watt aud bum as much each time as the patient can easily bear. 
If preferred it can easily be done by the patient himself. 

Corns are a more serious matter ; they will bring on bunions by 
pressure upon a bnrsa, or make their way into joints, causing ulcers, 
absorption aud exfoliation of the bone, all onding in permanent stiff- 
ness of tho joint, The first step towards a care is to have a properly- 
shaped last for the foot, with a promiuenoe quite as large as the corn, 
ii DP0B the surface. If the boot become painful it should be steeped 

in hot water till the upper leather is quite soft, and then re-applied 
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over the hist. Amadou planters may be applied over the com itself, 
and every three or four days the corn should be softeued in very hot 
witter, out or rasped dowu, nud then painted with strong tincture of 
iodiue or solid nitrate of silver. 

Leucopathia. — Jlr. Wilson relates, that in the case of a young 
lady who was under his care for this complaint, the natural hue of 
the skin was entirely restored by means of tonics, shower-baths, and 
stimulating liniments to the affected part. M. Biett says that 
blisters, and the active use of sulphur externally in the form of 
ointment and douches, arc useful. 

Ephems, Lentigo (Sunburn and Freckle), and Chloasma. — For 
the two former affections Mr. Wilson recommends a liniment 
of equal parts of white of egg and olive oil. If there be a 
greut deal of heat, twenty minims of liquor pluinbi may lie 
added to each ounce of the liniment. An emulsion of bitter almonds, 
with the addition of a little spirit of wine, may also be employed ; 
the beuzoated zinc ointment, rubbed down with orange-flower water, 
is a favourite prescription of Mr. Wilson's. For chronic stains of the 
skiu, the same author recommends lotions of bichloride of mercury or 
uitru-muriatic acid. Freckles may be treated in the same way. In 
addition to the bichloride of mercury the vinegar of horse-radish may 
be used. I have never seen any of these means do much good. 

N.fcvua — The most vuluable addition to the pathology of this 
complaint made of late years is that by Mr. Hunt. He considers 
the ntevus aroneus to be constitutional, treats it with arsenic as he 
would lepra, and cures it. As it is always desirable to avoid an 
operation, Mr. Hunt's system should receive a fair trial. Should it 
fail, I would suggest a recourse to the plan advocated by Dr. Behrend, 
of Berlin. He applies strong acetic acid to the nevus, and al'Usr this 
employs compresses soaked in vinegar. " Under this treatment," we 
are told, "the blood is made to cougulate in the vessels, the uievus 
becomes hard and clear, aud is thrown oft' in the form of a parchment- 
like layer by a process of exfoliation." Vaccinatiou seems to have 
answered very well in some cases, the inflammation induced by it 
ending in a very firm cicatrix. 

Rank Pehspmation is such an offensive affection that every pos- 
sible care should be takeu to get rid of it as soon as possible. Some 
persons give off, and are yet not aware of it, a most offensive 
diluvium. Cleanliness, inside aud outside, is always necessary. It 
has been well observed that (here are many people who would be 
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shocked at the idea of having a dirty skiu, mid who yet never think 
how dirty the iuside is, or how much depends upon their own 
exertions for keeping it clean. The great highway of life is left to 
purify itself. 

Arsenic has always appeared to me tho most effectual remedy. 
Purgatives given two or three times a week and tonics often do a 
great deal of good, but in an obstinate case I know of no remedy to 
be compared with arsenic. The turkish bath should be used once a 
week ; where it cannot be prooured a hot bath should be substituted. 
The hair of the armpits should cither be cut quite short or bo 
pulled out — the latter is decidedly the most efficacious ; the armpits, 
folds of the groin, and feet should be washed every day with soap 
and hot water, and then dusted, after well drying, with rice powder. 
If any smell linger after this, free use should be made of chloride of 
zinc or permanganate of potass in the form of a lotion, For greasy 
skin the same general remedies may be employed ; plenty of soap and 
hot water, active exercise, sleeping with the windows open, tonics 
and aperients are the grand remedies. As particular means Mr. 
Wilson prescribes astringent lotions of the bichloride of mercury or 
juniper-tar soap. When on the other hand the skin is prcter- 
naturally dry, it should be stimulated to secrete more by being freely 
rubbed aud sponged. I believe, however, a diet of fat meat, and 
iodide of potassium are the most reliable remedies. 

Boil and Carbuncle, — I scarcely know any common disease of 
the skin, the treatment of which is in a more unsatisfactory state 
than that of boils. I remember being present at a discussion on this 
subject at the Medical Society, and it would have been amusing had 
it not been so painful and humiliating to notice the utter discrepancy 
of opinion. All, however, agreed in admitting the insufficiency of 
most plans of treatment, aud some of the speakers said they hud lost 
nil faith in remedies. One gentleman stated that he had lately 
suffered from boils, and that he had trusted to port wine instead of 
drugs. He took out a bottle of port wine in his carriage every day 
when he started on his round, and had a glass every time ho called 
to see a patient ; the result of which was that the bottle always 
came home empty, aud that the doctor felt much better than if he 
had taken all the tonics in Apothecaries' Hall; indeed he reported 
tho effect as something wonderful. 

Unless I have deceived myself, yeast possesses great power over 
boils ; I have now used it for some years, and though 1 have not 
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accumulated such statistics as I could wish, owing to the reluctanco 
witli which nmny of these patients remain under treatment, and to 
their belief that boils purify the blood and require little more than 
opening, jet 1 have certainly seen enough to make mc think the 
yeast tin- beat means I ham Mad 

For carbuncle there seeum little to be done, except by external 
means. Mr. Wilson recommends the prepared corium, or lamb skin, 
invented by Dr. Scott Alixon ; when the slough is coming away he 
recommends pressure with some warm plaster, ux that of galbanum, 
for instance. Mr. French has recorded ' some cases wIhiv t.l i. s. ]«••. 
tilcDt things were treated by a very summary procoss. A small 
tenotomy knife was introduced, and the carbuncle was freely divided 
under the skin. The relief given is described as surprising, and bflUl 
were treated with equal success. Gutzeit 2 use* an ointment composed 
M half a drachm of powdered opium to two ouuees of white ointment ., 
laid thickly on ; he says it relieves the pain in half an hour. I Law 
gives it a fair trial, and though I never sawany particular aflaot from 
it in half an hour, yet it certuiuly allays the pain. Dr. Higby :i |,r..k 
highly of the tincture of iodine in boils ; he puts ou three coats in 
^accession for several nights. Covering the boils with white paint, as 
recommended by Mr. Freer, also answers very well when the patient 
can remain still. Its efficacy is increased by adding half a drachm 
of powdered opium to the ounce. It should be laid thickly on. 

Dr. Frazer gives the valuable information, that with arsenic wc can 
check the ulceration and burrowing which sometimes follow anthrax. 
He quotes a most instructive case — the burrowing had been going on 
for some months, and was checked in forty-eight hours by the in. 
use of arsenic. The mineral was then given up, and the sloughing 
at once began again. The arsenic was renewed, and the sloughing 
stopped, the arsenic being given this time till a cure was effected. 
Though not germane to the subject, I may mention here, that Dr. 
Frazer baa also found arsenic, given in this way, rapidly cure 
onychia.
